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lias had no fmall (hare in pre- 
ferving this leaky^ Veffel from de- 
llrudion. 'Tis an obfervatioh 
too well known among Pohti- 
cians. That the Virtue of a Prince 
may fometimes turn to his De- 
firuSiion ; of which we have had 
a fad Example i\\ the BleiTed 
Martyr Charles the Firft, Who 
Suff'erdyand Dyed for being Good^ 
and the fame Jews that aSledthat 
fad Tragedy^defigned a feconduf- 
on the Son of his Loyns , and In- 
heritor of His Virtues 5 As if they 
Were refolv'd by repeated Ex- 
periences, to revoke that Axiom 
of the Moralifts, That the Natu- 
ral effe^ of Benevolence andGood- 
ifejX even in this World, is a reci- 
procai Love and Felicity 5 and fo" 
itisinall except the Fanatick, 
i»hom both the Father and 
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Grandfather of our Gracious 
Prince, afTures Us, that no Bene- 
fit can oblige. And really the 
Fanatick is no more to be com- 
prehended within the general 
Rules of Reafon,than the Brutej 
becaufe as this a(5ts according 
to the inftind of its Nature / 
which often carries it contrary 
to the principles of a Rational 
Creature, fo the Fanatick is mo- 
ved by the giddy impulfeof 
Enthufiafni, which has abun- 
dance of more points then the 
Compafs.

THere is no part of Human Leani- 
iog io univeifally Advantageous 
to N4ankind, as Hidory. It refdies our 
Anceftors from Qblivicn 5 It can- fa* 
ftrud and DelighVthe Prefent and F«h 
ture Ages. We arc oblig*d by all c&g 
t-awfe of Naturiil Rtligtoq, roiplrejf^ve 
oarRehtiDns asldng as poffibly we.^an: 
Even then u4ien their Livei are (carce 
worth the keeping, when Old Age has 
rendered thesh u(elc(s both in ^ublick 
and private Capa^ptties, by the naufeous 
Methods of Phyfick, we endeavour to 
l(^ep them among us. And certainly our 
Piety (hould not end atthie Grave j but 
employ it ielf in fecurtng all that remaihs 
of them. Urns and Pyramids can only 
preferve their Afties ^ which are, evert 
toihemoft carious Obfcrvcr, uudiftior 
guiflbabic from thofe of other iVleo. 
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Ptdiuiies and Medals reprefent only their , 
outward Lineaments j which are often 
pot unlike in Fools and Wife-men. But 
Hiftory gives an Account of their 
Nobler Parts 5 their Wit^ their Learn- 
ing, and their Virtue: And the Reader 
hath, what will be no inconfiderable 
part of our Happine(s in the other 
World,the Converfation of all the Great 
and Good Men of pad Ages. And their 
Examples will prove to him far greater 
Incentives to Virtue than all the grave 
and ferious Precepts of Philofophers. 
They affume to them(elves the Boldne^ 
and Majefty of a Legiflator, lay down 
rigid and (evere BLules of Life, treat 
IIS With jejune and abftraded Notions, 
which few perfons can uQderftand,much 
kfi deduce to praQice : But the force 
of Example is intelligible to the meanefl: 
Capacities. We Read , and Admire j 
and , having naturally an Itch after 
Glory ) purfue the (ame methods our 
Forefathers fofuccefsfully proceeded in. 
But tho Hiftory in General be fo plea- 
(ant and inftru^live, yet certainly Bio* 
graphy is more Eminently fo. The Ge- 
neral Hiftorian is wholly taken up in 

giving 
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giving the Relations of Great and Glo* 
ribus Exploits ; of the Kifeand Fall of 
Empires and Great mert. You have 
Jflexafider at the Granic^ and Cefar ill 
the Fields ofPharfalia: But an account 
of their daily C6nver3tibn, of theme* 
nage of their Eftate, their Behaviour to 
their Friends and their Family , their 
Government of their own Paffions; i$ : 
below the Dignity of theSubjed^ and j: 
if the Authqf (houH oblige us by an \ 
ufeful Dtgreffioi^ ( It day be, of more 
real Advantage than the whole Series of 
the Hiffory J it would becaird by the 
men of Art, an impertinent Excrefcencejf 
imd the whole Work be e(leem*d taaor 
firous, that in one p^rt fo fwells beyond 
the lawful proportion. As the poor 
Poet is Damn'd in Horace^ that becauie 
he had got a delicate Defcriprion of the 
Rhwe^ was refolv'd to in(ert it into his 
i^oem,tho wholly impertinent to his Dc- 
fign: • 

Yet certainly the Hiftory of thefe 
Actions, tho of a meaner nature, is i&> 
(iaitely more ufeful.The other, *tis true, 
are more Heroical and Uluftrious, ex- 
tremely fit objects for our Admiration^ 
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tant? ) deferts him : Biography ftil' 
waits upon him , thp oilcarcled the 
Court 5 and tells you with what Cou- 
rage and good Grace ^ he bears the Af- 
fronts of his ungrateful Country- men, 
his Sicknefs, and Death it felf. Whicb 
certainly ( un]e(s you read Hiftory ai 
Ladies do Romances ) you would a$ 
willingly be informed of^as his Gallantry 
in the hotteft Engagements. . Twere 
caGe to enlarge upon this Subjed, wer^ 
I to write a Panegyric of Biography^ 
and not the Life of a particular Hifto* 
rian* 

Among Authors of this Nature, the^:e 
is(carce any fo coniiderable as C. Nc 
fos^ who has had the Good Poi^tune 
to pleafe the moft Ji\dicious Critics of 
all Ages ; biit in this is ftrangely unhap- 
py. That having been (b induftrious in 
Immortalizing other men, and having 
wrote a particular Volume of the Live? 
of Hiftorians, he himfelf has been al* 
moft forgotten, and we have very littlq 
left us concerning him. Nay, and to add 
to the misfortune, even this very Trca* 
tlie^of the Lives of Excellent Qeperalst 
n^hich is the only one left us of his nu« 
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nicrous Writings, hath by fome very lit 
Judges been attributed to an obicure 
perfon, one JEmiliui Prcbus^ who liv*d 
in the Barbarous Age of Theodofins.Bxxt. 
of this below. 

He was born in Hoftilia^ a Village 
depending upon Verana ; whereof Pli9ff^ 
Attthonine in his Itinerary, &c. make 
mention s and is at this day fubjed to 
the Ecclefiaftical Jurifdidion of Verona. 
Verona lies near the P<?5 upon which 
account Pliny calls our Author P^^i Ac- 
cola : It is ficuated likewife in that part 
of Italy which the Romans ( for to us 
'tis other wife) callM Italia Tranjpadana^ 
that part of Italy which is on the other 
fide the Po ; So that CatuOns^ in his De- 
dication of his Excellent Poems to C. 
Nefos^ might very juftly call him an Ifa- 
lian. But becaufe the lame Country 
was caird Gallia Togata ( or that part 
of Gall wherein Gowns, the Roman 
Habit, were worn, in oppofition to 
Gallia Braccata^ Co mmd from the Gar* 
meats of the Barbarous Inhabitants) 
i!ir/^M*ir/,alluding to C^fivZ/ir/sferemeati- 
co'd Epigram, tells his Pacatns, That be 
had found a more Leam'daTAO\^vgs^% 
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Fiatron than Qall furnithM CaiuVuf with J 
Buttb:.(e two Poets maybe eafily re- 
coQcird, cooiideriQg that the fame phce 
was, with diflferent fefpeds, reckoned 
part both of Gall and Italy. Now, that 
Nepos was a Veronefe , was the conftanc 
Qpidion of that Citjr, wli^re in the Se» 
nate Hou(e his Statue was erefted among 
thofeof the Illaftrious Men born there. 
Elios VinetHs would indeed perfwade us, 
that there is nothing of certainty when 
iJepos was born ; but befides the con- 
(iant Tradition of the Giiy of Verofta^ 
dnd that his Statue was plac*d among 
thofeof the Veroman Writers, ( which 
certainly would fatisfie any man df a 
tolerable ingenuity) we have the Au- 
thotity of Leander^ Albertus^ Pauhu 
Merula^ and of the Learn'd and lilu- 
ftrious Akxottder Becellus^ Chancellor of 
Verona. 

. The Territories of Verona enjoy a 
delicate thin Air 5 the Soil as healthful, 
as well waterd,and fupply'd with Fruits 
pf all kinds, as moft p^aces in the World ; 
^s if it were deGgn*d by Nature for the 
Oountry of Great and Witty M|m. Tfs 
,not itnpoffilble for a great Genial to prb- 
1.. ceed 
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ceei ftom an unhealthy andb€)ggy Soi^' 
wliereche Atras WeU as Wacer ftapnate?^ 
^oA h cotropted i Bat 'tis very impro* 
bable there (boul4. Plutarch and Jf^ff- 
^nr were born in Betatia^ but not one 
eminent Writer more, as we heat of; 
Erafi^m came firoAi RoUerdam ; and yet 
thegreateft Judg of the laft Age was 
pfcas'd to fay of Qretjkr, 'lis a Witty 
Man fbt a German. And if we con- 
fider the depeodance which ourSoob 
have upon our Bodies, as to their ope- 
rations, we need not wonder,that thick 
and foggy Airs (hould fo feklombe 
b)e(s'd with extraordinary Men^ Tis 
celrtainly a mighty Advantage to be 
Born in a place eminent for Wit and 
Learning^) where great Examples^ dailf 
a{»pear before m^ and raile in us a gene- 
rous Emulation t6e<]i}al or fur pa(s them. 
Upon this account it i5, that Cities have 
become fatncHis for Come particular Ex* 
cetleace 5 and Wit, as fome Herb», if , 
once footed in a ground, cannot with-^. 
out difficuky be got out. Ferona has 
indeed ^rodoe'd as great Wits^ and zf 
Ldam'd Nfeil ia illFaculties, as any City

There is no 
quflUon h\xt Junius the Rebel, M^Va* 
lerius thp Didator, Menenius Agrippa^ 
fo famous for Reconciling the Patrici- 
ans and Plebeians ^d'ld make Orations to 
ti>e People^ tho not fo fke ones as' 
Hiftoriansafcribe to them. They were 
certainly Men of incomparable Valoiir, 
and of (bund fenfe ) but they had only 
a good unpolifh'd rough Eloquence , 
and with j^hat attained their ends upon 
a People rude and illiterate j and want- 
ed only a Grm^/i Education to render 
*jem the greate(t Wics in their Age. But

Language was daily refio'd^ It at firft 
became neat and clea^i, the Words and 
Phrafes proper and eafie,notflorld,aiuch 
lefs ranting and fuftian« This is that 
which is io admirable in the ancient 
Comedies,of which Plautns and Terettc^ 
are the only now left us 5 which as Sca^ 
liger well obfcrves, our misfortunes 
have endeai'd to us 5 we admire them 
the more,bccaufe we have none elfe left ; 
us to admire. In the Eloquence of that 
Age, there was nothing a£Ped:ed^ no- ' 
thing of Paint apd Daubing, bqt pure 
Natural Beauty, undebauchy, and pre- 
ferrable upon account of its Native fim* 
plicitytoall the fwelling Rhetoric of 
fame after Ages.

And yet there are 
fone men who compare and prefer Mar^ 
ti mI to CatuHus^ between whoni there is 
as wide adifl^rence^as betWixt the fordid 
DroHery of a BnffooV), and the In^ni« 
ous Kaillery of a Gentleman. They 
have had a greater efteem for the Heit 
of Lucam^ than the juft Grcatnefs oiVir^ 
gik But the beft Jiid^s rather pity 
rhtfe mift^^&en GentlemeA that dilute 
with them, ' 

Now to be confiderable in fuch an 
A^ as this, to be infinitely efteem'd and 
Care(i>M by the greateft peHbns in it, is 
an infallibtfr Ai^dment of the real Ex- 
ceHence of ^n Author.

As to 
the.Brfl: and fecotid, TertuUian ioforms 
us, that Nepos affirms, there never was 
any Saturn but what was a Man ^ and 
Aftfimus tells his Pupil the Emperor, 
that he (ent him TitiMu/s Fables, and 
Nepo/s Chroiucles, which were not 
much unlike Vcnj and Laiklhfs in his 
Preface to his Poems, tells us, that iV!?^/ 
did Omne ALvumiribus explicare chartis. 
Befides this great Work, he writ the 
Lives of lUuftrious Men,ofwhicb twen- 
ty-two, which refped the GreciMs and 
Barbarians J are tranfmitted to us 5 and

Aimilitfs Probus hath by foine Critics

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palpable miftake oqcafion'd by an Epi* 
gram prefixed to' (bme antient Manu* 
(criptsof.this Am hor, wherein Probus 
commands' his Book,, if the Emper oc 
TAe(?^^ir/ enquire after the Authw, to 
tell bim it is on^ t^robus. But then it 
follows, Corpore in hoc iffavufefiGene' 
tricis Avique Mtique^ viz. that. bis own 
baod^ his Mother? ,' and Grandfathers 
were concern'd in the work. Whence 
'cis cl^ar beyond qontradiftion, tha^ this 
Probus was only aiTranfctibcr. Betides, 
can Rpb^rtellns. who writ a Treat lie of 
the Art pF t^riticifpi, or any Man of 
common Learning and Sen(e, perfwade 
himfeiC that this wretched Foet' could 
be the Author of this moft delicate and 
Judicious peicc of Hiftory ? But from 
the cleannelsand terfnels of Expreffion 
may undeniably be evinced, that thc^ Au- 
tHoToflliTs Bdok li vUia the Age of J//.

And fince the defign 
wa& generally i^laudgd. feverqi^mg 
come in Volunteers, tSoflFer theji (er- 
vice in the Expedkion, %wasthouwitfit 
to depiire fome 6t them to go kFf^phos^ 
and there confalt the Oracle of Apollo z^ 
bout the choice -of ^ General. For at 
that time the Thraciafis were Mailers of 
thofe Countries, who were not to bedif 
poffefs'd but^y^jforce of Awns; iMhen 
they were arrird at Velfbbs^ "and bad 
addrefs'd themfelves tojhe Oracle, thj5 
Anfwer it retUrr?d was pbfitlve arid ex- 
prefs in the choice of yi<^^4^ ^bo? 
if they wpylcj fje^, . iieyj^o^jucceelm 
their Under taktno;!" Adiltiaaer'tonfirtn^d 

iahis Commandby fo greatjaiiAuthQiti- 
ry, fets Sail for the Cherfonefe^ with a fc- 
leftBancj of ^l^n; and touchinRUgmi 
Lemnos m hiS'-Road, 4^8iilfcl^ipnj|^ 
have reduC'd the Inbabifenls olT^batt- 
fland uhdefr theDominiori of xYiirfAthtm* 
/i:»f, reqmrihgthemitrtmcdiktely to fur- 
render tbemfdives. Bin tffey Iaugh*d at 
the deniand, aiid reply'dv TS'i/ /w, they 
ivouU^ ivhen he jhouU Jail Jrom^Hoflttio 
Lemnos oviih a Northerly if^dy^ikhliik 
is contrary to them who come ffom^3<|l 
rAens to chofc"'€6afe. •.•B\jt--M(frfWfi5lJS. 
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A&ir woujld not admit of delay , and 
therefore' wiihout any farther arrempr, 
he fteprMhiscourie direftly for the Cber- 
fcnefe'^ where He fafely arriv'd. And hal- 
ving in a (hort time defeated the Forces of 
thofe haxbmam^ and made hinjfclf Ma- 
fter of f he Cherfonefe^ he fortified the moft 
convementplaces of it with Caftles and 
Citadels, .and planted all the Counrrj'' 
With hi90«vn Soldiers, whom he enriched 
with the Spoils of frequent Excurfions. 
Nor had Fortune a greater Ihare in th^ 
fiiccefsof this Expedition, than his own 
Prudence. For naving routed the Enei- 
my*s Forces by the Valour of his own, he 
managed the whole Concern of the Vi^- 
ftory with thegreateft Equity imagin?^- 
ble ; and made the Cberfinefi the place of 
his Relidence. f^or he afted as King i^^ 
mongfitbtw^ thohe bad not the Title -^ and 
yet ow'd not bis Power fo much to rbj; 
Abfoluteners of his Command, as to tiu? 
Juftice of his adlions : For notwith I^an^? - 
ing tbegneatnels of his Fortune, he VV4S 
ready to -do agy aOts of kindneS for his 
Country-men, the Athenians: By which 
means he eftablifli'd his Authority not 
only in the Hearts and Affeftions of the 
^ithenians, who gave it him, butof tho(e 
too over whom be was to exercife it. An4 
having th us feded the Government of hij 
Jatc Conquelt, be come? back to Icnfno s^ 

A * *t^a 
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and (by virtue of his former ObmipaA 
with the inhabitant J[ demanidt^ theSnr- 
rendry of their City into his handk : Far 
tbey bad promised to yield tbemfehues uf to 
bim wben be Jhduldfail fromttafki to XJoDr 
nos by a North 7fW; wh'uh wdiww jp«*-' 
formed from bis Habitation in ttfi^Cierfh 
nefe. The Cariansj who then inhabited 
the Ifland, tho they little expedted'foch a 
demand of the performance of a jocular 
promife, yet iVereforcM to comply and 

2uit the Ifland ; not (b muchobt of the 
rnfe of any obligation they cbnceiv'd 
iliem(elve3 to lie under, as of the power 
and great fuqce(s bf the ErieiAy i^hom 
they were to ericpiinter. l^or w^ fie lefs 
bappy in redncinig thoft 6th^- inihds/ 
called (^'c/^e/, under the '-^^^^ Do- 
minion. In tli6fedays Darms^ the Terfi- 
tf»King, relbiying upon a War with the 
Seythiane, liu\li aBiidge UpBH ^^^ 
nuhe^ for (h^ pafling over of hfe Arifiy, 
and gave the chiei Command of it, and 
of their refpeaive Cities, to the forces he 
had rais'd in Ionia and t^&lif\ Fofbe^went 
llfppn this groundi That it wou0hiy6i be ft 
Expedient to keep the Gvttks who inhabited 
Ana, in fubjeition during the' Jfkt^^ to en* 
trufi their Friends and Countty-mtn with the 
Command of hisjCowns^ who could eocpetf 
no Quarter if be chanc^dto be defeated. A-* 
mongtt the reft of t\vtfe •Gonotvo'H ^«^ 
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MiUisiiPf Who, when he bad continual^ 
^ news brought him of the ill foccefe of the 
'?tYpm Arms againft r^t Sxjthians^ ex- 
horficd the Commanders of the Bridge, 
tJot to haulkfofsir ^noffortimHy (f freeing 
Greece fi-vm tit Per fian Toke ; alledging;» 
Hat if Darius a?^ bis Forces were but dkia 
JeateamWf not only all Euit)pe would b^' 
jrec fi'om the affrebenfions cf his Arms fir 
the future^ but that thefoor Greeks likevH/e. 
who inhabited Aft^f would be refcutd frmm 
the Jlaverjthey underwent , and the danger's 
they were exfos^dto from their Perfian Aia'^ 
fiers ; and that if the Bridge wire but de^ 
molijhedj the Defign mufi of neceffity takt 
effe^^ and the Ferfians fertjh either by the 
Sword or Famine in a few days. - When fe- 
veral of the Company h^d joyn'd with-, 
and feconded Miltiadesf HeSiiaus Mlejtus 
craved leave to dilfent from them, objer 
dting, That tbo it might^bs expedient for the 
generality of the Feofle.to be freed from their 
fubje&icnto Darius, yet it could hy no mems 
be fo to them J who bore Command under 
Him : That their Fixwer -and Inter efi was 
imbark*d in the fame bottom with DariUsV 
inspire » which if once overthrown^ their 
Emplcys^jnu^ exfire with it, and they fuffer 
by the hands of their own Fellow-Citiz^s. 
And therefor t, that be 7i;as fo far from con* 
curris^ Tvitb them , that for' his part he 
tbmsgbt it highly their Inter efi f!^at the Per- 
A3 fian. 
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ilan Emfire fhouUhi upheld anJeJfMijheJL 
When MlfiaJes iinderftood by the fenfc 
of rile Company, that the point would be 
carried againft him, and ea(i!y ima^ning/ 
tjiat of lb many who were privy to the 
Confiilt, fomc would certainly come ifi 
and inform the King of the Plot , He 
thought it his (afeft way to leave the Cher- 
fine fe, and return to Athens. And tho 
indeed the majority of the Cabal thonglic 
not fit then to concur with him in the 
Defigri, yet Mras it a generous propofal in 
him, in that he rather confulted the Li- 
berty of his Country, than his own pri- 
vate Intercft. ' 

Darius^ after his return from Europe in* 
to J/ta^ being adviVd by bis Couiicil to 
try if he CouJd reduce Greece iinddr hit 
Dominions, fitted out a Fleet ^f fivehun*' 
dred Sail of Ships in order to that deOgn^ 
whereof he made' Datis and Artapbernes 
Admirals, and gave them the Command 
of aooooo. Foot, and i booo/Horie ; al- 
ledging the af&onc that the Athenian$ had 
put iipon himin affifting the loniahs in the 
tflkingof S^fiT/j/zV, and putting the^arifon 
to the Sword, as the ground and occafi- 
on of the Waragainft chem. The Per- 
pans landing at Eubaa , immediately 
made themfelveg Matters of Eretrsa^ and 
fcnr the Inhabitants of the Country into 
"ai/L to Da^iift, From thenc^ they njardi- 
- ■' ' ' . -. '■ ^ ^ " ed 
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ed as ftr as Attica^ into the Fields of Afa- 
ratboffy which is but about ten miles from 
the Town. T\\t Athenians^ thoinagreat 
conftcmation at the near approaches of 
fo powerful an Enemy, yerfolicitednone 
but the LaceJemonians for their affiftance ; 
to whom they difpatch'd Hilmm (one of 
thofe Couriers whom they caird {If] He- 
meroJromi) to acquaint them what urgent 
occafions they had for their fpcedy Relief. 
In the mean time they chofe ten Great Of- 
ficers to command the Army, whereof 
Adiltiades Was one ; amongft whom it was 
hotly debated > Whether it were wore ad*vi- 
^Mle for them to rely upon the Jhengtb of the 
7l^», or to mar oh out and fight the Enemy. 
Mitiades prefs'd them with greater earn- 
eftnefi than any of the reft, to pitch their 
Tents as foon as poffibly they could ; for 
that by this means the Citizens would he ex- 
cited to behave tbemfelves more bravely ^ 
v/hen they faw how highly their Valour was 
relfd ufon, and the Enemy* s Advances 
Tifould be retarded^ when they fhould obferve 
rwithwhat a fmall handful of Men they re- 
folved to fight them. There were none 
who aftually aflifted the Athenians in this 
jnndture but the Tlataans^ who furnifliM 
them with a fiipply of a thoufand Men, 
which made them compleatly ten thou. 
fand ftrong j a fmall number, but fir'd 
with a wonderful defirc to be in a(^iQn. 

A 4 Mii' 
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tdiki^^s by this CounfcU became iiiore 
conficlejrabl^ than his Colleguesj for 'twas 
pri^iQipally upon the great Authority of 
his advice, that the Athenians marchiKl 
their Forces out of the Town, where 
they enc^inped conveniently , an^ the 
next day after, at the foot of an HUI* 
jpynecj Battel with all the Courage nn^. 
ginable, and the advantage of a new ftra- 
tagem ,^ on their fide: Eqr they ha^ 
block'd'up ihe paflages with Trees inKc- 
veral places^ to the intent theymightbotli 
be (heltered by the tops of the Mountainsj 
and that the Trees in the way naight hiri- 
4er the Eniemies Horfe from breaking ii> 
upon them. Datis^ tho he faw the jitbe^ 
nians had'mapifeftly the advantage of the 
place, yet relying upon the vaft odds he 
had in the number, and confidering alfo, 
the Spartan Auxiliaries were not yet arri* 
ved, refolvpd. to engage theni ; and ac- 
cordingly led up an hundred tboufandof 
his Infantry,, and ten thoufand Hor(e,with 
which he jg^ave them Battel j wherein the 
Athenians ib far outdid their Enemies, 
that they defeated ten times the number 
of their own Forces.-, and fo terrified and 
difgouraged the Ptrjims^ that they nev^r 
otFereditp make towards their Campa- 
gain, but fled to their Veflels. Than liyhiph 
Fight never certainly was any thing more 
illuftrloufly Great; and Glorious : For ne- 
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JTfrdidt fojm^ an.bandful ,pf Men con- 
quer lb nuixy^ousand poiveidful ^n Army. 
And here jt.fMYiTOtte improper to re- 
mark what ^/f^/ie; had for the Reward 
of (b great t^-adion ^ whereby we may 
perceive^ bow the frme Humor and Geni^ 
us runs tbrfu^b,0^fioJies Politic. For a$ 
the Marks if:jf iHpnour which the Rowans ^ 
fonnerly fiis^j -upon, the: braveft Men, 
were very rare^find inconfidt^able, and 
fi>r that Reafi)a Qipre fignally Honoura- 
ble; thanowina<^ they are grown com* 
mon and extrayagaat : So we find it was 
anciently among the Athenians ; for this 
great ASltiades^ to whom all Greece^ a$ 
well as Mens 9 ow*d their fafety, had on- 
ly this Honbur done him. That when the 
Fight at MiratbQnyjsis painted in the Gal- 
lery GaUe4 1^3 P^iciler he wa^ drawn the 
firft of ^ the tei^ Commanders, exhort- 
ing. hi^Spldieil^ and giving Battel to the 
Enemy. And yet the fanie People, after 
they had enlarged theii^Territories, and 
became once corrupted with the Bribery 
of their Maf^ftrates, decreed no le($ than 
three hundred Statues to the Honour of 
Demetrius tbakreus. After this Engage- 
luent at Marathon, the Athenians madt 
Him Admiral of a Fleet of Seventy Sail 
of Ships, to make War upon thoie lilands 
which had aflifted the Barbarians : Se» 
y,eral whereof fubmitted without refi- 

ftance, 
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ftance, and ibmefif tookbyaflaiilt. A^^ 
mongft the reft that hdd 6iiti was the' 
Ifland Varus^ a rich and airogant Pec/ple, 
whom when he could by no means per- 
fwade to a Surrendiy* he landed hisMen^ 
Invefted the City, and deprived them of 
all fupphes; and had by the help of Scon- 
ces, gradually made liis approaches id 
near to the Walls, that He was juft upon 
the point of carrying the Town, when 
there happened, 1 know ndt how, a Grove 
of Trees to be fired a far off in the Con- 
tinent in the night-tirt^e ; whrtii as Ibon- 
as it was perceived by me Burgers and 
the Befiegers, they botji imagined it (bmc 
Signal given by the Scouts to the?^r/&>* 
Fleet \ whereupon the Befiegcd became 
lels inclined to a Surrcndry ; and Mltia' 
Jes fearing a (udden onfet from the Navy 
Royal, fct fireto his Works, and retijm- 
ed to Jthens only with the feme number 
of Ships they had at firft given him the 
Command of J which fo enrag*d the ji- 
theniansy that they impCt^ched him of 
Treafon againft the StatCj\Tlar 'when be 
might have took Parus, he whs bribed from 
frgfecutiTtg the Dejipt bj the King of Terfia. 
He was at this time laid up of the wounds 
which he had received in the Siege ; and 
therefore becaule he was not in a capacity 
of anlwering for himfclf, hts Brother 7/- 
yjiffor^i appeared for him. The whole E-

And they imagined, th^t Miltiadesy who 
had born fo greacOfSces and Commands , 
woufd not afterwards be eafily content tp 
move in a narrower and private Sphere ; 
and that fince h,c had been us*d to Rale, 
the force of meerv^uftom would indinc 
\iia\ t9 afpire afi;er it ftilL For all the while 
he dwelt in the Cherfinefcj he had the Go- 
vernment wholly in his own hands, and 
was (tiled a Tyrant, but governed accord- 
ing to Law 5 for he owed not his Power 
to the hands of Violence, but to the good 
Will of his Subjefts, which he maintain- 
ed by his own gentlenefs and moderation. 
J^Q^^ tf)ey who had the fufreme Go'vernment 
in any CommofTwealthj during Life^ which 
formerly enjoyed the liberty of Annual Ele* 
fiions^ were called Tyrants. But Aiiltiades 
jivas a peribn of great Humanity, and fo

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exbeodin^Ij^a&Ucand obligihg, dntdie 
meaneft of lu8 Sirii^ejas ^d free ami ei^ 
Accefito hiiA. AxcSi^itiyj^^ 
paid lumeveiy where. 1& Namcjgmr 
great and venerable;, and he had tbechd- 
raAer of an incomparsiUe Soldier. JkiA 
upon thele motives die People dioaght it 
more fecnre to take him ont of the way 
(tbohede(erveditnotj, than to fiveari* 
der the continual apprehehfionB of dan« 
ger from (b great a Man.

Tbemi flocks was born. His profuie and 
diflblure Fife wh^ h4r U^as )roung, with thfc 
ncgleftof his Eftate and Worldly Con- 
cerns, were fo difpleafing to his Parents, 
that they difihberfi&d hint: VVhiWif- 
grace<)id rather admate ilian deprwhis 
Spirits: For wheitbeconAderedi tJUftbis 
Reputation thus loft, could noteafilybe 
regained, he devotedybimfelf wholly to 
thefervice of the Corbtiionwealth, grew 
very complaifant to his Friends, and 
m^df .it his bufinel^ tp be ^pdfer: \VH 
was often made an Arbitrator to recondle 
private DifiFerences, and was Ypry fre- 
quent at the publicic Affemblies. * There 
was lio^bu^lQe3 ofin0itje:than o^dimiy, 
Concern, but it paA!ditfaiiough his bands ; 
for he quickly apprdiended what was 
moftneceflfary tobedone, andexprefled 
thefame^m an eafte-and^mtliar 4tikr 
Neither was he Ie(s reiady in managing of 
any Affair than in the comriving of it ^ 
Becaufe;(3.^7J«cj^^4itS>*s) he Iiad a true 
judgment ;or things prefent, andw^bld 
givca Ar'ewMguefs at wb3t was rocdme. 
§o*tliatup6n the account of thpfe his 
eitrabfdinaity parrs, he in^ fhorc tlnie' 
l^came of great Repute, among the/^;^r- 
niani* "... 
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The firit Honour whidi was oonferr'd 
uponbim,. wastbe-Gtrvenunent of the 
Commoiiwealth mtbeCarcfraan War ; 
-fat the caut^ing on of which he being 
chofen General, made the Athmans^not 
only in that, butalfb in allafcer-Expedi- 
tiohs, more Warlike than they had fai^ 
merly been- For whereas the publick 
Money wt^tbeirSilverMines brought 
them in, iwasev^ry. year lavilbly (pent 
iby the prodigality ^ of their Magiftrates, 
he prevailed ffo &x unth the Peoples as to 
perfwadetheni with that Morleyxo build 
« Fleet of an. hundred Ships. ;. Which 
being in a flKirttime effected, h/sftrftfub- 
dued his Enemies, the C^rcyr^avs^ and 
then ibowfed- the Sea of all the Pirates, 
with whadi^it was much infefted* By this 
A^ion he iriightilyjenrich'd the Afhenians^ 
and made themmoft expert Sea-Soldiers. 
Aitd how nnid\tbfe'x:onduc!d to tb« fafe- 
ty of all Grefctf, may be eafily gathered 
from the V^fian War : For when Xerxes 
mvaded dXlEkrote both by Sea and Land, 
With facbpuiilaQt: Armies .as no, Prince, 
either before/OE^ince his tune, has as yet 
had ; with i^Fleec of twelve hundred Men 
of WVj attended' with two tboufand 
Vi^aling Ships!; and Land Forces, to 
the number of fcvfcn hundred tboufand 
Foot, and four hundred thou^ndHprie. 
The news of: %*hofe apprft^oJI^ V)^vcv%,

Eubiea ari(i the Contih^nr.The reafori Wh^ 
Tlotmiftocles made choice of thofe Streights 
was, left fo great a inultitude might havfe 
furrounded him. Here, tho both Navies 
retreated upon equal terms, yet the-4- 
/i&eww»/ durft not maintain their ftatiort; 
becaufe ihey fear'd, that if part of the 
Enemy's Fleet fliould get beyond Eubaa^ 
they would engage them on both fides. 
Upon which account rhey Were forc'dl 
to leave the Arteml'finm^ and fail ioSaU< 
wtsy which is over againft Athens. 

But Xeroces having gain*d Thermcpjla^ ' 
immediately marched to Athens^ where 
meeting with nooppofitiori, he kilPd the 
Prielts which he found in the Tower, 
and firM the City. At the news of which 
the Sea-men were much terrified ; and 
when they durft hot ftaind to their Co- 
lours, and 'cwas the advice of mbft' of 
them, that everyone (hould go home to 
their own Houfes, and defend themfelves 
as well as they could within their Walls, 
Themiftochs alone ftood undaunted, tel- 
fing th^m, Thai fo long as they held to^e^^ 
iber in one Body they wight ee^ual the Bne-,. 
my ; but protefting, //' once diners* d they 
mufi necejjarily prifh: 'And (hat that' 
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wottjkl be theic fstfe.he affirmed to Eury^ 
Blades^ 2i King^ of the Lactdamonians j 
lyho then was Acjrairal : WlKvn when he 
fbund not to beconcern'd fo.n;»iich as he 
qould have mf^^^ht Tent ooprf/hif Ser- 
vants ( in whom he could moft confide ) 
tp Xi^rxes by night, to tell hitt\v that his 
Znemies were ufton their flight j and that if 
they jhotdd now efcafe, he mufi exffB a long 
and di^cult JVar j. for then he^ ^fonld be 
fhr/d to purfue them fin^yr^. b^t if be 
v^puld now fftgage them, he mikht-.in^ a jhort 
fme deftroy^ them aH. This uratag^n^C). 
faFprevail'd,. that his own Soldiers were 
compeird tOffight, tho againfttKeir wili$i 
Whereupon Xerxes, not in the leaft (iifpe- 
^ng the trick which was put upon him, 
f^It uppn them the next day. in fo narrow 
a Sea, that his wjhole Fleet could not en- 
gage; a place very difadvancageous tx>, 
himfelf, but on the contrary, mighty 
advantageous to the Enemy : So thac 
he was conquered rather by the Policy 
• of Themiifocles, than by die Arms of 
Greece. 

Altho JXcrjcej managed this Adion ex- 
tremely ill, yet after all he had fo great 
R^Ierves, that even with. them he might 
have beaten the Athenians ; but for iht 
prefent he was. forcM to retreat For 
iTjemiliocles fearing left he Ihould go.oa 
with, the War, fenthim^wordi That the. 
I breakihg

bres^ng down of the Bridge which ht 
had baift over the Hellefpom^ was then in 
figieation, to exclude his paflage into Ai- 
fia ; and fllade him believe it. For that 
Journey which coft him fix months travel 
when he cime for Greece^ he performed 
the Very fattie way in lefe than than thirty 
days att hid return^ looking upo^ himfelf 
Hot afr'conquery by ThemifidcUs^ but 
jkefev'd. Thus by the Policy of on* 
ftianv Greece was reftor'd! to its liberty; 
ind jiffam^^ fobjeft t6 Em^&pe. Thi« 
6th«r Victory Was not ac all inferior to 
that at M^atboH: For hereattb ^t Sai^ 
ftrisj after the fame manner a few Ships 
^kfeated'the greateft Fleet that ha(s beeil 
in the ittemory of man- 
Great was ThtfAiftocles in this War j 
HiiA as great in t^eiace. For when the Aphe- 
Hiam had only the ?haleric4 a fmall and 
fiicdidvfcmc'nt! Fort,- by his advice they 
built a tii^te HiflveW at Tyr^^f artd erv- 
compa^^-die Wkh (uch W^, that it e- 
quaird ttidCitf in glory, and ejiceirdit 
in uieftilneft. He al(o rebuilt tbe Jtb&^ 
man Walls at his oWn haz^f d. For the 
Lacedammans having got a plaofibl^ 
Reafbnj 'vit. fhe Ineurfim^ of the Barbo' 
riansy deny'd tWat ainy City ought to be 
built but at Pelafd^ejus, left there (bould 
be any Foitifiartions which might har- 
BoOrdldfEfiefQied^S and therefore they 
% ervdev^o\it^4 
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cndeavour'd to put a flop to their Build- 
ings. But their defigns were quite con- 
trary to their pretences : . For thofe two 
Vidories, that at Marathon^ and the other 
at Salamis^ made the Athenians, (b confi- 
derable all the World over^ that the L<j- 
cedamomans were afraid they woul^ have 
contended with them for the Soveraign- 
ty ; wherefore they ufed all rteans tq 
keep them as low as poffibly they could. 
For after they beard that the Walls were 
begun, they fent Ambaffadors to Athens 
to forbid their proceedings. Whilftthey 
were there, they defifted, and told themi 
that they would fend Ambaffadors to 
treat with them about that Af&ir. This 
Embaffy Tloenji (locks undertoic^ , and 
wentfirfthimfelf, ordering t;he reft of the 
Ambaffadors not to follow till they 
thought the Walls were high enough. 
In the mean time all the City, of what 
condition (bever, whether Bond or Free; 
affifted in the work \ neither did they 
(pare any place, whether facred or pro- 
. phane, publick or private j but took from 
^all parts what materials would moft con^ 
'^uce to the Fortifications. So that their 
Walls were built with the Ruins of their 
Temples and Monuments. 

TioemiHocles^ when he came to Laceda- 

mon ^ did not immediately delire Audi-j 

i^nce of the Magiftrate,> but (pun out the 

> time 
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time as long as he could, making this his 
excufe, That he expefted his Collegiies. 
But whilft the Lacedamonians complain 
that the Works nevertheleft went on, 
and that ThemisiocUs endeavour'd to de- 
ceive them, in the interim the reft of the 
Ambafladors arrive \ by whom when he 
was given to underftand, that the Forrifi- 
cations were almoft finifli'd, he addrefs'd 
himfelf to the Efhcri^ the chief xMagi- 
ftrates> among che Lacedamonians , and 
told themi Ihat vjhat they heard crnccrn- 
ing their Fortifications was falfe^ 'wherefore 
he thought it but reafonable thatth^j jlwuld 
jend fome perfons qf Trujl and ^ality^ to 
whom credit might he given^ to enquire in- 
to that affair j and in the mean time they 
might keep him as their Vledg. They 
granted his requeft , and accordingly 
three Ambafladors are feht, Men of great 
Honour and Repure, on whom Themifto- 
cles orderM his CoUegues to attend, fore- 
warning them, not to fufFer the Laceda- 
monian Ambafladors to return till he him- 
felf was lent back. When he thought 
they were arriv'd at Athens^ he waited 
upon the Senate and Magiftracy, and 
told them very frankly, That by his y: /- 
vice the Athenians hadWalTd in their i u 
Jick^ their Tutelar and Houjhold Gods, 
they might with the more eafe defen' 
fram their Emmies (whtch thin^ ,. 
B I 
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fjhle kj the Commcn Isw of Natums ); 
^natber did they do this with a difyn to in^ 
cqwmode Qreeqe ; for their City woi^ at 
^twere^ a BulT^apk againft the Bart>ariaxvi> 
havim twice routed the Periian Armftda. 
fie tmd tbem> that they did nop a9 bh 
jufi and honefi men^ vwo rather regarjfd 
what jcimdjuc*d moft to their own CrMnej^ 
than what might be frojkablp to aH ,Gxeeoe» 
wherefore ff they thought #i>er to hfivethgfe 
Ambaff'adors return whom they had ftntt$ 
Athens, they njufi releafe btm^ otbcrwift 
thy mufi ne'ver ex feci to receive them again 
iffto their own Country. 

Yet after all this, he could not evade 
the envy of his Fellow-Citizens. For c- 
ven the ^mjB jealoufie [^1 which con- 
demned Miltiadesj bani(h'4 ThetHifiochs. 
After which he went to Argos\ where li- 
ving in muchTplendor/ upon the account 
Qf his grekt Endowments , the Laceda^ 
'f^onians (ent Amballadbrs to ^rj^e^/t with 
ibis Acculation againft him^ that be had. 
made a League with the King of Perfia to 
defiroy Greece. For which Crinie, tho 
abfent ^ \{^ Was condemned of Treafofk 
Which thing (b ibon as he heard of, not 
thinking bimftlf iafe at Argoi^Yis, went 
to Corcyra\ where underftanding that the 
Goverriprs of the City wiere very fearful 
left the Athenians and Laaedamonians 
ihould declare War ag^ioft them upon 



fais actatoflt, he fled to yiSmem^ the King 
of tst'MoloJfians, who had formerly eri- 
tercMiVi ^im. But at his firft arrival, not 
iindfi^ the King, -that he rriight be recei- 
ved by liirti with the ^eatef fidelity, he 
took his little Daughter and carried hei: 
with him into the Sanauary, a Cuftom 
wliidi is very religroufly dbftrrv^d amori^ 
tbeMoioJpoffs'y arid from thence he would 
not ftir, till the King tiad given bim his 
Hand, and receivM him into his Patro- 
nage ; tirtrich he afterwards faithfally per- 
formed. For when he was demanded by 
the Aphenians and Lacedamonians ^ he 
would not deliver him up, but afdvis'd 
him to confult his own &i^Kty 3 for 'twas 
not likely that he fliould be . ft'cure in a 
place ib nigh his Enemies. Therefore he 
commanded him to be carried to Tydna^ 
and fent a fiifficient Guard with him. 
Whereupon he went a Ship-board iftcog- 
iwr»; but a great Storm, which then hap- 
pen'd, drove the VcfTel upon the Ifland 
Naxus^ where at that time the Atbeman 
Army lay. Themjldcles thought that if 
they (hould put in there^ he muft necef- 
farily perilh : fo that by this ill fortune 
he was forced to difcover himfelf to the 
Matter of the Ship, promifing great Re- 
wards if he would preferve him. The 
Matter commiferating the Condition of 
to great a Man, kept his Ship at Anchoi:^ 
B4 fojx 
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\fora dav and a night, ar agood diftance 
Irpiii the ifland, and would not fufferany 
pianto go our of it. prom whence he 
ifail^ to Evhefus, and there he landed The- 
mfioclesj \vho afterwards fuflficiently re* 
j^arded him for his great fervice. 
\^ 1 know that many Authors have re- 
ported, that Tlemifiocles w^nt into Afia 
jyi^hilft Xerxes WSLS King*^ but 1 think Th- 
ey Jides is rather to be credited, who li- 
ving about that Age, wrote an Hiftory of 
thofe times, aqcj was alio of the fame Ci- 
^y i and he (ays, that hp c^m? to Anax- 
(frxes^ and wrote him a Letter after this 
panner: I Themirtocles rtf;^ come unto 
jiou'^ ly v^ho^ hr ought fo many Calamities bf 
^^e Grecians u^on your Family, oi^hen I was 
ffirc^d to make War with your Father to de^ 
fend my own Country. But I did him great- 
ex Services, afterwards^ when 1 was fafe^ 
and he in danger-'^ for when he ipould not 
go back into Afu, after the Battel at Sala- 
.mis, I fent him word^ That it was,then in 
agitation , that the Bridge which he had, 
made over the Helleipont fhould be broken 
down, and that he fliould be furrounded by 
hisEfiemies ; bywhichmeJJ^gehe efcafdthc 
danger. Put now here I my felf am come^ 
banijh'd from all GrcQC^^ humbly to intreat 
jour Alliance^ which if I may b\if cbtainj 
you fhall find m£ as great a Friend, to youy 
as I have. been a davg^rom ^ewj to ^owr^ 
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tier. But iTVoul^Jefire a Teiirs sime to 
fiJer of tbofe jiffairs^vcTiceming; Ti^hicbl 
md to treat' jvith you, nff^^wbenthatm 
W'V, to permit nte to come trnfo^ou. 
Fhc King admiring the greacncfi of Jbiis 
Tit, and being de(irous to maike fuch 
aan his Friend, granted his Requeft. 
I which time he fpent in his Studies, 
J in learning of the Terjian Language; 
which he became fo great a Proficient, 
It he difcours'd the King more Ele- 
ntly than any of the Natives could, 
d when he had made feveral prcmiles 
him, and one elpecially of that which 
s moft grateful, 'viz^ the defiruBion of 
eece, if he would be pleased to follow hts 
Iwce. Being highly rewarded by Ar- 
:erxesj be returned again into Jfa^ and 
/eltat Magnejia, which City the King 
ire to him, ufing this expreflion, Ti^at it 
uld keep him in Bread ( for the Rcve- 
esof that Country amounted to titry^ 
ilents yearly), Lam pfacum would affcrd 
n Wme^ and Myuntes ViiiuaU. There 
nain'd but two Monuments of him in 
rnme, hisSepiiIchcr, near the Town, 
which he was biiry'd, and his Statues 
the Forum of Ma^mfia* Concerning 
lofe Deatli Authors much differ*, but 
ucydides fcems to US to be moft authen- 
k, who fays, that he dy'd of aDvfe^ife 
^£nejia. Ii6i\\^x does he deny , V>v^^ 
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that there was a report of liis Tolunfiarilv 
lpoi(bning himfel^ when he €lefpair*d of 
Conquering Greece^ as be bad promisM 
die King. The fame Author alio £iys, 
That bis iiJend&buiyVl his Bones ina^^^;?/ 
Iby ftealtht becaufe the Laws forbid any 
one to be dbere interred who is Condenii>> 
cd of Treafin. 
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RISriDES, the Son of Ly/- 
ntachuSf un Athenian^ came lb 
near to ThemfiocUs^ that he con- 
tefted bis Preeminence; which 
made them detradt from each other's Re- 
putation, and gave a full Example of the 
great Power which Eloquence has over 
innocence : For altho the Integrity of -^ 

^ rifiidtx 
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riJiiJes Was fuch, that ( for ought we 
yet know) He was: the^ only Perfon 
whom the World has hitherto thought 
jfit to Entitle The Jufi ; yet He was fo 
run down by Themifioclef^ .as to be Con- 
demn -d,- by the:OJlracifnf\i to Ten Yi^ars 
Baniihnient. Perceiving ^at the angry 
Multitude would not be appeas d , he 
yeilds to the NecefTity of his Misfor- 
tune. At his going on, heobferves one 
fubfcribing to his Banifliment, and asks 
him his Ri a fen for it ^ and what has Pin^x- 
des done, that he mufl be punijh^d in fo fe^ 
'vere a manner ? The Accufer replies, 
TS^f indetd he did not know Ariftides , 
hut was net fatfsfied^ that He^ above all 
Men, Jhotild fo earnefily endeavour at the 
Name of JuiL He did not ft ay out the 
whole time of his Banifliment; for, 
within Six Years , Xerxes falling into 
Greece , he was recalled by an Adt of the 
People. He Engag'd in the Sea-Fight 
at Salamis, which was before his Reftau- 
ration. He led up the Athenians in the 
Battel of Tlataa^ wherein AdarJamm 
was flain, and the Terjian Army rout* 
ed. I find nothing of his Exploits in 
Military Affairs , except in this Com- 
mand \ but the EfFeds of his Sincerity, 
his Juftice, and his Goodnefs , are notj 
eafily related j particularly , 'twas by 
• his 



Ws.Condudt, titat, when Iwi and Paur 
Cdvias ("who w^ CommaDdJcrr:iat..the 
Qyte-throwiof MarJonms) vtqteim .the 
fasnt .Gueciint iJFleet , ,thje?D«iupion of 
the Seas was transferr d frbai:.the- La- 
cedemonians to the Athenians ; the for- 
mer , before that time, having been 
Lords both by Sea and Land. The 
Infolence of Taufanias , and the Ju- 
ftice of Jriftides , were the Caufe 
that moft of the Cities o^ Gnece made 
a Defenfive League with the Atheni- 
ans^ and offer'd to fight under rhem, 
againft the Ferfians . if rhere fhould 
be occafion. Arifiides was the Man 
pitch'd upon Ho Tettle the ''I^ota of 
each City , for the Building of S»hips, 
and^Raifing an Army. 'Twas by his 
Advice, that Four Hundred and Sixty 
Talents were every Year laid up at 
Delos ^ which was appointed to be the 
place of the Common Treafury ; but 
afterward all the Money was remo* 
ved to Athens. As for his Moderati- 
on-, there can be no greater proof of 
it than that, whereas he had fo great 
Preferments , yet he died fo very 
poor 9 that he left fcarce enough to 
defray the Charges of his Burial ; fo 
that after his Death (^ which was a- 
bout Four Years after the Banifliment 

of 
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Men under his Condudt; and their Lieu- 
tcmnt'Gcntral^, Mardonim, aMeJe^ the 
King*s M Brdther-irt-Law, of firigular 
Perfonal Fortitude and Prudence, a^ov^ 
all the F;frjians^ left dead on the place. 
Fhifht.\i&ith the fiiccels <Jf this Vi<f1@^ry,^ 
his Ambition begajrptobe tllmpermg^iand 
he carry*cl an Eye lipon greater defigns: 
But in the very beginning he met with 
this rub in his way ; having fent to the 
Temple of Dthhos a Golden Tripod^ 
found amongft the .Spoils, with an Epi- 
gram fnfcribM oh it, to this efFeft, That 
by his Conduct the Barbarians were cut off 
^f Plata&a?, and in Atkno'S^kdgment of ite 
ViSQjry^tbat Prefect hj Him Dedicated to A*, 
poffo.' ihe Lacedemonians caus'd the 
Verfes to be Raz'd oiit, and in their ftead 
Engray'd only the Names of fuch Confe- 
derate Cities as had been iriftf iimentar irt 
defeating the Verjians. 

After this; Paujaniar was agaih intKlft* 
ed With a Common i^^leet df the Aflbci- 
^tes (or 'Cyff'U^ and t\it Hellefpont^ to dif 
mantl^thcfGarrifonsbf the Barbarians in 
thcift'Mrfe:' In which^d venture meeting- 
with me like fuccefs, he began again cd- 
behavcf himfdf more infolently, and aim* \ 
ed iat gf ^aftff things than ever For iri. i 
the Sack;of-S/2>i»f^w5^,tak!ng many of the • 
Pfrj?^?^ Nobility, and artk>ng themfbme ^ 
of the BlKiKxl Roy^v he jpemitted tbeni- 
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gnvately to Xerxes^ and fenc with them 
'ongylm^ an Eratriatiy With Letters to 
the King (as Thucydides delivers j in thefif 
ivords J Paufanias, the Spartan GeHetal^ 
underfianding that fortie taken tUt Byzanti- 
um were nearly related to you; bds made 
y€U a Prefent cf ihem^ and witball defires 
to Contrai} an Alliance oJ^ith jou. Where^ 
fcrey tf you apprdve of the Propofals, be 
fues for ycut Daughter in Marriage^ on con-^ 
dition that by his means both Sparta, and 
the refiof Greece be fut into your Hands. 
If you think thefe things worth your Confix. 
deration , fend an apprcu^d Minijier^ to 
whom things wdj be ovmmunicdted more 
particularly. The King extremely well 
fatisfied at the lafety of fo many perfona- 
ges (b near to himfelf, immediately dif- 
patch'd away Artabaz^s to Faufanias with 
this An(wcr, Jlat he applauded theDeJigni 
Onddefii*d nothifjg jhould be omitted which 
ptight be ferviceable to it ; promlfing , /> 
cafe it took effeB^ he fljjuld ne^ver meet A 
iiepulfe in any thing he would fue for. Part^ 
fanias being inform'd of the King's plea-» 
fare, grew fo forward in the bufinefs^i 
that he incvirr'd the fufpition of the Lace* 
damonians^ who remanded himf home , 
where he was queftion"d for hii Life^ but 
the Allegations charged upon him a- 
inounting to no more than High Mxfder 
tneanours^ hc was only fin'd, and dif^^ 
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charg'd from returning to the Swy^ 

Yet, not long after, of his owh head 
he went bade to the Army, where he foK 
low'd fach indifcreet and rafii praftiees 
as confirmM what hitherto bad only isfeen 
fufpedled of bim. He laid afide not on- 
ly the feverer Moralities of his own 
Countiy, but their Fafltions and Drefi. 
He appeared in Pomp and Splendor like 
a Foreign King, and came into publick 
in the Median Habit. His Per(bn w^s 
guarded by a Retinue of Medes and E^j/^ 
tians ; his Entertainments were after the 
Terfian manner , with greater Luxury 
than his Friends thought allowable ; he 
was hard of Accefs; he anfwer'd proud- 
ly, and commanded cruelly. In fine, he 
rerus'd to return to Sf array bin withdrew 
to Getomtj a place in the Country of Tror 
as J where he engag'd in Meafureideftrul- 
dlive to his Country and Himfdf. The 
Lacedamonians being certified of thiis, 
(eht Deputies to him with the [f] Stytala^ 
in which after their manner it was fped" 
fied , That uniefi he immediately re- ' 
tum'd homci they would pais a biH of 
Attainder againft him. Upon the reteipt 
of this News he went home, hoping to 
difperfe the Gbuds which hung over hiiti, 
by the power of his Money and Ihtereft 
there. But the K.fhori Icair'd him mwac^ 
diately, iathe Name md. Behalf of the 
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Cotttnlunity. For by the Conftitution of 
that Government, this Power over the 
Prince fe repos'd in the hands of any ond 
of the Efbori. However, in fome time 
he got rid of that Grievance, but could 
not ft) eafily remove the fufpition he lay 
under j for it was ftill miftrufted he dealt 
tinderhdnd with the King. There are a 
fort of People among the Lacedamonians 
they call H-?&/e.s who are imploy'd in 
rtianurtiig the Lands, and performing all 
other Offices of Slaves: Thefealfo it was 
thought be had endeavour^ to debauch 
to his Defigns with hopes of Liberty. But 
the Evidence againft him being meerly 
Circuthtehtial, they deferred proceeding 
againft a Perfon of his Name and Quality 
updnfurnlifes and prefumptions, till time 
fhoilld make a fuller Difcovery. 

While thefe things were in agitation, 
Argilius (a young man whom Vaufanias 
had formerly defil'd to fatisfie his unna- 
tural Love) being fent by him with a Pac 
quet to Artahaz,usj a fulpition ran in his 
bead , that there was fomewhat in ic 
nearly concerned himftlf, becaufe be had 
oMerv'd, that none who went thither on 
the like Errand had ever returned back. 
Upon this, breaking up the Seals, he 
found, that on the delivery of the Letterjs 
he was to have been made away ; befides 
many things relating to the tranfadions 
C X xV^ti 
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then on foot between the King and Pau- 
fanias \ all which, with the Letters them- 
selves, he imraediately communicatedto 
the Uvhori. But here the warinefe and 
mod ef ation of the Lncediemomans is not 
to be pafs'd by, who fuffered not them- 
to be wrought upon, even by fuch prooft 
to take Panfanias into Cuftody ; but for- 
bore to ufe any rigor towards him, till 
fuch time as his own Verbal Evidence 
(hould be produced againft himfelf ; and 
accordingly they gave inftruftions to the 
Difcoverer how to manage this affair. 
Now there was a Temple of Neptune at 
Tafiaris^ which t\\C Greeks held inviolable; 
hither the Difcoverer was to fly for San-« 
ft nary, and kneel down before the Altar j 
near this they had contrivM a place under 
grou nd , from whence any one might hear 
what was difcours'd to Argilius, where 
fcveral of the Ephori had privately ported 
tliemfehres. Faufanias , as foon as he 
heard thzt ArgiUus was fled totheTem* 
pie, haftning after him in great diftur- 
tance, found him on his Knees before 
the Altar*, and enquiring into the occa- 
fion of that fndden motion, h^ opened to 
him the Contents of the Letters. At this 
Tatffamas^s ditturbance increafed 16 far, 
rhai: ht inrreated him not to difcover or 
'.betray one who had formerly defcrv'd fo 
' well of iiuw] promifingforthefuturei if 
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he wodld jgratifie himfofar^ and be aifi- 
ftingto him under the prefenc Diftreft, he 
fliould find it oJF very gieac advantage to 
him. 

The Efbori^ after this Difcovery, con- 
cluding it fafer to apprehend him in the 
City, returnM thither. And Vaufanias 
having, as he thought, made up the bu- 
linefe with Atgilim, was arrived on thei 
place where ?t was order- d he (houldbe 
fei^^'d ; when he perceivH a . Defign out 
againfthlm, fromthe looks ofbne of the 
Eg^pri, iwho bad a defire to'kdvertife him^ 
of it. By this means ^hc gotinto tiie 
Temple of Minerva^ call'd [c] Cbalciaf- 
cusj a little before his Purfiiers ^ but to 
hinder bis efcape thence, the Ephori cau- 
fed the Gates to be block'd up, and threw 
down the Roof upon his Head, that he 
might have the fpeedier Death. His Mo- 
ther is reported to have been living at that 
tinieiand, altho theiipf verxgreat Age, 
whenfetisfiedof theTreafonable Pracli- 
cesof her Son, to have brought the tirfj: 
Stone in order to block up the entrance 
into the Temple. Thus faufanias fulli. 
ed the Glory of a Great General by an 
Ignominious Death. Being taken out of 
the Rubbilh half dead, he immediately 
expir d. And tho fbme were for dilpofing 
the Body as was ufual to (iich who had 
been Executed, yet the majority werea- 
C 3 gainft 
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gainft it : (b he was bury'd fijir %om the 
place where h? 4yy- Hpw?vcr, ^ft?*^- 
wards, by the Adyice of tj^e fl^^*? Of *- 
de, he was took up again, and InteiT'd 
where be ended his \Xte.

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CIMON^ the Son of Mihiades^ 
an Athenian^ was very unfortu- 
nate in his Youth j for his Father 
not being able to pay his Fiae to 
the People, and dying a Prifonerof the 
State, Cimon (as Heir only to his Debts 
and Mifery) was Arretted in thelame A- 
flion, and Awarded to fucpeed hjni in his 
Confinement. Nor J>y the l>aws of A^ 
thefts could be beJUdbas'd till he had paid 
C 4 the 
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the Muld imposM on his Father. But h^ 
had F.fpons'd his half- Sifter Elpnicey not 
fo much to gratifie his AfFedtions, as td 
follow the Mode of the Country \ for 
'tjvas comnjon with the Athenia^i to 
marry their Sifters by their Fathers-fide. 
One Callias ( a Man of a fair Eftatc, but 
ol^" mean Extradtion and Parentiage ;* for 
put of the Silver-Mines he rais'd his For- 
tune and Weahh) being his Rival, pro- 
pos'd this Expedient to Cimon, for his Re- 
demption, ^iz.' That if he would yeild 
to a Divorce apd Refignation of her to 
him, he would fatisfie the Publick Trea- 
fury , and purchafe his Freedom. But 
when Cimon generoufly fcornM to part 
with his| Wife and Sifter on fuch bafe mer- 
cenary Conditions, flie (out of Affeftion 
and Charity to himj declar'd, That (he 
could not fuffer the Son of the Great Ml- 
tiades to Be perpetually Damn'd to a Pri- 
fon, when it lay in her power to procure 
his Enlargement. Therefore (he rd'olv'd 
to marry Callias^ provided he performed 
his part of the Covenant 

Cimcn having thus obtain'd his Liber- 
ty, fbon became a Chief Minifl:er of State. 
For he was a great Matter of Rhetoric, 
a very Generous Perfon, an admirable 
Civilian, and an expert Soldier; for his 
Father gave him his Youthful Education 
in a Campaign Therefore he kept the 

Citteens 
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Citizens in awe and fubjedion ; and in 
the Army he was almoft abfolate. The 
firft of this great Commander's Aftions 
proved fortunate at the River Strjmmy 
where he routed a vaft Body of the Thra- 
cians. He built the Town of jimfbifolis^ 
and planted there a Colony of ten thou- 
iand Natives of Athens. At Mycale he alfe 
Triumphed over the Captive Cyfrinn, and 
Vhanician Navy* confifting of two hun- 
dred Sai]. Neither were his Enteirprizes by 
Larid that'day lels fignal than his Viftory 
by Sea • for havir^ made himfelf Mafter 
of his Adveriary's Fleer, he Tended his 
Soldiers, and at cne onfet gave a total 
Overthrow to the Barbarian Army. Ha- 
ving enrich'd hintfelf with the Booty of 
this Conqueft, he returned homewards. 
For now fonie Iflands had Rebelled, un- 
der the pretence of Tyranny and Arbi- 
trary Power. Tbofe whom he found 
Loyal to the eftablifti'd Government, he 
confirmed in their Principles; thofe who 
bad traireroufly Revolted from it, he 
compeird to their Duty and Allegiance. 
He banift'd the Delcjes from the City 
and Ifland of Scyrm (the prelent Inha- 
bitants thereof) becaufe their behaviour 
was ftubborn and obltinate ; and divided 
their Eftaces among the new adopted 
Denifbns, At bis arrival he defeated the 
n>a(:i^ who trufted in the Fortrcfe and

For when with a generous 
4IKI undaunted Fortitude, he bott the 
envy, of the ungratefui Citizens, and the 
Lafcd^emtmans had prodaim'd War ai> 
^m^tht Atbaua/fs^ They immediately 
perc^iy'd the want of fo much Experir 
enc'd: Valour and Gondudt : Therefore 
gfter five years Bani(hment he was J^ei- 
ftor'd [tf]. He (becaufe he had been 
cOurteoufly entertained by the Lauiay 
mpniaps) elieeming it the intereft of bodi 
Cities , that the Difference (hould be 
Composed, without the Decifion of the 
Sword \ voluntarily went Ambaflfador to 
Laceddirocn^ and by his fucoefsful Nego- 
tiation reinftated the two great Rival 
Cities in Peace and Unity. Not long after 
be was Commiflion'd to go into Cyprus 

with 
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li m times of War and Peace ) were 
)leof the loft of their Patriot. For 
as'fb free and generous a Gentleman, 
be never fubftituted Bailiffs niggard- 
iic^rd up the Foiics joi b& Iwfis. 
3af dens ^^^ftahj^ Man, that de^-cl 
If might ^' depriT*<l of {ikfiatiafiu 
and Enjoynrnts. His Bcimxien 
always furnilfh'd with ready Mo- 
that be might be provided on all 
(ions to relieve the Neceffities of the 
;ent , left the Delay of his Charity 
t be mifconftrued a Denial. If he 
my Man that had the misfortune to 
a beggarly habit, he ufually beftowM 
m his own Coat. He kept fo con- 
a Table, and fuch plenty of Provi- 
that he daily invited all thofe.to 
er (who were not preengag^d) that 
et in the public places of Affembly ; 
lever refused to be any one's Surety, 
deny'd them his Affiftance, or the 
F ^is Goods. Several grew Rich on 
3unty and Benevolence. Many poor 
tches, who left not enough behind 
. to defray the charges of their Fune- 
iitcs and Ceremonies, he decently 

Intcrr'd 
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Interred at his qwn cxpence. Thcrefiw 
'tis no wonder, if by this his Carriage 
arid Behaviour 9 his lllfc was free front 
Danger and Detradtion, and his Death 
untimely arid lamented.

but we cannot be ignorant how he ob- 
tained that Vi(ft6ryj for it is very well 
known, that this memorable Defeat was 
owingi to the .unfiK)vernable and difloluce 
behjjvfcurof hisjinemie*; andtono^He- 
roick /^tchievetnlhts of a well Coftlu- 
. fted A?my. F6l^ whert the Atttl^mm 
fliould have been ready to receive their 
Enemies Onfet, rtiey exerted their Cou- 
rage another way, in the open defiance 
of their Commander's Orders : they left 
their Ships ^^ tterft^cy of tht Winds and 
Waves, and carelefly wanton'd lip and 
down the Fields, till at length, being thus 
/ubdued by their Vices, they became an 
eafie prey to their Enemy's Forces, and 
fu'Smitted themlelvestariicly to th'eL^^- 
damonian YoKe. 

Lyfander was always of a bold and tur- 
bulent Nature , and of a (editious and 
haughty Spirit; but this fortunate Con-

Soferaignty upon himfeJf : for having 
made bimfelf Matter of the jitbeaian 
Fleet on the River it/£gos^ He madfc i t i\A 
kit Objedt of his care and aim, to bring 
tvery City nnder his own JuriftTidlion and 
Varffallage ; all the while pretending , 
ibat HedTid this purely for the faice arid 
Intereft of the Lacedamonians. They 
who had favour'd the Athtntdn Caufc, 
were turn'd out of Office every where, 
and Ten others were chofen in every Gity 
to manage the Sovcratgn Sway ^ none be- 
ing admitted into rheir nuAiber, but his 
familiar Acquaintance, or fworn Creai- 
rores. And having thus (et up his De- 
cemvir^te in every City, He was quick- 
fy Lord and Matter of all, and his Witt 
and Pleafure became the chief Spring and 
Is/tof/tt in every Afiair and Aftion. 

ilis Cruelty and Treachery (two fi)ci* 
at Confequents of his Ambition ) come 
next to our view : we (hall only give you 
a fingle inftance of them both, leaft we 
flioold tire the Reader's patience by 
reckoning up more of his bale and bar- 
barous Aftions. At his return from- his 
Ccmqueft out of Afiay He vifited TS/^/ix 
by the way, and would fein have demoli- 
(md that City, only for its extraordinary 
Ptdeiity towards the Athenians y va'mly 
(inrmifing, th^t the TTnafiam would now 
prove tlieiriirmeftFriendflFand Allies^tho 
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before th?y had been their incefiant and 
implacable Enemies, But he timely fiire* 
faw, that the leaft difcovery of his bloody 
intention, would have neceffarily puihM 
forward their Revolt and Revenge, and 
have made them ftand upon their owri 
Guards, in defence of their Lives and 
Fortunes. 
^ Therefore that Decemviral Model [i'} 
which his own Intereft made him ereft, 
the contrary party pulPd down ; whereat 
being grievoufly vex'd and enrag'd, he 
contrived and plotted, how to extirpate 
the Royal Line of Lacedamon. But he 
found he could never accomplifti thisde-: 
fign, without the concurrent Authority 
of the Gods ; for the Lacedemonians had 
always recourfe to their Oracle, u pone- 
very unufual occurrence of State, and. 
Would never admit of any Republican 
innovations, without the antecedent Ad- 
vice of their Gods. His firft attempt there- 
fore, was to fuborn the Oracle of Delfbi ; 
but failing there, hevenrurVl next upott* 
thatof D:;//(?wrt; and meeting with a re- 
pulfehere, then he nois*d it abroad^ That 
he was under an obligation of paying 
fomeVows to Jupiter Hammo7ij thinking 
to temper with -the Africaris ac aneaiier 
rate. Being buoy'd up with thefe alluring 
hopes, away he marches into Africa^ but 
there alfo the event fell (hort of hts wi(by 
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i^i and his eHpeaatbns v9gtc oughtily 
fmftrated by Jufitev^t Priefts. For to 
wheedle 'cm into the acceptance of a 
bribe^ Was fo far from being a feafible 
things chat it made 'cni difpatch away 
Cbeir I>eputU!S to Laced^emvif^ to accofe 
LyfanJer of Subornaciori; Being m^ 
'^ctNlbf this fnif^emeanor, hewasap* 
tiuitted by bis Judges, and being after^ 
«vard^ iktit v6 relieve the Orchomenians^ 
te was flain at Haliart$ts, by the bands dT 
f be Thebtms. How true a judgment had 
been paft upon him, we may make an 
eftimate from the Speech whidi was 
found in bis houfe after bis Death ; i^ 
which 'be pceflingly adviies the Laceda- 
mnianiy to null and abrogate the Rcga^ 
I Aatbbrlty,.and to Tingle him out for their 
General to carry on the: Wan Now 
this was prnn d with £> much .

differ morefronl Alcibiadti than Alcibu^ 
^^jhimfelf. , . .. . 

He had hfii Education in the honie(^ 
Tericles^ his Stepfather (for fo he is r^ 
corded to ha>e been J ; butforhisl-earii- 
ihg he was obliged to the Care and Inftru^ 
ftidrw of Srcrate/. So that marrying 
lifloreover the EJaughcer of Hipptmieus 
(Vhe \^hj wAaltKieft Perfon thorowout 
allihe Cretan Countries), if he had becrt 
to bare made his own choice, be could 
r\6i\mt {)itc4\*d upon greater Advanta- 
ges tfrtd Endo^Vitients , than had been 
fredy con ftrrM upon him by Nature and 
Fortune. In his greener years he was be- 
loved after the manner of the Grecians^ 
and that by feveral ; in the number of 
Whom wds his Mafter Socrates^ as We are 
informed by PUto^ in his [/] Sympofium^ 
where he introduces Alcibiades relating, 
Tlat he Uy lajt night liMth SoCfates. and 
rcfe from hirh in the morninjf norther tha^ a 
fonot4ghttq^'do fi'otn bistrwn-f^thAr. When 

he came &9 maturity ^Agi&,' heastndu- 

ftrioufly 



ftrkrafly .fkrofecuted the ftoiff kiiKl of 
Love towards others.^ wherein he pro- 
ceedjed as far as the [^-J] Laws were 
thought to allow ; doing nl^ny offenfive 
and diftafteful things, in tb^ way of ha* 
rnor and [e] frolick, throughout the 
courfe of his amorous.Intrigues j divers 
of which might be related by us, were 
we not provided of greater Matters * 
and more fit to be tranfmitted to iPoIle^ 
rity. 

In the time of the Telofannefian War, 
his Advice and Authority prbvaiPd with 
the Athenians^ to bseak with the People 
of Syracufe^ and Rig out a FJett agatnft 
them. For which Expeditiori \Alcihia!' 
des himfelf was alio chofen fuprcme Com- 
mander; two Collegues being joyn'd in 
Commiffion with him, NiciM and Lama^ 
chus. But before all Neceflfaries Were 
provided, and the Mavy in a condition t6 
put to Seat it happened one Night, that 
all the Statues of Mercury thorowout the 
City ([Z'] except that which ftood be- 
fore the door of Andocides , aiid had 
from him its ufual denqmination) we^e 
overturned and thrown down from their 
Pedeltals. Upon this unufiial accident, 
a ftrange confternation feiz'd the minds of 
the People ; for they confider'd, that th^ 
Sacrilegious Fadt had a publick afpedt 
and tendency j and therefore that it mufl: 
D 4 have 
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hii^^c fcieft eotamUted by rto final! tiriirf* 
tear df peribns ; which made them apr 
pfehertfivcof an Affociatcd Force within 
tttt City, abld of a fudden to oppreft 
tbrfir Liberty, and enflavc the Common- 
Wealth. . . 

No man \fras thought more capable of 
Wesklirig fuch a Patty than AlcibiaJes, he 
having already attained to a greater pow- 
et and (way than ufually ivas^ or (afely 
might be, in the hands of any [^] fia- 
gle peribn ; fo extraordinary was' his in- 
fluifnce and authority among the com- 
tjibd ^6oi;^le ; many of whom be had 
won by hisTrequent Largcfles, and ma- 
ny more by his Patronage and Affiftance 
in Law-fuitsand [A] Profecutions. By 
whftch Arts he was become (b po^lar^ 
that the Eyes of the Multitude were 
(with a difregard to the reft of the Nobi- 
lity) continually fixt upon hiin whene^ 
Jtrei" he appear*d in publick ; fo that for 
this Reafbn be came at length to be look- 
1^ upon as the principal Objed of the 
Athenian Hopes and Fears ; all men c- 
iteeming him ec[ual]y capable of promor 
ting the Welfare and Ruin of hb Coun- 
try/ Bcfides^this, he lay under the (can* 
da? of holding Religious Conventicles in 
his Hdu(e.' which thing in it (elf wa$ act 
counted a Crime df the higheft Nature 
kmon^, the Athtfiiaks j it being: moreo- 
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set chc general Opinion, that fuch CO 
Meetings wef( not really intended for De- 
votion) but fi^r carrying on of Plots and 
Confpiracies againft the State. 

An Indiarnem was [)fe] therefore 
brougbc againft him in open Court { but 
heconfidering, th?it the time of his de- 
parture upon the Sicilian Expedition 
drew near, and reflecting upon the ufu- 
sd proceed'uigs of his Country-men a- 
gainftablent Criminals, made it his Re- 
queft to be prefently brought to a Trial, 
^nd not to be exposed at a diftance to the 
craft and malice of bis Enemies* But 
thefe, on the contrary, perceiving that 
ibey (hould nototherwife prevail againft 
bim, defifted from prolecuting till fiich 
rime as they concluded him arriv'd in 
Sieify ; for then they renew'd the accii- 
igtipn with (b much vigour and artifice, 
that be was prefently recall'd by the Ma* 
giftracy, being orderM to appear, and 
put in his Plea and Defence. Whereup- 
on he readily obeying the publick Sum- 
ipons , and ( altho be had the faireft 
hopes of having the Adminiftration of 
his iProvince Crown'd with Honour and 
Succefs) going on board the Gaily which 
was fent to convey him to Athens^ land- 
ed at the Qty of Tonrii in halj. But 
here, his Prudence prevailing over his 

Refplution, he began to con(ider the; 
. .. .., ,.. rr^-, Uundlefi 



boundlefs Power which xht Atbrnian V6- 
palace aflum'd to tfterttfelteii , dnd tfcn 
Cruelty with which upon fiich ocCifidfrt 
they ever treated the Nobility ; and 
therefore judging it more advifabic to 
withdraw from the impending ftorm, he 
made his Efcape from thofewho had this 
cuftody of him, and fled at firft into tht 
Connh-y of Elis^ arid afterwards t(^*bc 
City of Thebes-^ tho it wa^notlong ere 
he remov'd from thence to LaaeJem^n^ 
word being brought, that Judgment of 
De^th Was paft'd upon him, and chat? hig 
Eftate was Confifcated to the Common^ 
wealth ; befides (as was ufual in fucfc ca* 
fes) the Sentence of Excommunicariori 
denounc'd againft him ( the Priefts 
f rj Eumolfida being thereunto compel 
led by the Multitude), and a Pillar ere- 
ftcd in the mdft publick place, with an 
Infcription Engraven thereon, to perpe* 
fuate the memory of this Religioo* Exe* 
cration. 

Arriv'd fas is aforefaid ) ^t Laceddt^ 
fnon^ he frequently proteffed , that he 
had no hoftile intention againft his Na* . 
live Country ; but only againft fuch men 
ias W6reetiCiafly Enemies to it and Him j 
for being fufficiently fenfible how much 
fiis Service contributed to the prolperirp 
of tht State, they had nevcrthelefi thruft 
him into Exile J as evidently jprefcrring 
' ■'■ tljeir 
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thfe'trown private Revenge befofe the 
pablick Welfare. However, it was not 
loAg ere by bis advice the Lacedoiv^onians 
concrawt^d an Alliance with the Verfian 
King, and ftrongly fortified Dtcelia in 
Attica •, .by the Garrilbn of which place 
the City of Athtns was reducM into 
mucb the fame condition as if it had been 
block*d.upby a formal Siege •, fo diat the 
Country of lonw being alfb by his en- 
deavours won over from the intereft of 
tht Athenians^ the Ijicedamonian Arms 
began in all places tQ prevail and be vido- 
rious. 

Yet did not diefe their Succeiles (b 
ntuch encreafe their Love, as awaken 
their Fears, and alienate their Affediions 
from him ; for confidering him to be a 
perfbn of the acuceft parts, and moft ex- 
perienced prudence in all manner of Af- 
fairs, dnd fearing withal, left prevail'd 
i&pon by the dictates of an inbred ten- 
dernefe for his Native Soil, he (hould one 
rime or other defer t their Service , and 
purchafe a Reconciliation with his of- 
fended Country i they judg'd it expe- 
dient 9 ere this, fliould happen, to have 
him privately affjflinatcd. This defign 
could not long be conceaVd from Alcibi-^ 
ade. y he uci jg a perfon of (6 wonderful a 
&g-icit'/, th:it it was impollible for any 
thing :•> c:cai:e his knowledg j elpecially 

when 
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when the leafl rurmife or fiifpition had 
rftis'd bis jealoufie , and qutcken'd his 
obfervatton. Withdrawing therefore pri- 
vately from Lacedamm^ he fled to Tsffi^^ 
f hemes ( one of King Darius's Lieute- 
nants \ with whom altho he was ere 
long admitted into the ftriAeft B6nds of 
Friendfliip, yet being mach troubled at 
the riling Greatnefs of the LMced^emoni^ 
ansy and the languiflirng Condition into 
which the Athenian Affairs were &lPn by 
fheir Lofles in S'mlj ; he contrived, Iqr 
<J>edal Meflengcrs, td treat with his Fel- 
low-Citizen Vifander (Prxtor, or Com- 
Inander in Chief over the Army at 5^- 
mos) concerning his Pardon and Re-ad- 
snii&on into bis^ Country ; Tifandeth con- 
curring with him in an averfion for the 
Commonalty, and an equal favour for 
the Nobleft, encouraging him thereun- 
to. And altho he quickly found himfelf 
difappointed in bis Expedations from this 
man, yet was he fome time after recei- 
ved by 7)&r/i|,(^^«/«/, the Son of Lyrjusr, in- 
to the Athenian Army, which lay at 5^- 
mos^ and made a principal Officer in the 
lame ; nor was it long ere , aflifted by 
the influencing fuffrage of Tleramenes^ he 
obtain'd a publick AA of Reftitutionatkl 
Indemnity, and was joyn*d in equal Com- 
niiflion with him» and theforefaid Thrafy- 
huius, - •: ^ — 

Un* 
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': "■ Under thefCbriimand andGonduftof 
ifiefe three ^Genel^ls, the face of Affairs 
fnaliittepmcappearM wonderfully al- 
tered ; nay. , it T^as not long ere thie La- 
cedamoniansy whofe Arms had Hitherto 
been every where triumphant, 'found 
themfelves oblig'd. to become Humble 
Supplicants for Peace ; and that not 
without good Reafon, having been bea- 
ten in five r^nd-f ights , and two En- 
gagements at Sea; in which Engage- 
ments their Enemies arc recorded ti'havc 
taken no fewer than two hundred of their 
Trireme-Gallies. Add to thefe Succftt 
fes of the Athenians, the Recovery of h 
onia and the HeBeJ^ont^ with niany Gre- 
cian Towns icdied upon theGoaftof :^- 
fa. In the number of thofe- CStjes that 
were fprceably fubdu'd, was ^fiantium^ 
there being Avers others which were 
won over to an Alliance, by the politick 
Clemency with which all places were 
treated by them, as they happen'd- to be 
fiicceffively Conquered. 

After thefe great Atchievements, the 
three Generals returned to -^fAf»>, bring- 
ing back an Enrich'd and Viftorious Ar- 
my; thefame being equally TLadcn with 
Spoil and Glpry. But as foon as they 
were cnte^^d into the Harbour of the 
\fn] Viraeum^ theCitybein^ifl a man- 
ner dclerted by its InhalMtants^ 4a ^reac 

was 
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was the confluence 4bpuc. JlcHiaJes^s 
Gelly, that the Sight.;^nd Hiejcepcion «f 
him alone, (eem'd co have dmiyn foriib 
the gazing and tran/pprted Multicucl^ 
who ar this time firmly believed» .that 
the prefent happy, and late calamitous 
Condition q{ their A^irs , were both 
entirely owing to him ; yet blaniing 
themfelves for the loft of Si(;ifyj and the 
yidtorious Exploits of the Laced^rmmh 
ans^ fince the iame'wecf wholly to beim- 
puted:to tjbe ExpuUion of fo bjcave a 
Man outof.theif Common wealth. Nor 
indeed was thisan iU-grouaded Opinio^, 
ieeij3g that from the very time of bis Re* 
admiflion into Command, their Enemies 
€ouM never prove an Equal Match ion 
them ekhjer by Sea or Land. 

No (boner was he come on (horc^, but 
{without the leaft nouce jtakea of Thcr^ 
menes^ndX^rfifwulur^ who l^ded ajt^bp 
(ame time^ and had a joint i/itereft mi^ 
him in the late Atchievments) the^whole 
Body of the People cc^wded up towari^ 
AlcMadts , many of' them prflentihg 
hin7» according to thev: diS^jcent ^jl^y 
ties, with Coronets oif,Go]d, or Brai(^ i 
an Hpnoiup never done before) but to 
fuch gs.Wfire Vidhors in the Olymfie 
Games V Calling to mind his fpre-pafi: 
Sufiferings, he could not abftain from 
Tea^ s as h? reo^ir'jd (hefe kind Te^- 

moriie* 
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tnpniesof Reponciliation from his ^el- 
loW^Gk'nens : rand^sibon as.hecame in? 
tp jthe.lQtty » la <6iemn AflemWy being 
hdd, beviiade fo paiTionate a i^c(:ii to

. ThefeobUging'Smilesctf kindeft For-^ 
cune were of OQ.cpnfider^ble dnratioq 
to Alcibiades ; for when the higheft Ho- 
nours had by iokftin Decree b^en con- 
ferr'd upon bim^ the Condu(ft and Ma- 
nagement of aU Afiairs« both Civil and 
M^tary^ being put into his bi^nds, and 

lira- 
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ThrafjbulusznA Adimantm lac fatd Reqcfi^ 
aflign'd him for Collcgties, pafliDg-oVef 
witlj a Fleet into AJia^ and Ftghrirlg nft4 
fucoefsfully at [n] Cuma, he fell agsnn 
into the Dirpleafure of' the Popula)»rf 
The Reaibn hereof Was,' that they lltii* 
verfally befiev'd him able to aCComfriifli 
whatfbev^faetook in hand; (b^thatt^* 
ry iU5u6:efi was imputed to hisMeglir 
gcnce or Treacheiy^^ to^ the latter. 6f 
ivhichth^ attributed the unpro(|)erotis 
Attefmpt iteide uport Gum^j &aM\oS 
them doubting, but that be could tdve 
taken the place, ^tf-fte itotbefeivctiiri 
rupted to tfce hetrayft^g-of his Trtift b^ 
the Verfidn King. Indeed the principgl 
Caufebf the feveral Galdmieiesrt^ic'tej 
fel hinii leems to have bc^n'the Extras^ 
gant Opinion that all men had ooncetvU 
of his Valour and JPradence. j from 
whence fprang the rwo diffenenc PaEflSs 
ons of Love and ■ Ffe*ir j- • and from 
whence at length it canl^ to be generally 
dreaded, left puffi: up with his greacSnc* 
ceiles, and fupporced by as great Richesi 
he fhootd grafp at theSdv^^igncyv and 
endeavour the Enflaviitj^ of d^ir Fjee 
State. 

Thefe were the Confiderations diat 
induc*d them to pals a Vote for dppriviqj 
him, tbo abfent, of bis high Office, and 
fi&ftitati/ig another iq \m place ; <b<t 
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kewsuWiereof being brought to Akiba^ 
rf«, he judg'd it not €x|)edient to return 
home^ and therefore pailing {ol bver 
td Pet'mtbus^ he compleatly fortihed the 
three ftrong Holds of Bcrnos^ Bifdnthe^ 
and Macrontekhos v i^nd from thenccf 
marching \*ith a fufficient Body of K4en^ 
be ieems to haVe been the firft Gre^tM 
that made ^n Inrod'e into the Countries 
of Thrac€ : and tbi^ he did, as being tin- 
willirip, to infeft any part of Greece ; ^tid 
judging it naore honourable, to enricll 
himfelf With thcf Spoils of [p ] Harburti 
ans ; by which means he not only niiacie 
great acquifitions in Wealth and j^epittgj 
rion, but obtained of certain Tlracia^ [^J 
Kings « to be admitted into their Friend- 
fliip and Alliance. . 

But by no kind of Fortune could AU 
eibiadtfs Soul bedivcfted of a tender 
Affeftion for his Native Country j anci 
thishefufficicntlymanifefted about thii 
litbi, by thd Advice given id Pififoclesg 
Commander in Chief over the AthemdH 
Fleet in the River ^yiigos: Lyfander^ thfif' 
Lacedamonian Admiral, lying at nogft^% 
diftance from him, and defiring by a!x 
mtans to prolong the War,, becaule fad 
knew that the Athenians had nothing Ik^ 
befides their Weccponsand Gallies (tbcfif 
{niblick Exchctiuer being <iuite exbftu*^ 
M0t tnd tbi( the Force* of bis^pwnl 
fir Cotrrr^ 
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CoQimy at tbefiune dine were fbppoit* 
ed and mancainM by a conftant fop^y 
of Money from the PerJUm King. Net* 
tber were cbefe rtiing omccal'd from M* 
cihiaJfSj whotbereforeoomingtothe^ 
tbmian Army, fpoke pobUcUy in the 
bearing of the common Soldiersy to this 
Efiedl, Tiat if thij fUas*d to accejt of bi 
Sert/icfj be madt no doubt of forcmg \jf* 
fender, with bit wboU Fleet j to come to 
the decifion of 4 Battclt or elfe to mahefidn 
miffi'ueOverturesof Veace, That tbe La- 
cedemonians Ti^ere indeed tmwiBingta rmt 
fbe hazard of a Sea-Figbt^ becst^e tbeir 
main firengtb and canfidence lay in tbeir 
Land-Forces ; but that be could tmfily fre* 
^ail with Seathes, tbe Thradan Kit^^ to 
drive them from Land^ and tbat tben tbtf 
would be neceffitated^ either to come to fair 
terms of Accommodaticn with tbe Athfedk 
ans, or venture all upon the doubtful ijfue ef 
en Engagement at Sea. 

This Advice, as it was not really di& 
kedi fo neither was it embraced by Fbilo^ 
c/cs , who well knew, that if Aldbiadet 
were admitted to a Conjundion with 
l^im, he himfelf (hould be but an empty 
Cipher in the whole Adtion ; and let tbe 
Event prove profperous or otherwife, 
that on the one hand, he flionld bavena 
fharc in the Glory ; and on the other, 
no Partner in theDifcrcdit and Ignoliii-. 

ny 
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t^ tf fadi. an Uudertaking. Akihiades 
therefore, finding that his Gounfel wars 
npc aca^pfedt ^old Philodes at his depar* 
ture, that he would only leave this fliorc , 
CautioR with .him. To lye as near the E» 
nensiy a^. might convenientfy be with his 
Maval Camp. ; and to take care, left by 
the Jicentipufnels and loofe Difcipline of 
his Soldiers, the Lace J^wo^tians .{hould 
ii^ve an Opportunity put into their hands 
jof iurprizinghis fleet, and ruining th|^ 
iiUhole Army. Nor did the Event prove 
^his a groundlefs apprehenHon ^ for 
(hortly after , Lyfander being inform'^ 
by his Scouts^ that the main of the Athf^ 
ii«j» Forces were gone afhore, and werfj 
tagerly employed in haralftng andplun^*^ 
4ering the Country f their Ships in thjj 
mean time being left almoft empty and 
defencelefiX by one brisk and (Irddert 
Attaque> gave their Navy a [r] total O* 
verthffow, and put an uncitpefted period 
to the War. 

,Aftcrthi6 fatal blow receivM by the -4* 
thenians, AlcibiaJes judging it unfafe fdr 
iiim to make any longer ftay in thof^ 
^rs, withdrew into the more inward 
Regi<>ns of Tirace^ lying above the Pro- 
pontis^ not doubting put in fucti a plapjt 
his Fortune and C^i^ility might ffafjly btf 
kept undifcover'd, ^ut it was not long 
^c hi^iirond thacbe xyas mii^k^ i f^r 
• E » - ji bc4f 
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a Body of Tiraciansj Who had inrorma- 
tion of his great Wealchi placing tbem- 
felves in Ambufcade, furpri^'d and 

EIunderM all bis Carriages i wherefore, 
aving bimfelf narrowly e(cap*d out of 
their hands, and confidering, that (by 
reafbn of the great Power and Authority 
of the LaceJamcfiians) no- p^rt of Greec$ 
could afford him a fafe Retreat, he fled ' 
into JJia to ?barnabaz.m^ who was pre^ 
fently (b taken with his courteous De- 
portment and obliging Addre(s, that the 
firft place in this great Man's Favour 
feem d to be given to Alcibiades ; who 
.fliortly after receiv'd from himi as a (pe- 
. cial teftimony of Affeftion, the Fortreft 
of Grunium in T^hrygia j the Caftellany 
whereof yeilded him no Icls than fifty 
Talents yearly Income. 

But this plentiful Fortune brought no 
real contentment to Alcibiades j of which 
bis mind was abfblutely uncapable, 4b 
long as the Athenian continued in (ubje- 
(ftion to the LaceJiampnian State. The 
, wholp bent of his Soul was therefore to- 
wards the delivering of his Countiy 
from that Inglorious Yoke and Bondage. 
But this he forefew could not be effected 
without the alFiftance of the Vcrfim 
King, whofe Amity was thcripfore tdr be 
pTocurVl in the tifft place ^ aitd of rhat 
.Jhe aflfur'd himfplf, if be might butob» 

lain 
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tain free accefs to his Pcrfen. For ha- 
vjrig fticret Notice of the [/] War in • 
tended agsnnft the King by bis Brother 
Cyrusy with the afliftance of the Laced^'^ 
monians^ hequeftion*d not, but by di(co- 
vcring this Confederacy, he ftould pur- 
chafe^tolifmielf the higheft degree of 
Favourand AfFeftion. 

Wbiic Alcihiades was contriving bow 
to put tbts defign in Execution (having 
already requefted of ?harnabaz>m, that 
be might be admitted into the prefence of 
the King), Critias^ and the reft of the 
Athenian [t] Tyrants, difpatch'd cer- 
tain Meflfengers into Afia^ by whom 
they gave L)^/4»//er tounderftand, that 
the Articlesagreed upon between him and 
xYit Athenians^ muft be Ratified by being 
SeaPd with the blood of Aldbiades \ and 
that the Death of that Man was to be 
purfu'd by him, as he tendered the Eft^- 
blifhment and Perpetuity of his own Ex* 
ploits and Conltttutions. Ly lander vi^s 
to far wrought upon by this pofitive [u] 
Meflage, that he refolv'd to deal effcdu- 
ally with Vharnabaxofs , and therefore 
fent him exprels word, That the Alli- 
ance between his King and the Laced^^ 
tnonians^ (hould be null and void, unl(^(s 
he took care that Alcihiades^ either alive 
or dead, were deliver*d into their hands: 
wherefore the P#r^<»ii Governor (prefer- 
E J ring 
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rntg his Matter's Imcreft befonjoril: thjj 
Laws of Humanity and FTicndflrip3> 
immediately employ'd Sufamiibns And, 
Bit^as tofurpriat^ and marcher him, as 
ht lay in Vhryfia% and was fx] ftftwi- 
(dirtg for hisjdurney to die King' Ttefe- 
Affajins arriv'd accordingly •wftbfgi'calt 
fpced and expedition at the plaoc'cf bit 
ifbode ; and not daring open1)( toofi^Ic 
Km, they fet Fire on thie.Hbiifetwbcrfr* 
in he lay, as hoping to acc^mipiifli by 
Stratagem what their Couragedeipair'^ 
I3)f effefting. And yet had they IJfte tb 
have been difeppointpd in their Expecta- 
tion ; for Alcihtades being rous-d by the 
crackling of the Fire, and miffing his

' Thus dy*d Alcibi^des about the Forti- 
eth year of his, Age J a Perfon of whom 
we find but a fcurvy Charadler given by 
the generality of Writers j yet has he ob- 
tained the highcft Commendation from 
three very grave and authentick Hiftori- 
ans, TidfydiJes, bis Co-temporary, theo- 
fomftuiy a (bmewhat more modern Au- 
thor, and Ttmami The two latter of 
W^hich were perfons of the moft cenforf- 
ous humor, and ob(crv*d (by 1 know not 
what ftrange Fate) to have concurred in 
the Praifes of no other man but Alcibla^ 
des. For even by them are the feme ad- 
vantageous Particulars deliver' d con- 
cerning him, which are already related 
by us, and to which may moreover be 
added, ffom the feme Writers, That be- 
ing born in Athens, a City for State and 
Grandeur Second to none^ he outwent the 
Uoblefi of his Fellow-Citiz^ens ij Sflendor 
and Magnificence of Life : And yet when 
driven from hence he arri'v^d at Thebes, 
ffe f9 farcomvlfd with theGtniusof that

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TfSGfU (the Baotinns in general pmploy 
ii)g their time in acquiring a Robuli tja- 
bjtqf Body, and not in improving the 
^faculties of the Mind ), that be exctlPd 
th^m /j//j as well in firtngtb and prmnefs . 
pf Limhsj as in cbearfutij undergoing io^ 
piofl toil font LaboUr* Wlfen he came antcng 
the Laceda^moniaqSi ovho aa^ount it tbi 
i(ilbe(t pitch of VertUe to endure fuch kind 
of bardjhif ^ be fo readily 'accotH^odated 
bimfelf to their penurious way of iJving^ 
tffat in a Utile time be bad not bis Equal for 
Jihfiinence and Varjimonj\ either in Garb 
or Diet. After tbh^ dwelling afnong tbit 
^radans, a Terfle generally addiSei to 
the En jo J me ^s or Lo^e ana Wine \ even 
berebtdht atfo the Trecedtnee allowed him 
\eyond Competition. And ccming at length 
l«f<?Perfia, yfbere Labour and Indufiry in 
Huntings and Luxury^ and Excefs in Feeir 
ing are of greatefl Reputation^ he acquit-^ 
ted bimfelf to the admiration of all men. 
So that wherefoeyer he came , he got the 

feneral Love and RefpeB of the Veople ; 
eing prefently accounted the moft'Ac'^ 
eomplifh^J Perfon for fuch Salifications 
as were in every Country of highejl Efte^ 
mation. But enough cf this Man : let 
us now proceed to give an account of o- .

lor bis Country. And altho n^any boaft- 

til 
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ed themlelves bpsn of more Ancient Fa^ 
nailjcs, yet none put- ih'ipp'dbim many 
other AcGon^>liftnieht of a Great Man. 
Whoever Rdcues his Native Country 
fiom the Opprelfion of One Tyrant ^ does 
b brave an Adlion, that many Men have 
attempted^, but few have had the honour 
of aC€^ieving ^ yet was it this Man's good 
Fortune, to free hi^, groaning under the 
intollerable Qurtben of Thirfly at once. 
His Valour was fkft fledg'd in the Pelopon^ 
wefim War ; where being in a Joint-Com- 
mfflion) be did many great Exploits with- 
out Jlcibiadts^ tho Alcihiades did nothing 
without him, all his AAions exprefling an 
ardent defire to promote the good of the 
Commonweaith. But in pitch'd Battels 
the Strength and number of Forces is as 
much to be rely'd on as the moft Excel- 
lent Condu A ^ and the private Soldier 
juftly ckimsa (harein the Glory of the 
Aftion with, the Commander. Befides^ 
Fortune fometimes lets them know, that 
Sttccefs depends neither upon one nor 
the other, but is Iblely at her difpolal. 
Wherefore the moft glorious of alladions 
Thrafybulm may juftly claim to be pro- 
perly bis owniFor when Athens wasmife- 
rably harafs'd and torn by iht Arbitrary 
Proceedings of thofe Thirty Burgomafters, 
fct up(a8 it were a Council of State)by the 
Litced^fnonians 3 during wbofc uncontro- 

lablc 
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kbie (way, many of the EnAHint Citizens 
Were kif I'di (bme (preferV'd by Fate from 
the danger of the War) Were l>ani(hM^ 
dnd many othets had thdr Eftates confiP 
cated and divided aMon^fttbe tlfurpers: 
Me not only appeared as Chief, bilt finely 
ptodi\m*Q dpen War agathft them ; and 
t»htn hd fled td Pty/f (the fttongeft and 
beft fortified Caftl^ in Attica\ his brave 
Deiign dieft; along with him fcarce Tbir- 
f y Patriots. So weak were the Founda- 
fiorts of the Defignby which the liberty 
6f that IlluftrioWs City was afferted. Ifc 
tirasf not defpicable for bis Perfon or Parr«» 
hxxiyhzs cohtemn'd {oi his inconliderabte 
Party \ which at laft proved of great c6n- 
fequence to him ;as the accompiifliing his 
DefignfortheRdief of his Country, and 
fhfe utter and final ROirt 6f ift Eriertiies. 
For they, laird iri their oWit fecurity,neg- 
ledted a fpeedy and vitftoribus profecuti- 
drt, and confequently gave him a longer 
time to make himfelf moreconfiderable 
both for Men and Money. Whence is e- 
vinc'd the truth d* thatftottirfion Aitiomj 

h Way no alvAritage is to be flift t and it is 
fio't without Reafon faid, Tie Mother &fd 
Cov^ardfiied never V'ear* Yet all this While 
7hrafjbulus'sSMp^p\\^^rtA Alfiftancesbore 
no proportion to his Ei^pe^tions.

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tiian AdKorts, and more hotly difpiued 
their Liberty with their Tongues than 
ileir SWords. FromPifej/ehemarch'dto 
Tyrattm^ and fortifies Munichia-^ Which 
place his Enemies twice attempting Co 
take by Storm, in two general Airaulr?! 
*ere as often beat back with corifidera- 
He Damage, and at laft forc'd to retire 
i/ito Athens y with the loft of all their Ai*nls 
and Baggage. ThrafybuJus in the mean 
time manages his Affair with as greaeWiP- 
dom as Courage, and commands that 
Quarter fliotild be given to all thofe who 
would accept ir j faying, it was but reafon* 
able, that Fellow-Citiz,ens jhould [fare oft: 
«wr^er.Ntfither indeed Was there any per- 
fcn hart afterwards, but thofe who conti- 
nued irt a pofture of Hoftility. He fuffcrd 
none to be ftript of their Clothes^ nor 
tonch'd any part of the Plunder, only 
Afms (for which he had urgent occaflon) 
and Viftuals. In this fecond Conflict fell 
Crifi/fi ,the Ring-leader of the Thirty, af- 
ter hie had fought valiantly. Critias being 
flairf, Paiffanias, King of the Lacedarrtoni- 
*»;i come& to the aflillance of the Atbeni- 
«»j, and at length concludes a Peace be- 
tween both Parties on thefe terms : Firft, 
That no Citizen (except the itiirty Ty* 
'ants, and the Ten Pretors, who exai^ty 
Copied thofe Originals of Cruelty in their* 
Aftions) ihould liifier Banishment. Se^ 
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cpndly, Thar no Perfbn's Eftate (hould 
beSequeftred. And Thirdly, thatD^. 
mocracy (houlfl be Re-eftablifh'd, and the* 
Soveraign Power remain in the hands of' 
the People. One more remarkably great 
Adlionpf his, we muftby nomeans for- 
get i When Peace was fetled , and he bore 
a great fway in the City, he Enafteda 
Law, Ihaf np man flwuU he accu^d^ or any 
ovajf funijh^d^ for any thitjj^ that w4s pafi. 
This was afterwards call'd ^n A£i ofOb- 
livian. Bpt not fatisfied with the bare E- 
nadling of fych a Law, he took a mighty 
care in the juft and ftridt Execution of it, 
and checkM fomcof the Partakers of bis 
misery in Banifhment, who would have 
made havock.of thofe men th?y bad fo 
lajtely- receiv'd' into Favour. For thefe 
great and illuftrious Aftionsj Thrafyhului. 
was honoured by the People with a Goro- 
net.made of Olive branches •, a mean Re- 
ward indeed^ b)Li.t attended with thefe.Ad- 
vantages,that ]x, was in no. manner extort- 
ed, but a voluntary and hearty Teftimpr 
ny of the People's Affedion ; and Wjis 
therefore an Honour, free from the Dc- 
traftions of Enyy or Emulation. For as 
Tittacus (a Man.juftly Regifter'd in the 
Catalogue* of the Seven Wife- men of 
Greece). well obferv'd to i\\tMitykrjitans^ 
when they would have given. him many, 
thoufand Acres; of Land fQr. a Reward ^ 
. - . Don't 
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bon*t ye^ ftys he, jf/'ue we fo Noble a Tre-' 
fentf that many will Envy^ and more "will 
Covet J lovill only adcift vf an hundred A^ 
cresy which is fufficient to' fheiv your Good 
Will^ and my own Modefty. Great Favours 
are often. Jnatcht etm^y^ whiifi little onet^kt- 
lowEn^^ are l(fni^& enjofd. Thrafyb^s 
therefore, highly pleas'd 'with this pcfcty 
Crown, fought no other Sansfadtidn, Biit 
look'd upon himfelf to be as much Ho- 
noured as any of bis C0-temporaries. In 
procefsof time, going Admiral to O/ir/V?^ 
and his Soldiers being very remifs when 
they were upon rtieir Guaiy , he was by a 
Sally furpriz'd in his Tent, and flain by 
the Barbarians. 
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•*> ONON9 an Athenian^ bccamc 
V Great in the Eftcem of the Com- 

\^^ monwealth at the Vtlcponmfian 
War ; where his Condafl: was 
Xignally Heroick. For he was Captain- 
General of the Land-Forces, and Admi- 
ral at Sea, and perform'd noble Atcbicve- 
ments j which made him the Darling of 
the People, who Conftituted him Gover- 
nor of all their Iflands j in which Com- 

miifion 
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miffion he took P&fri^, a Colony of the 
Lacedaemonians. He was alio Captain-Ge- 
neral irtthe laft Peloponnejian War, when 
the Flower of the Athenian Army was 
dcftroy'd by Lyfander at the River cy£^?x. 
^iConen was not in Perfbn at that Bat- 
id jfrpm whence may be concluded the 
Misfortune of that fatal Day. For he 
w^b'd every Military Adion ; and was 
even jealous in acquitting himfelf like a 
Generd^ . Which makes it highly proba-i 
ble, that his Perfonal Valour and Con- 
duct might have diverted that Maifacre 
of the Athenians. 

Yet in this fad diftradion, when he 
heard the groans of his Country, he con- 
fulted not his own Safety and Retirement, 
bat the Relief of his difconfolate Couur 
try-men. He haftened therefore to Vbar^ 
nahaz^fts^ Lieutenant of Ionia and Lydia^ 
who was Son in Law to the King ; into 
whole Favour be infinuated himfelf, tho 
not without great intrigue and hazard. 
For when the Lacedamonians (^Athens ly- 
ing gafpingj had broke their League, 
Which they had made with Artaxerxes, 
and bad lent Agejilatts with an Army into 
Afia ( where he was often Carefs'd by 
Ttjjafberncsy who was formerly the Fami- 
liarof the King, but itad revolted from 
:allche.gndearmencsof his Prince, and 
COmbinM with the Lactdamomansy^ thar- 
F 1 nahax^ta 
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nnhax,fff march'd againft him 4s General, 
tho in reality Contm was Chief, and his 
VVariike Judgment controlled the whofc 
Council. He ftopt the carierdf- ^^^//Z^iu, 
that fb mtich Renown'd Captain, and 
confounded aH his Stratagems ;and 'twas 
the wife Condu(StoFCo»<?» which prevent* 
ed Ageftlaus from renting thafpart of A- 
fia^ on this fideTaurtis^ from the Perfism 
Empire. A^ejtlaus b&f^ remanded home 
by the Lncedammitifts , who were em- 
broiled in a y Var with the Bcsotians and 
Athenians ; Comti took that opportunity 
to ingratiate himfelf with the VerfiMt 
Nobilt ty, iridt foon became cbeir only O 
racle. - ■■ ■■•' 

At this titnechii'Malecontcnf T^pier- 
fi«r, bad quitted the Court, of tvhich che 
Ring Was offly incredulous • (o great a 
(hare ha<l T^JfafEdrHes in fhe Royal Fa- 
vour, tho in this very time of his difloyfti 
VHlany. Neither is it ftrange, tlWf-thc 
King was unwilling to n^ift'mft ttiishis 
Creature, when ,he call'd to mind, that 
hyins Prowefslie queH'dhis Brother C;- 
Tflrj. • Therefcte (jovon- was 'lent by Pha^- 
^nha%,Hs to accufe Trjjh^ha^s bifefe the 
King; who bcinjg arriv'd^ according to 
theC;iftorn offjpnfe Vcrfiansy he came k) 
Tithratfps^ii'jilhmt and-pflhciEwI Of- 
'^icercrf' State.'* rpi(uefting^^^!^^ 
)>c introduced fwithbot whiiph^-^i^eraG^ 
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ny none aire admitted. To Whom 7/- 
tbrMufies faid, there (hoiild be no delay ; 
buc (fiid he) you muft confult whether 
it were better to have an Audience, or to 
lignifie your Bufinefs by Letter ; for if 
you come into the Royal Prelcnce, you 
muft fell down before the King ; which 
they call \W] Divine Homage : But if you 
dinhot comply with this, "truft me to in- 
tercede for you, and you fliall certainly 
attain your defire. Then Concn reply 'd, 
I could very chearfully pay any Honour 
ID the King, but I fear left it (hou Id be a 
diflionourable blemifti to my Country, if 
Iflionldproftitutemy (elf to the Slavery 
of a Barbarian^ who came from thatPeo- 
ite who by Nature are accuftom'd to Go- 
vern. He therefore deliver'd his Bufinels 
in a Letter ; which being made known 
to the King, he was 16 taken with his 
Commanding Deportment, that he pro- 
daim'd lyjaphernes zTranov^ Commiffi- 
on'd Conon to Fight the Lacedamcnians^ 
and to eleft whom he plea ^'d to raife Mo- 
ney for the War. Which Choice Co- 
nm modeftly deny'd to be in his Province, 
but in the King's, who belt underftood 
the Condition of his People ; yet that it 
was bis humble advice, that he would 
confer that Office on Pharnahaz^us. Af- 
ter this , being HonourU with Great 
F 4 Prefents, 
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Prefcnts, he was Commiffion'd to Scat 
that he might convey the Galleys to thi 
Cyprians, Vhcsnicians, with the other Port* 
Towns ; and that he fliould Rig a Na- 
vy tofecure the Seas the following Suni-' 
tner; in which Commiffion Tharnaya* 
x>us was his CoUegue, as be had petiti*-: 
on'd. So (bon as the Lacedamoniani 
heard this, they afted with great Judicw 
oufnefe, becaufe tbeyforefaw a more 
dangerous War, thaaif they had been 
cngag'd only againft the petulent Tetfi^ 
an. Forthey were now to grapple with- 
a bold and wary Genei'al , entrufted 
with the whole Perfian Power, agairili 
whom their Stratagems of VVar were 
as ridiculoufly vain as their Strength. 
With this Refolution they contrait a 
formidable Navy, and fct Saif under Vi^ 
fander^ whoui Conon^^^uktA at the Ri- 
ver CniJur^ and after a defperate Fight 
routed: Many Ships he took, and ma- 
ny he fuuk^ by which Vidtory not on- 
ly Jtbens but all Greece was freed from' 
the Yoke of the Lacedemonians. Co- 
napy with part of the Navy , return- 
led to his. own Country, was veryfo^ 
licitous in re-building the Walls of A- 
thensi with the Haven Pyraeumj which' 
were demohfli'd by ^Lyfofider , and' 
gave his Pettow-Citizeos Fifty TaleiW 
r ' which 
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jwhiclt he^jhad jpecdved of Vharnaba^ 

Yet it happened to this Great Man as 
to the Ignoble Pefantry, who was more 
improvident in the fmoother than in the 
allied part pf jjii^ tife : for having van- 
qaifllM the Velofonnefian Sqiiadrons, and 
j&tisfied the revengeful thirft of his 
Country, heaim'd at higher things than 
bis Policy could poffibly reach ; all which 
Attempts were Pious and Honourable, 
inasmuch as he preferred the Welfare 
of Athens before the King's. For when 
he had acquired a fplendid Eminency by 
;he Sea-Fight at Cnidus^ he began flily 
to whifper among the Verfians^ and all 
the Cities of Greece^ that Ionia and «y£<?- 
Us (hould be furrendred to the Atheni* 
MS. But this Defign taking vent, Tiri- 
baz^is^ Lieutenant of SarMs^ inveighled 
Conon to come to him, pretending to 
fend him to the King upon an Embaffy 
of great importance. Ccnon obey'd the 
Meflfage, and as foon as he arrived, was 
fccur'd in Fetters , which he bore for 
fome time Others write, that he was 
brought to the King, and dy'd there. 
Yet Dinon , the Hiftorian , in whom 
we moft confide in Tcrjian Story, in- 
forms us, that he e(cap'd ; and feems 
only to doubt, whether it were by 

the 
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<»'s Wife; who, bcfides his Noble Re- 
lations , and the Reputation derived to 
him from his Anceliorsy was oblig'd to 
Nature for many rare Endowments ^ a- 
^whtch, ao. [*] Ajptnefsto Learn, 
JCourtepiflf Behavit^ur, and a^,ptf 
]it||h to bravo Adtioii^, were c^fpi- 
cuous": Nor wiafS he lefe happy in a icfthi- 
ly and graceful Prefcnce. Befides, his 
Father left him a ya|Eftate, which was 
encreasy by the [/} Gifts of the Ty- 
rant. He had a great intimacy with Di- 
onyfius the Father,ri:o ?vh|qhhis Perfbnal 
Merits were as uiftruniental as his Affini- 
ty 3 for tho he lik'd not Dionyfiuss Cruel- 
ty, yet heendeavoiir'd his Safety, upon 




greateft Concern j and the Tyrant was 
very much fway'd by his Advice, unleft 
in thofe things where the prevalence of 
bfe dwn Afie^ions ovfeMulU A|| an- 
baSfes of notdwere|Jerform*d by hijBi; 
inr.urhiCb his Civility v* tocher with 46)$ 
^ifhfiil and dtlige\H^ A^lrniniftration of 
jfiffaiiSiltoblc off rfttMift 'that imputa«ian 
of CrodtJyji \rtiicb Dnw;^?^ g^newHy tey 
titider^j TheC^w/i&wg^i^v^itowhomlie 
W2»?em^.by.thc "Eyranf^ liojtiwff^ubifli

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Act was Dicnjfius ignorant of thefe 
thingSy nor unfenfible bow great an Or- 
nament he was to him \ from whence it 
'tame to pafs, that Dion was moil in his 
favour, and lov'd by him as a Son. So 
that when they heard in Sicily^ that Vlato 
was come to Tarentum^ he not only gave 
die Young Man (who had a great defire 
io be one of his Hearers) leave to invite 
him thither, but after the grant, brought 
isim in great ftate to Syracufe. For him 
Dion bad fo great a love and veneration, 
ituit he wholly yeilded himftlf tohisdiG 
polal J which was anfwered by PUto^ 
who took no le(s delight in him. For al- 
tho he was cruelly mifus'd by the Ty- 
rant, who gave order he (hould be (old 
foi'aSIave, yet at Dion^s requeft he re- 
turned thirtier again. In the mean time 
Dicnyfitfs fell [t] fick ; and his Diftem- 
per encreafing upon him, Dion went to 
the Phyficians, to enquire hew he did-^ 
and withal entreated them to let him know, 
if his Life were in great danger^ becaufe be 
intended to difcourje him about dividing the 
Kingdom, fart of it, in his cpinion^ being 
due to thofeScns his Sifter had by him. This 
Enquiry the Ph>ficiansdid not conceal, 
but carried it to Dionjfius the Younger, 
who was fo much concern'd, that to ^^ 
prevent any Conference between DiinmKf^ 
and his Father , he forc'd the Phyfid^r 
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ans to g^ve the latter a fleeptng. Potion^ 
winch the Old Man took, and flepc tus 
laft. 

Such Was the begtnrung.of the quarrel 
between Dionyfim and Dion ) which ma- 
ny things afterwards fomented; How- 
ever, for fome time there remained an ap^ 
pearance of Friendihip ; ib that Dion be- 
ing urgent with him^ to fend for VUto 
ftom Athens^ and make ufe of his Coun- 
fel, he oomply'd with his defire, that in 
(bmethkig be might be like hisFathery 
and at the fame time brought [/*] Vbi- 
lifiusy the Hiliorian, back to Syracufe. a 
man who was equally a Friend to the Ty- 
rant and his 1 yranny. But of this I 
have faidmore in my Book of the Greei. 
Hiftorians. As for PUto, his Eloquence 
an<i Authority (bmuch influenc'd Diony- 
fim'i that by his perfwafion he was refol- 
vedto Fcftore the Ayracufiam their Liberr 
ties, and put an end to the Tyranny j 
but being deterr'd by Thilifius from exe- 
cuting his intention, he became more 
Cruel than before. Finding therefore, 
that Dion had the advantage of him in: 
Parts,, in Authority, and the Love of the 
People, he fear'd their flaying together 
npightbe anoccafion of his own Ruin.; 
upon which he gave him a Gaily to tranf- 
port him to Corinth^ telling him withal, 
thic what he did was for bocb their fakes, 

left 
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left out of the mutual fear which 'was 
between them, one might be apt to fup- 
plant the other. J his A ftion was highly 
rcfented bymany, and drew great Envy 
upon the Tyrant , who to make the 
World believe, that he did it not out of 
hatred, to the Man, but meerly for his 
QWnfecurity, (hippM off all his Movea- 
bles, and fentthcm to him. But [g] af- 
terwards, when he heard that Dkn was 
raiiing Forces in Tehfcnmfus^ with de- 
fign, if he were able, to fall upon him, 
he married his Wife Jreta to C*] ano- 
ther; and order'd his D] Sons Fducati- 
on in fucb a manner, that by giving him 
bis fwing, he might be tainted with all 
(brts of Vices. For while he was yet a 
Boy, they brought him Whores, and fo 
ply'd him with Wine and Feafts, that he 
ni?;ver had leifure to be fober. Infomuch, 
that when his Father return d, and ftt 
Governors over him, to reclaim him 
from his former way of living, not a- 
ble to endure fuch a Change in his 
courfe of Life, he threw himfelf from 
the top of t^e Houfe, and ended his 
days. 

But to re^ijirn ; After Dion was come to 
Coriwri, and Heraclides, General of the 
Horfe, r^i driven away by the fame P/- 
onyJ^Hs^ fled thither alfo ; they haften'd 
their preparations for War, with all dilir 
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gertce, yet made but fmall progrefs ; ifbl^^ 
few adventur'd to run the lame rirtiud 
they did, becaufe a Tyranny of (b ma- 
ny years continuance, wasbyevety'dnfe' 
ifteem'd Very formidable. But Dion^ tvho 
iriore rely'd on the 111 Will that all peo- 
ple bore the Tyrant, than the ftrength 
of his own Forces, with only two Mer- 
chant-Ships, uiidauntedly went againft 
a Government which had ftood for Fifty 
Vears, guarded with five hundred long 
Ships, ten thouiand Horics and an hun- 
dred thoufknd Foot ; and to the aftonifll- 
mentof the World, foeafily over-ranit, 
that within three days of bis landing iti 
Sicily^ be entred [f] Syracufe it felf. From 
Whence it is evident. That no Empire ii 
fafe which is not Guarded by Love. At that 
time Dionyfius was in Italy, waiting for 
his Fleet ; and did not imagine, that a- 
ny of his Enemies durft venture upon 
him Without confiderable Forces. In 
which be Wasmiftaken: for Dion, With 
thofe vefy men which were under his Ad- 
verfary'^ Dominion, abated the Tyrant's 
Arrogance, dnd made himfelf Mailer of 
all that part of Sicily which was in fub^ 

J'eftion to Dionyjiusj as he did of Sjracufe 
ikewife, except the Citadel, and Ifland 
adjoining to the Town. Whereupon the 
ihatter was brought to that pafs^ that the 
Tyrant was contented to makepeace on 

th9 
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the following Articles : That Dion Jhou/J 
have Sicily, Dionyfius fojjefs Iraly,- and 
Syracufe be in the hands of Apollocrates, 
sman in whom Dionyfius r^fos*d the great'- 
tfl truft. But this unexpcfted profperity 
was attended with a fiidden change ; For'* 
■tane by her ficklenefe attempting to ruin 
him, whom juft before (he had exalted. 
The firft token of her malice (he (hew'd 
in his Son, whom 1 mentioned before c 
for having brought back his Wife,, who 
was given to another, and being defirous 
to refcue his Son from the Debauchery in 
which he had been bred, and reduce him 
to his former Sobriety, he received a grie* 
vous blow by the Death of his Child 
The next misfortune, wastheDiflcntion 
between him and Heraclides , who made 
a Fadtion, rather than he would yield the 
priority to Dion^ and had as much intc- 
reft among the Nobility as he : for by 
their confent he commanded the Naval 
Forces at the fame time when the other 
did thole at Land. 1 his Dion could not 
brook ; and repeated thofe Verfes in the 
fecond llliad of Homer^ to this purpofej 
That a State cannot be wtll ordered where the 
Government is in the hande of many. The 
Saying rais'd him much Envy ; for by it 
hefeemed to difcoveran intention of get- 
ting all into his own power , whicii Opi- 
nion hcendeavourd not to lelTen by coiU'

plaifanoe, but fupprels by ri^r ; and 
caused HeracUdesy when he came to Syra- 
cufe^ to be kill d. An Aftion which ftruck 
every body with fear, no man thinking 
bimfelf (afe now HeracUdes was thus ta* 
ken out of the way. But Dim^ being rid 
of his Adver&ry , with more licenfe dV- 
ftributed the Eftates of the contrary Par- 
ty among his Soldiers. After which di- 
vifion, by reafon of thegreatneft of his 
daily Expence, he quickly began to wane 
Money ; whi<^ he knew no way to be 
(upplyMwith, but by feizing his Friends 
PoUeiTions \ upon which it happened, that 
the gaining the Soldier prov*d the lofe of 
the Nobility. Th«fe things he took very 
much to hearts ; and being unaccuftom'd 
to be ill fpoken of, could not endure thofe 
men fliould dif efteem him who a Kttic 
before had praisM him to the Skies. For 
the Rabble perceiving the Soldiers were 
offended with him, talked with greater 
Freedom, and often called himanintol- 
lerable Tyrant. As Dion was in this per- 
plexity, not able to appeafe their Com- 
motions, and afraid of the Conftquence, 
[tn\ Callicrates^ an Athenian, one that 
accompanied him from Velofomefm to 5/- 
cily^ a cunning fraudulent Fellow, with- 
out any (enfe of Religion or Honefty, 
came to him, and told him the danger 
be was in, by reafon of the diiguft of the 

Peo- 
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people J and hatred of the Soldiers; 
^hich, without employing one of his 
Friends to feign bimfelf his Eneffiy ^ 
'twas indpoflible to avoids but if he 
fb^nd ,one fit for this Afifaij^ , he mighc 
eafily know their Defigns, and ruin his 
Adver&ries, who would certainly de- 
dare their intentions to one that fctm^d 
at variance with him. The Advicfe be- 
ing approved, Callicrates tookupbn him- 
ftlf to put it in execution \ and being en; 
touraged by Dim'^s unwafinefs, fought 
for Auociates to kill him, had Meetings 
with his Enemies , and confirmed the 
Con'fpiracy. But many being privy to' 
the bufineil, it was divulg'd, and broiigbt 
to AriJtQmacke^ Dion*s Sifter, and Areta 
his Wife ; who in a fright i^an With fh|^ 
News to him, for whole fafety they (vere 
fo mu6h concerned. He anur'd then)^ 
that Callicrates meant him no harm ^ audi 
what he did was by his order. Howe- 
Ter, the Women not (atisfted with this, 
got Callicrates to Vroferfimh Temple, ahdf 
torcd higi to [»] fware, that Dkn fliotildf 
receive no mifchi^f from him. Which 
Religious Aft wasfo far from making hiflpf 
iagM his defign, that 'twas a means to \\^r 
lien theExecutioi^ he fearing the Pb|f 
nngbt be difcover'd before it had taken 
E^ft. Being thus re(blv'd,the nexiMFc- 
ftival-Day,whpa £)i^;9 was laid down pr^ 
G X ^*.A^ 
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vitely at home in an trppfer Chamber, 
he put the ftrongeft places of the City 
Into the hands of the Confpii^ators ; and 
having fufrounded th^ Houfc with Soldi- 
ers, cbmraafnded fome of th6m not to ftif 
from the Doors. A nd that he might not 
be deftitutcof means to efcape, if For- 
tune (hould prove croft to his Defigns, he 
furnilhy a Galley i^^ith Men and Arms, 
and. ordered h1^ Brother Vhilocrates^ who 
comni^ded.it* to keep it moving in the 
Port!, a^ if he only intended the Exercife 
of the Rowers. Befidcs, he chofe fome 
Zacyvibiansof: hisown Train, ftrong da- 
ring Fellows, and bid them go to Dion 
unarmM , that fo it might feem they came 
dniy to pay him a Vifit. Their acquaint- 
ance in the Family immediately gave 
th^'m adinittance "into his Chamber} 
where , as Toon as they were enter'd , 
they faften'd the Doors, fell upon him in 
his Bed, and bound him ; which was not 
dpiie fo filently, but the noift was heard 
Without. Hence it is evident, as I have 
dften faid before,- how odious aching the 
GoVeiTimenrof a (ingle Perfon is, and 
'tew nuferable a Life they lead, who had 
rather be the Objed of riieir SubjcftS 
Fear than Love.- For his very Guards, 
had they bore him any kindnels, might 
have broke open the Doors, and feved 
}i\s Life J the Cotvfjirators being forc'd 
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for want of Arms, to keep him alive till 
they could procure a Weapon of thofe, 
who were out of the Chamber. But no 
body coming to his Refcue, one Lycof a 
Syracufian^ reach'd them a Sword through 
me Window, with which they difparch'd 
him. The Multitude after his Death 
came to look upon him, and not know- 
ing the Murderers, killed feveral whom 
■ they (ufpedted of the Fad:. For it being 
nois'd that Dion was flain, many who di(^ 
lik*d the Aftion ran thither, and upon a 
falfefurmife kiird the Innocent inftead of 
the Guilty. As (bon as his Death was 
publickly known, 'twas ftrange to fee 
how the People's Minds were chang'd : 
for they who in his Life- time afforded 
him no better a Name than Tyrant, now 
caird him the Expeller of the Tyrant, 
knd Deliverer of hi^ Country ; and fb 
(uddenly was Hatred fucceeded by Com- 
pailioni that if it had been poffible, they 
would have reedeem'd his Life at the ex- 
pence of their own. Wherefore by pub- 
lick Order he was buried in the raoft Ho- 
nourable place of the Giry, and by the 
fame had a Tomb Ereiled. He died in 
the five and Hftieth year of his' Age, and 
the fourth after his return fromPtkfonne^ 
Jus into Sicifj\ - '-'

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IflflCRATE^, the Athenian, be- 
came famous to Poftcrity, rather by 
his accurate skill in the Art of Waf, 
than the Gallantry of any Nobkj 
Atchievements. For he was fo perfeft'^ 
ly furnifti'd with all the neceffary Ac* 
complifhments requifite to complete a 
General, that he not only attain d the Ex* 
ccUencies of bis moft Eminent Co-tera* 
•w . I . poraries, 
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oest tbe famie amounting to the number 
ef tiyelve thoufand men ; and having ob* 
mn*4 ids df^firev be inftrudcjd them (b 
filUy jiod «xa.dly in the whole Arc of 
W«r^ that as formerly the beft Roman 
§9klier9 were diftinguifii d from the n)ea- 
per fert by. bearing the name of their Lea- 
der Fabiuti fo the Grecians had thofe un- 
jAer the Coinmand of Iphicrat^s in the 
higbeft efteern. When be went to affift 
the LaceJitmomans^ be (bon put a flop to 
tht: Attempts of Efaminondas : for bad 
hi( not b^ften'4 bis March, the Thebans 
woulcl oocbaverais-d the Siege of Sfar-- 
IMF, tiU chey ^ad tak^n, and laid it utterly 
wafte in A(hes and ruin. The greatnel^ 
of his Spkit bore an equal proportion 
wkh iliat of bis Body ; his Prelence be- 
ipg ^P^ Majeftipk and Commanding ^ 
did (b clearly bei^k him what really he 
Wrafi) fbat his bare look of it felf was fuf- 
^kiem to ftiike a}l Beholders with an Ad^ 
inirs^an of his Perfon. Tleopompus has 
recorded, that he was remi(s in matters 
irbicb required continued Labour* and 
^t be could not well brook the hard* 
^ps of War i y^t he had ftill the cha- 
irader of ^^od Citizen given him, and 
was always reputed a Man of a^ftieddy 
iand untainted Fidelity j of which, as oii 
feveral other occafions, he gave moft un^ 
deniable proofs, fo he did in a more pe- 
' » . iculiar 
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cnliar manner fignalize it by prote^ng 
the diftreffed Children of Amyntas^ the 
Macedonian, For Euridice^ the Mother 
of Perdiccas and Philips upon her HuP 
band's death, prefently fled with her twb 
Fatherlefe Sons to Ifhicrates for fiiccour 
and patronage ; who being rich, genc- 
roufly a[rerted their Juft Rights againft all 
kinds ot wrong and oppreffion. He died 
Old, in the Love and Favour of his Fcl- 
Ipw-Citizens, tho their AfFedtions had 
been for (brae time alienated from him: 
for he, and Ttniothem^ were forc'd to 
make their pnblick Defences in the Aflb- 
ciated War ; and he was acquitted by 
thofe who were conftitiited his Judges; 
He left behind him a Sbn called MenefiU- 
m, whom he had by a 7v&r/w/<w Woman, 
Daughter to King Cotus-^ who being ask- 
ed, 'which he lov^dbeft^ his Father or Mth 
tSer? reply^d, his Mother. And when all 
the Company wonder'd at the feeming 
ftrangenefs of the Anfwer, he told them; 
TTjat he did not return that Anfwer^ but ujh 
on 'verj ^ood Reafons ; For my Father^ (aith 
he, hy Marrying a BavbSiThn, usd htS'^t" 
mrfi endeavour that IJhoiild be one alfo ; but 
iny Mother did as much as in her laj^ to make 
rjtetbeSonif anfithcnhn. 
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CHABRIAS was an Atheni- 
an^ one that bore a Name in the 
Catalogue of their Greateft 
Commanders, and perform'd 
(everal Exploits that very well deferve 
the Recording. Among which , there 
ought more efpecially to be remarqu'd, 
that Stratagem which he made ufe of at 
Thebes^ when he came to aflift the Baoti- 
4ms: For in that Engagement Agejilausj 
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the Lacedamonian General , being very 
confident of obtaining the Vidtory, and 
having made (b great a ftep toward it, 
as the putting to flight all the Mercena- 
ry Forqes of the Adverfe Parf v, Chabriat 
procur'd the other Troops to keep Aeif 
ftation, while by his own Example of 
kneeling down upon his Buckler , and 
holding out his Spear or Pike aflaunt, he 
taught them in that manner to expedl the 
Onfet of the Enemy. Agefilaus being 
furpriz'd at fb unwonted a fight, durft 
make no farther anenrptupoti^tbem> but 
immediately (bunded a Retreat, and 
thereby (iimmon'd his Soldiers to fatt 
back, when they were juft itk dy to have 
made the affault. This conti ivance was 
fo much applaudeclthroughout all Greece^ 
that Chabrias ordered himfelf to be drawn 
in that defenfive pofture in the Statue 
which was Erefted for him in iht Forum 
at Athens at the publick charge of that 
CSty. And from hence it comnaenc'd tf 
Cuftom, that ever after all Gladiators, 
and other Fencers, were wont to have 
their Statues carv'd to the fame pofture' 
Wherein they had got their refpeftivc Vi- 
dtories. Bur to rerarn, Chabrias wag'd fe-* 
vcral Wars in Europe^ while he wasconi- 
minion cl a General of the Atheftians, and 
behav'd himfelf bravely in Egyftj when 
he ferv'd as a privacy Vohintior. Go'mg 

to 
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to the hel^of Neffmebus, he got him fct- 
led in his Kingdom He came off with 
as good (ucce% at Cyprus -^ tbo there in* 
dc^ he was publickly appointed by the 
Athtnians as a Collegue with E'uagaras^ ; 
nor did he difpatch from hence v\l he 
had fttbdued the whole Ifland, and from 
the happy management of thb Enter-^ 
prize , the Athenians purchased them- 
felves very much credit. In the mean 
while aroife a War between the ?erjian$ 
and Egyptians ; the Athmians entered in* 
to League with Artaxerxes , King of 
Terfiay and the Lacid^ermnians fided with 
the Egyptians ; of whom Agefilaus^ King 
of Laceddemcn^ made a very confidera- 
ble advantage. Chabriat taking Notice 
of this, and thinking himfelf no way 
inferior to Ageftlaus^ frankly offered his 
Service totheaffijftance of the Egypts/ins ) 
and was made Admiral of their Fleet, 
AgefiloHs being Commander of their In- 
fantry. Upon this, the Captains who 
were employd by the King of Tirfia^ 
di^atch'd Meffengers to Athens^ to com-* 
plain that Ci6^/»r/^ took part with the E- 
gyptians m a War againft their Mafter, 
Tne Athenians hereupon fix'd a day, by 
which time , if Chabrias retum'd not , 
theythreatnedbefliould forfeit hiaLife, 
fordifobeying the Summons. Ch^rias 
at this News coa^s. back ^o^AtJwu ^ yet

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ftayd there no [longer than was jtift 

ceifary to avoid the penalty which'> 

otberwlfe denouWd againft \i\m,/i 

he was not fond oC refiding ajBOng 

own Country-men ^ Graving liv'd 

(plendidly, and far'd fo high, that 

could nor but raife the Envy of the Ri 

ble. For this indeed is a common fa 

in Great and Free Cities, That Envy 

always faften'd upon Glory ; and m 

Perfons are extreme forward in detra 

ing from thofe who are promoted to, 

' their Superiors. And, what is ordina 

to obferve, the Poor cannot without 

gret at their own harder fate, caft anc 

upon the more ample Fortunes of c 

Rich. Chabrias upon thefe Confidere 

ons was as much abroad as his Affa 

could difpence with. And herein he u 

not Angular in his caution of (laying J 

tie at home in Athens \ for almoft all tb 

Eminent Mei took the fame cour( 

thinking themfelves fofar remov'd frc 

Envy, as they were diltant from thi 

own Native Country. Conon for tl 

Reafon, lived the moit part in Cyprus^ 

fhicrates in Taraci^ Timotheus in Lesk 

and Chares irt Sigatim. This Chares^ 

is true, was different from the reft bo 

in Temper and Aftion ; yet he was 

Perfon of great Honour and Weal 

at Athens. But finally, Chakrias can 

th 
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thus to his end in the Social War; The 
Athenians laid Siege to Cbium^ Cbabrias 
Was in the Navy cfnly as a Reformade^ 
yet he had greater Authority than any 
tvho were in places of Command ; the 
Con^mon Soldiers paying more reipedt 
to him than to any of their Officers, 
which prov*d the occafion of haftning 
his Death: For whilft he was ambitious 
of making the firft Entrance into the 
Harbour, and accordingly had directed 
the Pilot to fteer in , this Adventure 
cofthim his Life j for when he was got 
in, none of the other Veflels would fol- 
low ; whereupon, being furrounded with 
the Attacks of the Enemy , he fought 
Gouragioufly, till the Ship fprung a Leak, 
by (bme damage toward the Headi and 
began to fink under him. Hereupon, 
being dnable to make any efcape j for 
if he had thrown himfelf overboard , 
the Athenians would have took him up 
sishefwum \ he therefore chofe rather 
to dye in bis ftation, than to lay down 
his Arms and quit the (hip; None of the 
other Sea-men would run the fame haz- 
zard, but leapM put , and efcap'd &fe 
to ihore ; while Ch4brm^ preferring an 
honourable Death before an ignoble and 
flavifhUfe, fighting hand to band upon 
the Decki was at laft kifl'd on the place. 
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CoiM?ff , an Athenian^ ^ncr^B^d 
b}^ H»edttary Honc^r by his 
• ; own Acqu'ft^d Virtues ; for he 
was Eloquerttv SY^ut^ and If^tifttiotis) 
and ho Ws faimous for tht mariagefe^ent 
of<3«il thanMilk<^ry Affkft*; He per- 
formed many eminent Exploits •, but theft 
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following feem the moft notable: He 
conquered the Oljnthians 'dX)d Byz^antins^ 
and took Samos ; in which Enterprize 
( the year before ) the Athenians had 
fpcnt two hundred thouland Talents ; 
yttHmotheus gained this Ifland without 
putting the Publick to any Expence. He 
manag'd the War againft Cotys^ and 
took a Booty from him, for the Common- 
wealth, worth two hundred thoufand 
Talents. He alfo raisM the Siege of Cj- 
xkus ; and accompanied Agefilaus when 
hcwcnrtoaflift Ariobarz^anes y of whom 
when Agefilaus receiv'd prefent Pay, 77- 
motbtus chofe rather to increafc the Pof- 
feflions of his Fellow-Citizens, than ac- 
cept of that his own private Family could 
only partake of; therefore he took £- 
rkbthm and Seftus. 

Ttmotbeus being made Admiral of the 

Navy, failing along by Pelopotwefus^ he 

wafted the Countrey ofLaconia^ and beat 

their Fleet. He reduced Corcyra under 

the' Government of the Athenians^ with 

their Confederates of Epirus^ Acarnania^ 

and Cbnonia^ and all the Countries that 

bordcr'd upon that J ea. By which adtion 

of his, the Lacedemonians were forc'd 

j to let fall their old Quarrel, and jrolun- 

l tarily to offer the Athenians the Domi- 

! nion of the Seas ; a Peace being Con- 

duded between rhefe two Common- 
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wealths, one Article wa$, Tlat the Ath 
nians Jhould he Lords at Sea* So grc 
Joy was there at Athens upon the ne^ 
of thisVidlbry> that then it was th 
publick Altars were firft Eredted to t 
Goddeftof Peace, and a Pallet appoint 
Hef. Tfie Memory of which noble A( 
that they might perpetuate, they erefti 
a Statue for him in the Forum -^ whi( 
Honour was never pay'd to any ms 
before him, viz,. That the fame Peop 
who had fet up a Statue for the Fathc 
fhould give the Son one too ; the la 
fcrving to revive the Memory of thefo 
mer. 

When Timotheus was very ancieni 
and had quite left off all publick bufinel 
War began to threaten the Athenians c 
every fide. Samus and Helleffont revel 
,ed ; and Philif of Macedon^ being vei 
powerful, made great Preparations fi 
a War. Againft whom> when they ha 
lent C^^rej, they thought himnot ftror 
enough to oppofebim ; andthereopc 
mdkt Meneftbcus ( the Son of Iphicrati 
and Son-in-law to Timotheus ) their G 
tieral; and order him to goto the Wa 
They alfo fend along with him h 
Fatlier and Father-in-Law , to be h 
Counfellors ; Men excelling in Expei 
ence and WiCiom , whofe Advice I 
ihould always fo\V)^N^bccau(e they we 
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Perfbns ^f fuck Authority, that there 
was great hopes by their means they 
might recover all they had loft. When 
theletwo were gone to Sawos^ and cha- 
res had intelligence of it, he drew all his 
forces thither^ left there (hould be any 
Adion in his abfence. It (b happened, that 
whenthey came near the Ifland, there 
arole a great ftorm ; for the avoiding of 
which; the two old Generals thought ic 
very'expedient to caft Anchor. Bat Cka- 
rej, without any con(ideration,not obey* 
ing the commands of his Counlellorsi 
but as if he had Fortune in the Ship with 
him, draws near to Engage; and fends 
aMeflenger xoTtmotbeus and Iphicrausy 
commanding them to follow him. This 
Attempt having fucceeded ill, and lofing 
a coniiderable number of his Ships, he 
retires back again from whence he came, 
and difpatches an exprels to Athens^ to 
let them know, that he could eafily hav£ 
taken Samos had he not been deferted 
by Timotbeus 2LT\d Ifbicrates. Upon this 
Aocufation of his, they were Impeach'd, 
The Commons, who were fierce, jealous 
fadiousi changeable, and Enemies alia 
to all in Power, call them home ; and 
accofe them of betraying their Country. 
In this Trial Ttmotbeus is caft, and Fin'd 
an hundred Talents ; andfo being com- 
pell'di throueh the ill will of an ungrate^ 
H 3 ful 
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ful City, he retires to Cakis. After his 
Death, the People repenting of theScn^ 
tence they had pafs'd upon him, icmicred 
all but a tenth part of his Fiiie,-^U}d ob* 
lige his Son Conon to repair part of a 
Wall. In whitb Adion may be fcen thd 
yvious turns of Fortune; for thofc very 
Walls which the Grandfather Conon bad 
Rebuilt with the Spoils of the Enemy, 
is the Nephew forced to Repair out of his 
own Eftace, to the great fcandat of his 
Family. We might produce many in- 
ftancesof th&Wiftlomand Moderation 
of Timofbeus'y but one flxall fuffice ; ifrom 
whence we may eafily conjedure, how 
dear he was to his Friends. . When he 
was but a young Man» he was forc*d at 
^fi6e«j to plead for himfelf; andjioton^ 
ly his Friends and private Acquaintance 
came to his Afliftance, but alfo Jafon the 
Tyrant, who at that time was a Man of 
very confiderable power. This Man, tho 
in his own Kingdom, never thought him- 
ielf fafe without his Guards about hini!^, 
yet came alone to Athens^ valuing bis 
Friend at fo xicar a rate, that he rather 
chofe to endanger hisown Life, than not 
affift Timotheus \n vindicating bis Honour. 
But notwichftantfing 2Xi.^\Si Timotheus 
loon after by the Command of the peo^ 
pie, fought againft him ; accounting the 
(obligations to his Countrey greater thaa 
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thofe of Friendfliip. This was thelaft 
Ag^ of the Athenian Commanders vfor 
after Ifbicrates^Hha^iasyihiUd Tiynotbeus^ 
jchere was no Commandcir of any note 
in that Cjty. 
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DAT AM ES' a Ctfy/tf», theSc 
of Camiffares by a Scythian L 
dy, was the moft confiderab 
lor Valour and prudent condu^ 
of a6y 0f thole of th^ Barbarous Nation 
(Sxcept the two faiinous Carthaginians, H 
nulcar and Hannibal What he did w; 

treat, and out of the ufual road ; yet : 
ctle knowDb tl^ w^ ar? oblig'd to t 
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(he hrger in our Account of bim > For 
be never owM bis (uccefs to the greatneis 
tf- his Army 9 or to any of the common 
caules of it \ but always to that which 
ieemM his peculiar Talent, a moft extra- 
mcfinary Policy. His iirft Employment 
Mas^ in the Guards at Jrtaxtrxes his 
Court ; but his Father, as the Reward of 
his eminent Courage and Conftant Fide- 
hy totbe King, bad the Government of 
that part of Cicilia which lies upon d- 
fiuheia^ and is inhabited by the Limofj^ 
rums. Datames having a Command m 
the Army, firft fignaliz'd himfelf in the 
War againft the Cadufiansj in which 
there were many tboulands lull'd, and 
chiefly by his means ; for which Service, 
CMff^rejIii(ewiie falling in the Battel, 
he (iicceeded him in the Province. 

Autofbradates being fent by the King 
to reduce (bme to their obedience who 
had revolted, he behavM himfelf with 
equal Gallantry ; for by his manage- 
ment a fmall Pany furpriz'd the Enemy 
in their Camp, and deftroy'd them; the 
greateft part of the Army doing no (er- 
vice at all in the Adioa After this, he 
WasremovM to higher Employments; 
for Tlyus^ the Prince of Pafhlagmia^ f de- 
fended from that TyUmenes which Ho- 
mtr fays was flain by Patroclus in the 
frajan War ) not fuflicicutly complying 
' with 
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Gcxifirf Oenfiafi ;} w^jfenrivi^ an ai

So tmufual a (ighi drew a great many 
Spcdators ; one being acctdentalty there 
chat knew Thyns^ informed the King of 
it. But he at firft fufpeftrng fo ftrange a 
ftory, commanded Phamabazas to go 
and bring htm a certain relation of the 
thing \ from whom, when be bad re- 
ceived full fa«isfadtion, he commanded 
Wm to be brought into his Prefence,and 
Was infinitely ^easM with the humour ; 
bon efpecialJy, that (b great a Prince 
(hould ft> unexpeftedly cortre into his 
hands. After he hdd for this nobly re- 
warded Datames, he fent him to ^he Ar- 
my which wa^ then rais'd againft Egypt^ 
MderPbamabazus and Ttthrauihs^ and 
gave him a Command equal to theirs ; 
and after ?hnrnabdx,tts was recaird, H^ 
y^as made Gefferaliffimc. But whilft he 
was haftning the general Rendefvouz of 
the Army, and preparing for his March 
to Egyff , he received an Exprefi from 
the Kmg^thac he (hould go againft Affis 
the Goyernoar 6f Cataonia-^ a Country 
Which lies above Ctlicia^ and borders 
vt^on Caff adocia,' For u^^/j depending 
iopon his Wood^ and Ijrong Eronrier- 
1 owns, not only difobey'd fome of ihe 
' * ' . ' . •/ ' Kings 
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Kings Commands, but xobUhis Carria- 
ges^ and: made incurfions on all about 
bim. Tho Datames was. at a great di- 
ftaxK^fromCataoniay and then in the ma- 
oagctnenc of greater Affairs , yet be 
yielded to the Kings pleafure ; and in 
order to the execution of it, fet Sail on- 
ly with a few, but very ftout Men ; fup-^ 
pofing, ( ^ indeed it afterwards hapr 
pen'd) that he could have more ad- 
vantage over him with a finall [Company 
^ponfurpnze^than with a great Army 
after open defiance. Being arrived at 
Cilkiatht Gontinned his Marches till he 
had pals'd over Mount Taur$is^ and was 
come to the end of his Journey. En* 
quiring for Afpis^ be underftood that be 
was huntingnear that place* The occa* 
(ion of Datames^s coming was prelently 
fiifpe^ted i and therefore Afpis imme^ 
diately put the PiJU^j and others he bad 
With^im, in a pofhire of defence. Uj> 
on notice of wbich^ Datames mufler'd 
up bis Men, and commanded them to 
follow him *) and being mounted on an 
excellent Horle» rid briskly up to the 
Enemy. But Affis perceiving the vi-r 
gour of the firft on(er,the leaft endea-^ 
VQurs of refiftance were difcourag'd i he 
immediately furrendred bimfieTr^ and 
wasfentjntbainsto the Kong, \>y Aft- 
tiriJafes. , 
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^ Artaxerxes^ wbilli theie things Were 
in agitation, recollecting, that he had 
caird one of his bell Commanders from 
a coniiderable Poft,and fent him upon a 
nivial employment ; but thinking that 
perhaps he was not yet gone, difpatch'd 
a Meffenger to Ace^vjxth orders that he 
(hould by no means leave the Army. But 
the Command was fuperceeded ; for 
thofe that guarded eyijpis were met up- 
on the way. Datames having accom- 
plilh'd his bufinefs with fuch unexpected 
Expedition, was greater in the Kings Fa- 
vour than ever ; and became fb confide- 
derable, that he was the Envy of the 
whole Court. For they perceiv'd, that 
bis fingle intereft was greater than theirs 
in conjunction, and iherefore all jointly 
confpir'd his ruin. Tandates the Trea- 
furer, who was his Confident, made 
him acquainted with all their defigns, 
and told him by Letter what danger he 
was in, if any milcarriage (hould hap- 
pen during his conduCt in Egyft'^Thzx, 
Kings took the Honour of great Acti- 
ons to themfelves, but always imputed 
ill fuccefs to their Minifters, and there- 
fore were eafily inclined to difgrace thofe 
whom they thought the occafion of it ; 
That His condition was worie than any 
others,becau(e it was the temper of the 
King, to bate thofe moft who bad before 
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been his 'phief Favourites. Having rc- 
ceivM this news upon his coming back to 
the Army ,. at Ace^ and knowing the ad- 
vice was riot to be contemned, he refbl- 
vcd to.Iwvje the Kings Service, but did 
nothing that was incohfiftent with his 
Truft; for he left the Army under Man- 
drocles a Magntfian^ went with a Pe- 
tachment of his own Men into CapfaJor 
cia^ and feizM PaMagonia, which lay ncj^t 
to it, without diicovering his difdffedlion 
to the King. After which he held a fe- 
cret correfpondenee with Arijobarz^T/es.^ 
got fome men together, and plac'd them 
in the fortified Towns for the defence of 
theGarrifon. But it being Winter, the 
feafon of the year hindred fome of his 
defigns. 

Hearing the Pifida were preparing 
IbmeForces againft him, he fcnt his Son 
Arifidem thither with an Army. The 
young General was kill'd in the Engage- 
ment. But his Father , concealing the 
lo(s he bad received, went with fome 
more men into the Field, being willing 
to get to the Enemy before his Soldiers 
bad the report of the Defeat ; for he 
thought the news of his Sons Death 
would very much difcoiircige rhem Be- 
ing arriv'd at the place hedcfign'd, he 
Soi enc2^rap'd ibat he cpuld, ne.rht i be op- 
-pre/Sy witli tlie numttoxx^tox^^ of 
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tbe Enemy, nor ytt hindred from ma- 
king any adtantagcous Affault. His 
Father-tn-Law Mitbrohar^anes^ Captain 
oiF the Horfe, was then with him ; but 
tMriking their condition very defperare, 
nnOTt over to the Enemy. Of which Da- 
tames having notice, he prefently confi- 
dcrcdjthat the noife of his being defert- 
ed by (b confiderable a man,might make 
the reft revolt ; and therefore gave out» 
that Mittrobarzaties was by his orders 
gone away like a Renegade , that he 
might be admitted by the Enemy ,aud (b 
deftroy them with lefs Difficulty, That 
Aerefore they ought not to deliver him 
into their hands, but immediately to fol- 
low him ; which if they did with refo- 
lurion) the PifiJa could ipake no rcfi- 
ftanoctfor they would be flainbothin 
their Camp and in the Field. The De- 
iign being approved of, he led out his 
/Urmy, and purfued Mithrobarz^nes ; up- 
on whofe approach to the Enemy, D^- 
ttmes commanded his Standard to be 
fetup. The Tifida being in great confu- 
Ifon at the fuddennefs of the buHnefs, 
fni|>eAed the Renegades, and imagined 
they came with a treacherous defign of 
doing the greater mifchief. Therefore 
they firft fell upon them : which fur- 
pnung accident put them in fuch difoi:* 
der, that they wtrc forced to fight with 
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thofe whom they had deferced: Bat be- 
ing (par'd by neither, were all preferidy 
cut off Datames afterwards fdlir^ u^ 
on the PifiJ^f forced them to flyt Kiffd 
many in the purfuit,and took poffeffion 
of their Camp. By this Stratagem he 
at once punifhed the Delerters, and gain- 
ed a Vidtory over his Enemies^ and made 
that which was intended for his Ruini 
the means of his (uccefs. And perhaps 
it was a Defign fo cunningly laid, arid in 
folictle a time ef&fted, that Hiftory can 
(hew nothing parallel to it. 

Notwichftanding thefe great Exploits, 
Scifmas his eldeft Son left him, and gave 
the King an account of his defe<fUoa 
Artaxerxes being troubled at the news, 
(for he knew he was to dealwith a niian of 
undaunted Courage, one who never de- 
fignM any thing but what he dar'd ven- 
ture to efiedt, and never attempted any 
thing but what he had fufficientty conH- 
der'd)Jent Autophradates into C^fpa^cia. 
Vatames endeavour'd to poffefe ntmifelf 
of the Foreft, which is the paf&ge toCic^ 
lia : but not being able (bfoddenly tog^ 
his men together, he was obligMtd^ke 
other meafures j yet lie chole fo comnlio^ 
dious a place for his Camp, that the Eiie- 
my could neither enclofe bin), nor pa& 
by him without being artacqjti'd in feyeral 
pjaoe^ : and was pofted fix adr^ntagtoony 

ttiat 
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ttiat in any Encounter xht\t Mulclcudte 
fould do very little damage to hisfmall 
Cdfiit>any. 

; Alcho Autofb)diaf€s Was ftnfible of all 
litis, yet be was refolv'd rather to engage 
bim, than either to continue long in that 
jdacc, or go back with a great Army ; 
\for he had in the Field twenty thoufand 
Horfe, an hundred thoufand Foot, and 
three thoufand Slingers ; which were the 
Csa^dacesf a people of the Leflcr Afia^ 
belides theft, eight thoufand out of Cap- 
fadocia^ ten out of Armenia^ five from 
fiphlagtmiaj ten from Pbrygia^ five from 
^LjJiai, about three thoufand of the^^y^ 
fendii and VifUa^ two from Cilicia^ as 
many olf the Cajhians^ and three thoufand 
Mercenaries, wnich be had out ofGreece-, 
befides a confiderable number of Light- 
Horfb. All Datamesh hopes of doing 
any thing againft fuch mighty Forces, 
were in himfeif, and the convenience of 
the place where'm he was Encamp'd ; for 
he had not the twentieth part of the 
men which were brought by /Utcfhrada* 
tts. Neverthelefs with thcfe he ventur d 
to give him Battel ; and in it, with but 
the lofs of about a thoufand men, cue 
cfiF feveral thoufands of bis. In memo- 
ry of which he erefted a Trophy , the 
iiexc day, in the place where they fought. 
After be: bad remoy'd his Camp from

Competition for the Crown with Leotychi- 
des^ birBrother Jgii's Son. It was a re- 
ceived 
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cehred Cuftom among ft the Spartans^ to 
Dignifje two Peribns at a time with the 
Name of King, tho in cffed neither of 
them had much of the Za] Power .Thele 
two were always toble of the two Emi- 
nent Families of Orceins and Euryfibenes 
formerly Kings of Sfarta , who fiad

Fame or his coming: and that Kings

lus'Favoilr; as likcwife every one who 
in their daily Military Ejtercifes pa rtitu- 
larly Si^naliz'd hirhfelf above the reft; 
by wtiitb means heefifedlijd, that ina&tt/ 
da#.tit^had the beft ^ppointed> and the 
beft bifciplin'd Army in the Worid. 
When It was time to leave his Wintcr- 
QuatteW, he publickly Proclaim'rfi<*at 
way he really defign'd to direft Ift 
courle; having learned by good Experi- 
ence, that the Incredulous Afian Wotild 
neverbelievetheproteftsof his Enemyj 
but Wdiild certainly fend his Forccfs tc 
Grilird thofe Provinces which were tnc^ 
ditl^nt from that which be dedar'd 
himfelf ready to iftvade.

The Jfiam 
Were much ftronger in Horfc, and there- 
fore the wary Sfanans declin'd all oppor- 
tunities of engaging in open Campaign, 
and made choice of places, the difficul- 
ty of which rendred the Enemies Hoffe 
of little or no advantage to them ; by 
which policy he always remained abfb- 
lute Conqueror in Afia^ tho much inferi- 
or in Power j ballancing the inequality 
of Number with the Excellency of his 
Condnft.

Agefilaus^ tlie IncompdraUtt 
Agejilaus 1 to the (corn and Contempt of 
the Ambitious World, <:hufes rathe# to 
be Mafter of a good Reputation; thi^n of 
the moft flouriihing Empire ; ratlier Co 
Command the Affedtionsof bia Coiitv 
try, than to be Lord of Afia. ; Acdordr^ 
ingly he is reiblv'd, and in purflmnoo 
of this (b generous a relblution y tl((^& 
filch Expedition, thathe paflTes the'iife/-> 
kffmt with his whole Artny m tiui^ty 
days, which Xerxts oovXd^ notaccompltfli 
under a whole year. But when he camd 
near to Volofofmefe j he found hid Way* 
Mock'd up at [/H Ccronea by the Atl^\ 
nimsfBmotiansy ^g ]and their ConfiSde- 
rates, who had pofted themfelves there^ 
to impede him in hi^ paffage: But in! 
vain did they contend againft him whoi! 
had Forcune at his Comnofand ; for at^ 
the firft encounter he gicvic thcti a totai 
lout. The Victory was greats iut yto 
Hiepraife'ipf itwasffiurttteriedhanfed by 
lii$ Re&gkKIs Cjeth^ncyi ;:farjfhei1ibm6 
of tht . Enemy' efci^d ftcp^ t^^UMMl'^ 
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had taken fanftuary in (A) Mner'va^f 
Temple, and be was akM, what be 
would be pleas'd to determine conerh- 
ing them, be ftriftly forbid any violence 
to beoflfer'd totbem ;tbo be might juftly 
have facr'rfic'd them as proper Viftims 
to his deep Refentments, and to thac 
Noble blood which he Himfelf had ex- 
pended in the Quarrel, having receivM 
ibme confiderable wounds in the Fight.

Followecs pyn'd with thenif lay afldc 
all tbbughcs of Surrendring the pIao&^. 
for their numbers being augmentol unth 
Men of good' Experience and CondaA^ 
they durft not embrace any Treacherous ■ 
defign , and defifted the more willingly^ 
becaufe they thought that their Treaibn^..* 
was not yet difcover'd. 

After the Battel of Leuffra^ Sparta^ 
could never recover it (elf| or regaim its 
priftine Maj^fty and power, yet Agefilaur 
bravely bore up under all Fortunes,, 
and never wanted ahelptng^handto Sub* 
levate the finking State. Particularly, 
when the Lacedamonians were one time 
in great want for Money, he by Protefl:- 
ing thofe who bad been defective in their 
Duty^ and had incurred the cenfure of 
the Laws, obtained great fums of Money 
from them,an udiiich he frankly beftowU. 
upon the Public. And this was more 
fignally remarkable in him, that of all 
the Rich Prefents which were given him 
by Kings, Noble Perfbns or Cities which 
hehad oblig'd , he never converted any to 
his own private u(e^ neither did bt ever 
deviate from the laudable Frugality and' 
Thrift of the Spartans/^ his Diet .tvas 
lioniely, his Apparel plain, his Lod^og 
?i©t ad'orn'd with the novel Bravery of 
cbe Times, but the fame with tlj^tofe 
Eurjfpbma the Founder of his^Familyv

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into whichf if you fliould . enter, you 
would find no provifion for Luft, none 
for Luxury ^but Patience was the Orna- 
ment of it, Abftinence ics beft Furniture ; 
with thefe it abounded, but in other 
things it was not diftinguithed from the 
Houle of a poor Man or private Perfon. 
But Nature was not more indulgent 
to this Great Perfon in beftowing upon 
him (b many Excellent Qualities of Mind^ 
than She was niggardly in difpenfing the 
Graces of his Body ; for lie was low of 
Stature, and lame of oneJPoot^ which 
latter defed made him appear (omething 
deform'd ; and ftrangersthat beheld his 
face and the outward frame of his Body, 
flighted and contemned him ;but thofe 
that were acquainted with the inward 
Accompltflimentsofhis Mind, could ne- 
ver admire him enough. According to 
liis former cuftom, when he was eighty 
years old 1 and was come into Egypt as 
Auxiliary to ( A j Thacus^ he lay down to 
fleep upon the (bore amongft his Fol- 
lowers, without any Roof above him but 
that of Heaven, or Bed under him but 
Earth, which he covered with Straw, a 
Beafts Skin being his Coverlet. In the 
(ame manner lay all his Companions 
round him, in mean, and very contem- 
ptible Habit, and which was fo far from 
Jignifying the Perfon of a King to be

EU MENES was a Native of Car- 
' dia ^ and fo eminent for Pcrfonal 
Courage, that bad his Fortune or 
Succefs been in any degree equa| 
to it, he had not, Yis true, been really 
Greater than he was ( becaufc we mea- 
ifaretheGreatnefsof an Hero by his in- 
^frard Virtue, and not by any outward 
' • circum- 
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circnmftanccs of Fortune ) but ftill hp 
had been more Honourable and Illuftri- 
ous, and Fame had rendred him more 
confiderable in the Eye of the Wodd 
It was bis unhappinefs to be born in an 
Age wherein the Adacedmians ^our|Qi- 
ed, and were a| that heighth'<i^ Re- 
nown, as to edtfib his Merit \ ^itber 

c was ic any (hiat matter of Bo^actl 
and Detradtion to him f wholiv'd cqq- 
ftantly amgngft them ) to be ignomini* 
oufly upbraided With the Appellation pf 
a Forreigneri and a Man de(cended of .a 
mean §^tock > and yet he Himfelf was 

; the Chief of the Family he (prung from. 
So that, upon thefe reafons , they esa* 
vi'd him the Glory of Precedence ; and 
yet were forc'd to be, content andfubmit 
jtok: For befurpa^M them.ati^Ja tte 
<!juafi6catk)il$ of a Scates-man, inCare, 
Induftry, and Patience, in Subtiltyof 
Gontrivance, and Quickneft of Invemt- 
on. Thefe Endowments recommiend- 

. ed. him early to the Acquaintanoe ^ 
l^ing Phtlit j which icva very ftwt- tjaie 
if IniprovM Intp a mdk intimate FanS^ 

'Jii^Kity and Frlendlhip; for as.joung ^ 
ite was, there app^r*d fuch a Geniu^ 
and Gjgnerous Spirit^ as promis'd auMf^> 
iUuire Greatnefs. So that the KixiffC9(i-^ 
tticuced him hi J .Secnetary ;, whtob.^s- 
.?n.Em;gIoyment of greater j^eputatioa 

and 
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Bi\d l^nour amongft:tbeGr^i:Mw,than it 
. is with the Romans , for we juftly efteem 
Perfcns of that character, as they really 
arc, to be only Mcrccn^fy Scribes, apd 
employed for gain. But, on the contra- 
ry, no Man was ever in Greece advanced 
to the Dignity of that Station, but fuch 
as were born of honeft Parents, were 
of approved Integrity, and iiad abilities 
.fit for the Service i and the reafon is, 
becaufe their Office gives them Accefs tp 
rPrinces,mak€s them neceflarily acquaint- 
ed with great Intreagucs, and the (ecrec 
Meafures and Refolutions of all their 
-"Conucils. He enjoyed this Honour, 
^nd place in his AtFcdlion, during thelalt 
•feven years of King Philips Reign, an^ 
. ( after his Death ) was continued in the 
lame Charader under Alcyandcr thp 
, Great, for thuteen more j ard at laft 
liVas preferred to Command that Win^ 
of the Horfe which was caJfd the 
JSOCIAL IVIiQ G, from the Confe- 
deracy of the Allies that conitituted it. 
In (hort, he was Privy-Councellor to 
both the(e Princes, and entrufted with 
,ibefole management of their Bufmels, 
and all matters of Importance. 

When Alcxamhr was dead at Bahylaj^ 

.bis Provinces came to be diftr.bured e- 

qually to the levcral Otiicers who enjoy'd 

his Favour j it was Pardicca/s Fortune 

(fincc A 
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( fince Craterus and Anti^ater^ tho more 
in efteem with Alexander^ were abfent 
at this Delegation ; and Hafheftion , 
whom Alexander lov-d as pafllonately as 
himfelf , was dead alfo ) to have the 
Command or Superintendency of the 
Whole lodged in his hands ; and this 
xvas conjedliir'd by the Ring that ^/r^c- 
andir ( when he lay fpeechlefe ) took 
from his Finger and gave, as a pe- 
culiar inftance of his kindnefs : intima- 
ting by this Pledg , that he nominated 
trim Proteftor of the Empire, and en- 
trufted the Government of his Domini- 
ons to hisCondiifl:, whilft his Children 
were in their Minority, and remained 
tinder his Giiardianfliip. In this Diftri- 
bntion of Provinces , the Government 
of Cappadocia fell to Eumenes^s (hare, 
or rather was Affign'd to him ; and the 
Title only of Lieutenant conferred upoa 
him, the Counnry at that time being actu- 
ally in poflelfion of the Enemy. It was 
the policy of Perdiccas to make this Man 
his Friend, and gain him to his intereft$ 
which he endeavouf 'd to accomplifli by 
all the endearments imaginable, becaulc 
he knew him induftriouo in the ^.mploy- 
ment of War, and unalrerably true to 
the Principle of !iis firit Engagement j 
prefuming tvith much realbn and confi- 
iJcnce , that if he could move him to 

ef- 
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^rpoufe his caufey bis fervice would be 
more than ordinarily inftrumentaj to 
bring about thofe great affairs which* he 
bad then in hand ; for he intended ( that 
which almoftall Men in Empire propofe 
to-thcmfelves ) anUnive^^l Monarchy, 
and to grafp all Power in his hands. 
Neither was he fingle and alone in this 
defign upon the Sovereignty of the 
World , for the fame lull of Power c- 
qually fpread it felf, and run throw aU 
the Governors o( Jlexander's Provinces 9 
and accordingly we find Lematus affect- 
ing the Command of Macedonia^ and 
Attempting to inveft himfelf in the Go- . 
vernment of that Province; and in or- 
der thereunto, plying Eumenes with the 
bait of Preferment, and propofals of 
Honour to defert Perdiccds, and make a 
AnSt League and Alliance witb him ^ 
and when his Arguments and Promifea' 
tvere ineffeAual to con;upt his Honefty; 
or (educe him from the Friend(hip he 
bore Ftrdiccasj he treacheroufly ibught 
bis Deith» and had certainly accom^ 
plift'd i«, but that Eumenes privately 
made his efcape by night, and (b avoid* 
ed the danger. 

In the mean time, whilft thefe ambi- 
tious Defigns were forming, there (eem*d 
to be laid the Foundation of thofe en- 
filing War« , which ( after /Jlexanders^ 

DcatU'> 
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Death ) rag'd even to the Exc^on of 
the levd^al Parties in the Conceft ; and 
all of them ( as one Nfan ) joined them- 
felvcs in a Confeder«y, to fuppref^ P^ 
Jkcas, and prevent'bis growing Gfeat- 
nefs. Now, tho Eitmenes wal ft'nfiUe 
of the danger of his ('riend, and kndvr 
that he was unaWe to ftem the Tydc, or 
irtth his fmgle Fortes otef-power that 
fotoidable and nnited Body of Men, 
that wercf railed againft him, yet hfe 
wodki not defert him in eijftremity, bat 
was more mindful rf hfs Honoar, than 
theconfideration of his otn^ (afety ; Ter^^ 
diccas had put Mm in a place of Tin>ft; 
arid conftituted him Governor of that 
i^n of JfiA^ which ties bettl^ixt Mount 
Taurus and the HelUffmt^ and fi^ him 
dommodiouflyattbatPoft) IbrHht con*^ 
wrriency of il«9{>pmg the EurcfJmnsj auid" 
kc!eping them fvdm falling in opoti' ilhtf 
Rear, wbilft b^ih the mean tichirnnder- 
took an Eipedltldh intd Bj yfir, afftd de- 
fied to encounter Ptolemy. And j»pt 
%ufHenes wds left in no good cenklitiim ten' 
%hi, for the Troops he had. witbhW 
vmt not confideW!Me either for Nttmv 
ber or Courage, being fortlheMoft parr 
raw, «idun^pei^en(tM, ignorant of all 
Dffbipllne, and raiVd haftily- fdbm die 
R«fUfe>6f the Pe6f>le : fothatwhehCrj-' 
and AfiUjmer ( Men o1^ Renpwni 
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ai>d Terror in the Art of War ) were 
iiiid CO have pafs'd the fklkffoat^ and ad- 
vancing towards him with an Army of 
o\di\AhcedQnian Soldiers (where by the 
w«^ I muft tell you, that thefe Macfdoni-' 
^1^ Soldiers were thought as terrible in 
t^(6 Titfade of War* as the RomMiZtc 
now wth us ; for thofe are ever counted 
tte beft Soldiers, that are levy'd from 
that Country which is the Seat of the 
Empire ) Eumenes was confident,: that 
if his Menfhould Imow the Power and 
Sitength. of the Enemy , and; againftf 
Whom they were drawn out to Fight, 
they would be fo far from going ctear^ 
fwy vnpon the .Expedition, thattbe^ 
vroukhdrop down dead^ H^h th^:neilis; 
Ir.wta his caire therefore^co preferve thtor 
in igmnanoe of his defign, .and tbkad 
thcfiiriCiirough unknown arid by^roadsi^' 
Whioref do oectainuckr anthentick Intelli*- 
gjbnoff wold po&tAf come to di&bufl^* 
tbem ; and to bear them In hand, tfaaQ* 
their Anns were to be. empIoy'd.ag^iDDft 
ibt^BarkniiansjtArafetigp the infi^oiR! 
of ariorrjof People;^ t\mt had dSa?A^il^. 
^omsaada^b of Hoftiliry^ to their Couth 
try: a&ingtbenefore by thefe miiiafitixs? 
offecirefyihe bad AdadhaH'd arid dt^poa'd 
his Afmy^iii rhe beft -Ah^ in the Woi^. 
&if thtlbigagemenc ^aodrluidifuire end^ 
fedihcr: Umdi^ before ever theSoldieste^ 
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knew their Adverfaries, or againft whom 
they drew their Swords ; and yet it is to 
be confefs'd, that'this overthrow is to be 
a(cribed to another rea(bn, viz^ to the 
advantageous chcHce he made of the 
ground, wherein hisHorfe alone (which 
was the ftrength of his Army ) might 
bear the Onfet and Attacque of the E- 
iiemy; and He not obliged to expofe ^bis 
Infantry to the Shock, which was very 
inconfiderable. 

In this (mart Conflift, wl^ich lafted 
almoA till night , Ctaterus the General, 
and NeoptoUmus J who had the fecond 
place of Command in the Field, were 
bothilain : Eammes engaged Perfonaily' 
in the Fight mtli Neoptolemsisy arid fi>'; 
Potent was their hatred and ammofoy 
to each other , that when their GrapUog . 
had diflqdg'd the Aiders from their Hor^ 
fes, ^nd thrown them both tov cfafr^ 
Girodndt they conld hot be diiengag'd 
from their hold , or. parted by anjri 
thing imt the death^of one of tfao CoinA > 
batants , lb tbar they feem to have^ borcf? 
aA internal malice, and to bdvejV^g'd 
War principally in their Mindfii^?.and 
made their Bodies, only ieconds.Bnd In- 
fixun^ts in theX^rrel. In this Con- 
Hi^Sumenes receivU.fome fmall wounds» 
bocthey were tibcib dangerous rdi^^.iQb 
da^bim, for his Curep to found ^Ai.*j 
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mi Iwve tfte Fierd, but rather a- 
ted bim to a frelh Purfuit, and a 
Jtlgdfoiis Slaughter of the Enemy. 
lat tl^hen he had entirely rouitd the 
(^, daih Crnterus, and taken a valt 
btt of JPfirbWH^ (of the beft Rank 
Qjialify in the Army ) the Foot 
g tfteWfclves deftituie of Succour, 
^g^din fiidh narrow places, where 
rltnpoflible fAr them to make their 
ft with fafety: fnrrender'd them- 
5 Bpion Crtfcretion, and prayM for 
fttt. Tht)^ ho fooner obtained this 
1C of their Lives from Ef/me^es^hut 
Iftfcroiifly, upon the firft opportunity 
C'th^ir Faith, and ( contrary to the 
Igcfifient of Cj^tives ) revolted with 
ilifth fp^d Is th^y were able to the 
flics Gamp, and took patt with Anti- 
'* HoweVef £i»;*^e;ieigenerotilly la- 
''d t6 recover Cratents from his 
Mids , who wlas brought from the 
I with fom* faint breathings and figrts 
ife, to his lentj and when he faw 
^Was irtip^lttble for Art to cu^e

brt, and to the Friendlhip that was

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Whilft thefe great Affion? wei 
chiev'd about the HelUffont^ Pa 
was treacheroufly kill'd in an En 
ment upon che River JV//e, by & 
and Antigofjus ; (b that the whole j 
niftration of Affairs dcvolv'd upon 
pater. Herethofe who had ddert< 
Army, by a Council of War wer 
claimed Traitors, and ( tho abl 
condemned to lofe their Heads* An 
the number of thofe who lay 11 nA 
hard Sentence 9 Eumenes was chief; 
was really difturb'd at the Injufl 
his Fate, but not to that degree 
make him defpond , or defift fron 
profecution of the War. And yc 
Proftription ^ tho it might feera 
nificant to affedt a Man that was 
in Arms ; yet it had this effed, as 
bate the Greatnefe of that Co 
which it was unable utterly to 
throw. Antigonus^ ( who was pre 
with good ftore both of Ammunicic 
Men} in purfiiance to this E 
followed £iyi99ei9ei in the Rear, and 
fome difturbances to his Troops by 
Skirmiihes on the Road s but wa& 
able to force him to a pitcht Battel 
in fuch narrow places 1 where a 
Party was fufficientto engage the 
of bis whote Army. And yet at laft^ 
he was not. to be undermin'd by I 
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orPrndence, he was fupplanted and al- 
ffloft ruin'd by the Treachery of a Multi- 
tude i but yet, even here he extricated 
himfelf out of this difficulty rand^with the 
lofiof (bme of bis Men, retir'd (afe to a 
Gtadel in Vbrygia^ call'd Nora ; wherein 
be was fo dole befieg'd by jintigonus^ and 
abridgM of room to Air his Horfts in, 
that he fearM their dilTuetude from Exer- 
dfe would fpeedily breed a Murrain, and 
canfe a deftrudion amongft tbem j (b 
thac to prevent this inconvenience, he 
madeufeof an expedient, whereby they 
might in the fame Stall procure a better 
Appetite to their Fodder,andyet not want 
the benefit. of Riding. He devis'd this 
way i apd ty*d their Heads fo high to 
die Rack with Halters, that they could by 
no means touch the Earth with their fore- 
fixet 'j and then his Grooms, with the 
Difcipline of the Whip, laying on behind, 
Qhlig*d them to leap and kick backwards, 
ip. revenge the ftroke. This motion, or 
agitation of Body, caus'd as much 
Sweating as if they had been actually 
Breath'd in a Courfe. So thtt ( what was 
die moft wonderful thing of all ) by this 
Management the Horfes were broughc 
from the Caftle , after many Months 
Siege, as clean and in as good liking as 
if tbey had been air'd every day in the 
Fields. When be was thus blockM up, as 
Mx ' '" ofc 
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oft as he thon^ annaitat^fKt flodr 
Incirfnns ituo rhe Enemy's Cafli|^ «Ml 
eitbcrlrornt or demoBfliM' Ac Fofoficaii- 
ons and Entrencbmefus of:4gtignm$i tat 
ftill he kept fatmrdf doTeinfab GbrUoii 
dnrjn;; the Wimtr fealbn, becaiie he 
could not in tbe Field have theadtaiiage 
ofaCafttefor his defence and flicker; 
bnr as foon as the Spring approackti 
under the pretence ofyeilding the fiMOt% 
and maldng Conditions of Pcaoei tie 
impos'dnpon Ant^onus^sOSacrs^ vtho 
had the management of the Treaty ) and 
delivered himfelf and his Soldiers both 
from the ftraimefiand danger oTthcSege. 

To him OtjMpiasj the Motliir of 
Akxandeu n^ade her application, and 
addrefst from Eyirus ( where Oc then 
dwelt ) Letters to him into Afi^ to 
importune his Aid, and defire Ims Affi* 
ftance to recover MactJon, and mfdk her 
in the poifcfGon of that Empire. EimMMex^ 
in his Aniwer, advis'd her to defilt from 
her Prctenfions, or at leaft to wait the 
time^ when the Son of Alexander ftoBld 
afliime the Government; but if her Am- 
bition ihould hurry her, againft this 
Advice, to invade Macedonyby all means 
fhe ought to forget old Injuries, artd not 
exercife iny afts of Cruelty againft her 
Stibjefts: ShefoMow'dtioneof hfeCoteWfel;

vrtere Antigonus wz^ oon^^ntXy worfted,, 
and obliged xo retire to his Winter-quar- 
va^mMidU : He in the mean time lodgM 
iusForces in the Country of f er/?«,notas if 
hehadchofe the place for any advantage 
10 btmfelf but the obftinacy of his Souldters 
obfiged him to it ;for that Wing of his 
Anny ( with which Alexander overrun 
J^ , and Conquered Verfia ) were fo 
irifolent with the fenfe of their former 
Vidx>ries, aod the Glory they Atchierd 
Aei:e ,£bat they thought it their Bufinefs 
toCbmmandandnot Follow their Lead^ 
eit.

Eumenes 
if whofe Spirit was troubled more at the 
impertinence of the Vifits , than at the 
gief of bis Confinement ) told Owh 
marcbus^ one day in Company , when^ 
hehad been long in Prifbn, T'hatbewop- 
dredhe bad been kept three days without 
Death or Releajement ; that it was not 
fuitable io the methods vf Prudence toufe a 
Captk/e-fii but that Antigonus ought «• 
iber to Execute him frefently , or dijmifs 
ism fafgf loaded with afprehenfions of Gra^ 
titude to bis Friends. Onomarchus^ ftart- 
led at the boldnels of this Difcourfe, 
JVhdti fays he , If you have really this 
Courage and Bravery which you pretend^ 
whySdnot you chufe rather to dye Honou- 
rably in tbe Field j than fall ignominioufiy 
into the bands of jour Enemy ? Oh I would 
to God J fays Eumenes, this had been in 
my V ewer or choice ; but this could not pof 
fiky be m^ Fdte^ for I never in all my tife^ 
time had the Glory to encounter a braver 
Manjhan myfelfj and never contefied the 
foint tf Valour with any Hera yet.^ bu$ 
forced htih to yields and own me the Cosh 
pter9r'y\Md''miw tb^ lam baftly inyom' 
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Tower % yet my ignominy is to he afcri- 
bed to the Treachery of my friends^ 
and not to the Frowefs of my Adverfary. 
Neither was any thing of this Difcourfet 
tho it (eem'd a Rant, fal(e \ for he bad 
both a Majefty in his prefence, that 
firuck an awe and terror into the Be- 
holder, and fuch a Gigantick firmnels 
in his Make and Limbs, asleem'd to be 
composed only for Work and Labour, 
and yet there was fuch a Symmetry and 
proportion of parts , as rendred hiai 
both Auguft and Comely. 

Antiffonus durft not haftily and alone 
determine of this Mans Fate, but left 
hiscafe tQ the Confideration and Wifdom 
of his Council : Here many of the Board 
ftood ji(toni{h^d at the negle^ of yufiice^ 
•and wondred that Execution was not pre^ 
fintly done upon an Enemy ^ who for many 
years had laid wafie and ravaged their 
Country^ flain the chief of their Cofnrnan- 
dersj and fut juch a Terror and ConBernar 
tion amotsgfl the JRefi , that they had been 
brought even to extremity and dejfair ; and 
if thefenfe of thefe injuries is not fufficient 
tojufiifie or provoke his Ruin^ yet let the 
danger of his Perfon weigh fomething tor 
wards his Death : dis long as he is in beings 
there can be nofecurity for our frefervati- 
on , but we ffjall be confiantlj rfraid^ lefi

ceivM at Court with all pofTible demon- 
ftration of kindnels , who for the (pace 
of fefenyeaiiS was a conftant: "Favourite 
and Attendant to King Philips and after- 
wards was admitted to the hune place in 
^lexMJers, efteem , and enjoy'd it thir- 
teen yearsi more, to that degree ^ that 
in fais time he was conftituted Matter of 
thcHorfe inthe SOCIAL ARMT^ 
«{ho alio, after his Deacb,wa$ Command- 
e:rinChief pf^be whole Army, and ei- 
ther repelled the violenceof . bis en- 
croaching Competitors, or flew them in 
the Fight, maintaining the Boundaries 
and juft Umits of their Power ): thus I 
fiiy, di^ this Great Commander, inthe 
ferty-fifth year of his Age, and fell a 
Vi^m to theTreacbery of Ws Soldiers, 
rather than overcome by the Prowels of 
Antigonus. It is ea(y toju(!jg what opi- 
nion the Ofiicers ( who (tiled themfelve^ 
Kings after Alexanders Death ) had of 
this Mans Merit , and Valour, by this 
tingle inftance of their Pride ; fince, in 
his Life-time, they durft not affume that 
fwelling Title , but were content with 
the Name and Appellation of Trafelfs ; 
but after his Fall , took the Honour of 
chd Name , and all the outward Orna- 
ments that belong to Soveraignty and a 
Crown'd Head j neither did they perform

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^ffOCJjO W*.tfie Athenian y tho 
he was niariy ttmesr]^ a ] Chief 
Comm&nder of tlie Forces of his 
Cbuntry , and (5ne Who- bore 
the higeft Offices in the City; yet is He 
much more known for Iritegriey andA- 
grecablrnefi of Life , than for any Kfi- 
Btary Exploits. Hence 'tis, there is no

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account of Thcfe upon Record ; but vcry^ 
much (aid of bis txabCt way of IMng^ 
and other poprdarQuafitie5,wtiidigaTcr 
him the Sirrtamc of Tie Beneficent {^i^- 
He was nerer Rich, tho the (creral Places 
of Honour and Profit, freely given lifm 
by the People, might have plentiftalljr 
filPd htsCo&rsi When KingPfcAffc 1 
prefenced him with a vaft fom ofMoney^ 
and by his Ambafiadors preis^d 1^ 
earneftly to accept it ^ advifing Ifim 
withal, Tiat^ tho He far bis au/n fart, 
might eafilj Jifpence vntb the want ef it; 
yet he ought to he concern d for the rood of 
his Children , to whom it might *e d^» 
ficult m a low Ebb ef Fortune, to nsmntam 
the Greatnefs of their Faibsrs CbarsBer ;

Nor was 
Male-Admintftration his only Crime i 
rbey acaifed him for violating the com- 
mon Obfigatfons of Friendlhip: For 
Vhereashehad beenadvancM, to thofe 
Honours which be had^by the Eloquence 
and Intereft of Demofthenes > and parti- 
cularly when he took his part againfl: 
Csresj £4/3 in a Capital Caiife t had 
been defended by him 9 and clearly 
brought off in open Court ; be did not 
only not defend Demofihems ; but^as was 
ikid, pedidioufly betray'd him. But, the 
Crime that moftof all causM his Ruin, 
was thisi When the Government of the 
City was in his hands, and he had notice 
given by Dtrcillus , t ^ ] ^hat Nicanor^ 
Csffapders Lieutenaut General, had a de- 
fijgn to furprize Piraeus ; andalTo was de- 
fir'd to take (pecial care , that the City 
(bould not want Provifion : He faid pubi- 
fickly in the hearing of the People, 1 hat 
therp was no danger at all ; and pro- 
mis'd them ^hat He would engage his 
life for their fccurity. Not long after, 
Nuanor took Tineus: And, when the 
People rofe in Arms to regain it (with- 
out the Poffeffion of that Fort Athens 
cannot long fubfift ) he not only negled^- 
f4 to Summon the reft of the Citizens to 
N 5 i\i«* 
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tbcir Affiftancei but refui^d to pUt hltriiJ 
felf in the heaidtf thofc that were ready 
tomaketheAflault. 

At that time, there wftfe two Fadtions 
in Athens ; Ofte ftood for' the'Libeftieat 
of the People , the Offier (^ amohgflt 
whom werfe Phochn atid Veftfettius Fha- 
lerus [f ^ ) alflefted the Prerogative^ 
of the Nobility : Both courted thfe Pro- 
teftion and Favour of the Maeidmia^s ; 
for the Chief of the Popular Party fe- 
vour'd t^] Polyperconi the NoWefi fi- 
ded with Caf under. ' During thdeHdats, 
Toljffercon drove Cajfdnder bu< of Mace^ 
Jonia. By this Viftory tlie People get- 
ting the upper hand , immcdiatdy cois 
demnM all the Heads of tlie oppoiite 
Fadion, arid bamlh'd them the City : 
Amongft whom were Vbocim and De«te- 
triusThalerus. This done, theydifpatch 
an Exprefsto Volyfercon^ about tfiebufi- i 
nefs, and dcfire him that he would coh- ■ 
firm their [/&3 Decree; Tboaon undfe^ 
ftandingthis, went thither in Perfim; 
and as foon as he appeared, order W!is 
given that he fliould plead his ov^rt 
Caufe, in/^rw indeed before King [ij 
Tbilip^ but in tffeH before Polnercoif^ iot

thefe Bones a more honourable Burial; 
It happened accordingly :^for within a fijort 
time , finding their Error, in taking off 
jo brave a Man , They r ever fed the fen- 
t€n€e,fol€mnlj interred his Body, Erected 
0^ Statue in "Honour of Him at tbejoublick 
'^B i ' and condemned , cr banified all 
fbat bad ^^J ^^^ i^bis Accufation. 

THE 
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rintbianhoxny was With- 
oyt doubt, in the general 
efteem.of the Wbrld, a 
verx.-.v.Epiinent Main ; 
for be/b^d the bappineJBi 
to which few or none eould arrive, of 
freeing, his Native Country from the 
oppreffion of a Tyrant, of redeeming 

the 
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tltfC!^ tX'Sjracufe^ to who^^ affilfence 
hlfe 'Wai^ leM) from a long continued 
Bbndage, and of reftoring all Skilj to its 
fopmer condition, idiich had been long 
barraffd bj Wdr, and the inhumane 
ufige of the C tf 1 Bafhariam. Bpt in the 
liianskghig of dll thofe Affairs^ be met 
MMk rh^ differel^t Adventures; and 
*bat is thought to be the hardeft en- 
counter of the two, he behav'd himfelf 
rfehief the more differently in'his Profpe- 
my^ than in his Adverfity. For when his 
BiTXhef Tttmfhanes , who was made 
Oemral by the Coritithims^ by the help 
oFhis Mercenary Sbuldiers had invaded 
Ac Soveraignty, and Tmoleon might 
Save had a fhaTe in the Royalty with 
Sit», He *^9 fo far from abetting any 
llich peice of Villany, that he put a 
ftiBch greater value upon his Fellow 
Cltteens Liberty, than he did upon his 
Brothers Life, and look'd upon himfelf 
infinitely more oblig'd to live in obedi- 
ence to the Laws of his Country than 
to rule over it* Being a Man of thefe 
principles, he contriv'd to have his Bro- 
ther the Tyrant Murther'd by a certain 
Sdothlaver, and another who was rela- 
tedto 'etn both, as having married their 
fetori" Sifter both by Father and Mother. 
!n which Murther he was fo far from 
V having any hand, that he would not fo 
i,i ■ . much 
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Thefe things b^g happily Atcb^v'd, 
and finding by ^ ]ong .CQ^inJuance of 
War, that not oplyCountjries, biw.Cities 
alft) were cJepopulated,he dpe'w togethq: 
all pofltble Recruits, mft oitheSiciliMs^ 
then orndw Planters whidi be broja^f 
over froin ^ Corinth^ becafife the . Qfy 
SyracufiW^ by them Originally Fouiijd^' 
ed» To tk^ cid Inhabitants he rcftortd 
their own ; W divided anaong tbofe q^ 
the new Pljaneatiot^. th^ llftates of (udi 
wbofe offHiers bad beifalgft jn the Wars- 
he repaired the . ruinated Cit.rea, and 
demQli{li'4 Templi^?' v be $re(fled aneut 
the (evjeraH States upon their dd Laws 
and Liberries, and f|fter a rnplt dreacjfi^ 
War, fetfl^ (b gre^t ^P^^ and Qpjet 
through th^ )Whple; lflapd> that he might 
rather be taj^nfor^ the Founder of thqfe 
Ckies, thai} ithiey w)iq b^d ^t 6rft Placated! * 
'em. The Git^dgl of %f^f^ which i)i(^:!^ 
njfius h?d Foi?tifi*(l, on pufpofe to Wpcfe 
up the TflWn,: he cra^'d frpm the y^jr 
Found^tipn. , flqighted all other Bulwarks 
of Tyrannical Qovernfnent, and^did^ 
what in.liim lay, that as few mark^ of 
Bondage as co^ld might ren^ain. Having 
fi) great Power, as that he could have- 
extorted obedience from them \ and again 
being fuch a Favourite ofay x^'StcUifins^ 
that he might have copia ^pxhe Crown^ 
by a unamimous iconfent^^ hje cboie 

i;ad2cr 
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aw% ; and took particular care to fee 
him^Jkfely conveyM to the Gity of C&^ 
rintbf which had been frequently fup- 
ported by the aid and afliftance it re- 
OMvy from both the Dionyfii. Of which 
Farour TtmoUm was willing to leave a 
Memorial ; efteeming that ConqUeft 
itaach more Honourable , which had 
in it more of Mercy than Cruelty. In a 
word, he fcnt him thither alive, that the 
World might not receive it by Tradition 
only, but be eye- witneffes, what a Perfon- 
age he had reduced from (b great an 
unphre to fb mean a condition. After 
Diimjfius^s departure, Ttmokon engaged 
m a frefli War with Icetds. who had 
adted contrary to Dimyfius^s intereft^ 
notfb much outof diflike or hatred of 
his Tyranny, as out of private intreft ^ 
as was plain from his unwillihgneis to 
quit. his Command , when Dionyfiusviu 
deposM. Jc^^tfj being defeated, 7li»e>/ftfii 
routed a very formidable Army of the 
Carthaginians at the River CrimiffksyZnd 
obliged them to reft contented, if they 
might be permitted to live quietly in 
Africkj who for many years paft Ijad 
been in poffcffion of Sicily. Befides all 
this, he took MamercusBn Italian Com- 
mander Prifoner; a very Warlike Man, 
and one of great intereft, who had come 
over into Sicily to the Afliftance of the 
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at any time be had heard Umfel 
rofi'd, he would only tcply , That he 
did (ignaUy blefi the Gods, and ms 
bound upon thac paiticolac acsoonr to 
be alwayes diankfuL, fai diat«.«faeii cbc; 
Gods were gradoafly jiieai^ to iaak 
Sfraenfe^ they made dioioe of . him afi^ 
tneir Unworthy Inttriiment For her 
thought, that no humane aftioQS woo 
brought to perfeftion without an ofrfvjL 
ruling Providence. And therefcne he- 
Erected a private Chappeliiiliialioofetir> 
Fortune, where he with much confbmqf ^ 
and zeal paid his Devotions. 

Befides this moft excellent temper oF 
hiS) feveral remarkable Aobidems cSork^ 
Gurr'd to render him famous* For all^ 
his moft memorable Battels happenVl to 
be fought upon the day oa Which he 
was born; fo that it fell out; that- alt 
Skily made their Anniverfary FcaftSr: on 
his Birth-day. When ont*haphffimi^$n 
inconfiJerablei fawcy, and .ur^rateful 
Fellow, requir'd ftipuladonof liim for an 
appearance, under colourof an Aftion 
that he had againft him ; and the Mul- 
titude flocking together, endeavour'd 
forcibly cocurb the pretenders iafolence; 
TtmoUon befeech'd 'em to defift ; Al- 
Iedging,Tbat he had gone through great 
hardftiips, and extreand dangers^ chiefly , 
upon Che aocoonc^ thac I^fbjfiius and 
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others ought enjoy their Liberty, t'or 
the true natureof Freedom is, that any 
toe may try dnt whatever Caufe he 
lias by due courfe of Law. When another 
VdloV9ymnQh\\k(iiLaphjifii0s, Demanetus 
by namfc, in a^.harangue^ before all the 
People^ Affemtelfjl in ^Council, had 
demited from^-the Glctff of 7^(?/^(?»V 
Adions , and bad (harply inveigh'd a- 
gainft him» he made 00 other anfwer, 
but that he now found that his Prayers 
were heard ; For he had ever made it 
his bfUnUe Requeft to the Gods, that 
the ' SjTdcuJians fnight injoy fuch a 
liberty, whereby every one might be 
free to (peak his Sentiments of whom he 
pleas*d When he dy*d, he was interr'd 
at. the publick charge of the Sjracufiant 
(in an Academy 9 which had its de- 
nomination from him ) all finely attend* 
inghis Funerals.

Sicily without their Arms ; He bravely 
and (harply replied, that tho his Count^ 
being poor, could yield him no afliftanoe 
yet he would rather dye, than return to 
bis home with fiich Ignonuny and Re- 
proach. Fork would not oonfift with 
hb Valour, caniely to deliver up to bis 
Enemies thofe Weapons whidi were 
committed to his Truft for die defence 
of his Countrey» Upon this his refohi- 
tion Catulus complied. 

But Hamslcar^ ib (bon as he arrived 
at Cattbsget found the Commonwealth 
in a conduion wode than he expeded. 
For by the long continuance of the For- 
reign Wart Inteftine difoords were lb 
. much heig^tned, that C^ritfe^ was n^ 
ver in the like dangerous cooditbn , un- 
lefi wh^ it was quite razfd aqd demo- 
lifliM. For the Meroenarsrq Sokliefs, 
who were twenty thouland ftrong, and 
( who had formerly fought againft die 
Romans) Revolting, drew all /^rica to 
their Party, and likewile bdieg^ C^ 
tbage. By which great mbfpnune tbe 
Carthaginians Were fo Terrified, that 
they fought for Aid and Protedion from 
their greateft Enemies, the Ramans^ and 
obtained their Requeft. Bat in fine, 
when they were almoft reduced to the 

utmoit 
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tttmoftcztrcinkies of milery and defpair, 
they voted Hamilcar their General. Who 
not only made thole Rebels, who were 
above twenty thoufand , to raife their 
fiege from before Carthage^ but alfo for- 
ced them to that extremity, that (hut- 
ting them up in places where they were ^ 
▼oidof all relief, more perilh'd by Fa- 
mine than were kill'd by the Sword. He 
brought back again the revolted Towns 
to their former Duty and Obedience ; 
and amongft the reft, Utica and Hiffo^ 
the two wealthieft Cities of all Africa. 
Neither was he He fatisfied with this ; 
but be alio enlarg'd the Empire, and all 
j^i was fo (etied, that none could 
nnagine that there had been any War 
there for many years before. - 

TTiefe things being finilh'd by him fo 
focoefifully , out of a couragious and 
an exafpenited mind againft^^the Romans^ 
and that He might more bandfomely 
pick a Quarrelivith them> he contriv'd 
that he himfelf fhould go Commander 
imh an Army into S^ain^ taking along 
with him his young Son Hannibal^ then 
but nine years old. With him marcbc 
Hafdrubal^ that Beautiful and brave 
Youth; whom (bme think to have 
been bdovM too much by Hamilcar^ in 
a manner not allowed to bis Sex : For 
great men feldom efcape ill Mens ma i-

AS 'tis a Truth of nndpubt- 
ed Certainty , That tlMS 
Romans did exceed all 
other People in Bravery; 
(blikewilemuft itbecoii^ 
' feft, That Hamibal 'was 
^ far above all other Comnianders tor 
\Ai Wifdoin and Condudbi as the Ro^ 
man Valour wa{^ pior^ eminent 
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than that of all different Nati- 
ons. For during the whole time that 
Italy was the Seat of bis Aftion, Suc^eis 
continually waited on his Arms ; in- 
Ibmuch, that had not the Envy of his 
Enemies at home unfortunately hindred 
bis progrels abroad , He (eems to have 
been fufficiently able to have made an 
abiblute Conqueft over the Reman Em- 
pire. But too numerous were his de- 
traAing Foes , to be Encounter'd by 
the Gallantry of a finglc Perfon. He 
lb improved the Hatred that his Father 
bore the Roman Nation, and which was 
in ^manner Hereditary to Him, that 
He would (boner have parted with his 
Ufey tban in the leaft have abated of 
his Averfion to that People. For tho 
he lay under the unhappy circumftan- 
cesof a BanifliedMan, and confequent- 
\y was obliged to Forreign Princes for 
thdr afljiftancc, yet Heneverceas'd(at 
leaft in bis intention ) to wage War 
with the Romans. Not to inftance in 
King Vbilif (whom he render'd anEne- 
my to that N^tion^ tho he had not 
the advantage of Confulting with hini^ 
inPerlbn) H? poflefe'd King Antiochus^ 
a Prince of tbii^ greateft Strength and 
Power of thol^ times 9 with (0 eager a 
defire of making War upon them, that 
herajiedchi^^tiolej^orceof his Empire,

as Tar as the RtdSes^ witfa a dcSffi to 
Invade fr^ /y. To this Autieehms it wa^ ' 
ihar EmbaflTadors were (em ftxxn Itonr, 
ro the intent ttiey might inform Aem-* 
fclves of his Rdbludons , and u(e all 
poflible endeavours, by anderiiand Pofi- 
cies, to bring Hannibal into fiiJ^HOon 
with the King, by aiToring Him, that- 
( as if they bad unthdrawn bim from 
his Fidelity) He now efpon^d a qoife . 
different Intereft than He bad fcMmerly \ 
(erved. '1 hej' effefted this with no fmaB • 
ibcceft, as Hannibal foon perceived, 
when he found that He was turn'd out 
of the Privy Council ; fo that at acorn 
venient time, Hefirft waits on the Kingr. 
and having put him in mind cf bis gr^ 
Loyalty to him, and his Hatred to the^ 
Roman People, he added over* and- 
above , When I was a Boy of about mne' 
years of Age^ my Fathfr H^milcarbein^ [ 
iifm his defanurefromCznh^gti 'as Ge-^--^ 
ner^linio SpZin^ajfer^Jup Sacrifice to the-- 
Great Jrtpiter -^ during which Solemmtji'[\ 
he asked we, whether I would bear him--' 
company to the Camp j TMcb when /<■* 
readily accej/ted of^ and,, biganto impdr^ 
tune htm ^ that he wouli not Jcrufteti^'^ 
take me along with Him \ I iM (1ky$ fc'e) ' ; 
grant yiur Reejttefi'^^frovided^ySUivillt'a^

Vpon-wbtch he ltd me to tS/ Altar where -^ 
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be defigni td Sacrifice. And when ( acr 
carJingtoCtiJtom ) I had laid my Hands 
Ufpn it J the refi of the company being at 
a diftance^ he commanded me to (v/ear^ That 
I would never he in Friendjhip wifh the 
Roman People. This Oathy which my Fa*

Jitiohr So that ncn^ if ycu entertain any 
thoughts of contraifhg any kind of Friend- 
jhip 'Witb the Romans , ^fwill be ycur 
ovijefi courfe to conceal it from my know-- 
ledg'j but m the ether hand ^ whenever you 
defiffi a War with them j ycu \^ill *uerj

'TWias^ at this Age he a*ccompanied 
his Father into 5/7r?/w, after whofe Death 
Hafdrubat fticceeding as General, the 
Command of the Cavalry wa&conferr'd 
upon Him ; snd Hafdrubal not long 
aft(?r being Murder'd, the Army unani- 
moufly chofe Him in his place h an ac- 
count of which no fboner reached Car- 
thage^ but was receiv d with the public 
Approbation of the State.Thns HanmbaU 
not yet twenty-five years of Age, was 
afttially General of all the Carthaginian 
forces,and within the (pace of three years 
' . after^ 
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after, fabdued all the Countries of Spaing 
He took Saguntum ( a City in Alliance 
with the Romans ) by Storm. He raised 
three vaft Armies ; one of which he lent 
into Afric^ another he left with his Bro- 
ther kafdrubal in Sfain^ and the third 
he Commanded in Perfon into Italy. He 
pafs'd the Tyrenean Mountains, and all 
along as he marched, having frequent En- 
counters with the Inhabitants, He Con- 
quer'd all He Fought. Coming at laft 
to thofe Alp which divide Italy from C^/- 
liay the Inhabitants opposed his Paf- 
fage^whiph Hefoon laid open by cutting 
them in pieces. He was the firft Man that 
ever led an Army over thefc Mountains, 
except Hercules the Grecian^ from whofe 
paffage they took their Namc.Here Han- 
Tz/Wopend the Way, and fortified the 
Pafs, making (q great an alteration, that 
the Elephants, together with their Furni- 
ture, could march conveniently in that 
;jrery place, where before a fingle Man, 
thounarm'd, could fcarce creep along. 
From hence leading his Forces into Ttalu 
he had an Encounter on the River Rhme^ 
with F. C. Scipo the Conful , and put 
him to flight. He fought himlikewife 
near the River Pc, for the Town CU- 
ftidium^ where Scifto himfelf was 
wounded, and his Army utterly routed, 
lie bad a third Battel With bim and his 
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CoUegue Tiberius Longus^ who ad- 
vanced towards Him near the River Trt- 
. ^itf, where he engaged them,and defeat- 
ed themboth. Marching at length through 
Liguria^ he croft'd the Afpemne Hills, 
intending for Hetruria. In this march 
be was extraamly affli<fted with a di- 
ftemper in his Eyes, to that degree, that 
he could never recover the perfeft ufe 
of his right one again ; But notwith- 
ftanding his indifpofuion was fuch that 
be was forc'd to be carried in a Litter, 
he obtained a very fignal Viftory over 
C. Flaminius the Confiil, at the Lake 
t /I 3 TlraJimenus^whQvc having circun>- 
vented him by ambufhy he cut him off 
•with his whole Army. In a (hort time 
after, be lerv'd C. Centenius in the fame 
manner , who with a chofen party of 
Men, had poffefsM himfelf of the Tops 
of the Mountains* He came from 
4ence into Apulia ^ where the two 
Confuls C. Terentius Varrc^ and Luci" 
us Vaulus nAiLmilius advanced towards 
Himt and in one Battel be roueed 
both their Armii^s-; In which Engage- 
ment Lucius Paulus the Conful was 
kiird,with many more who had fuftainM 
that Dignity, amongft whom was Cn. 
Serilius Geminus ^ wSo had enjoyed it 
the foregoing yegr. After this Adion, 
He nwrch'd to Rome without any Op- 

pofitioa^ 
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pofirioa He halted for fome time on 
the neighbouring Mountains, and in a 
few<layes after decamp'd from thenoe. 
In his return to Capua^ Q^Fabitu Maxi- 
mus the Roman Dictator, oppos'd bimielf 
to hifti in the Falemian Field, Tho the 
Streights ' were (b very narrow, that 
HarmikaPs Army was perfijftly (but dp, 
y^t by the advantage of the Night be 
got away without any damage. Here 
It was that he outwitted that ftibtle 
Commander F^/^;«/ ; For in ^the dead 
of thtf "Kight he comcnlnds *is SdoidfWs

For as it was ailtomary at 
Rome^ yearly to elec!^ two Confuls ; at 
Carthage two Kings were annually 
choien. He acquitted himfelf in this Em- 
ployment, with the fame Prudence as he 
did in War; For he took care, that 
the new Impofts (hould not only furnifli 
Mony for thel'ribute paid to the Rowans^ 
bat tteit (bme over and above (hould 
be left to lay up in the Exchequer. 7 he 
year after hiss Prsetorfhip , Lmbaffadors 
afrnving at Carthage , Hamjibal fufpeft- 
ing they came to demand him, privately 
lakes ihip before they could have Au- 
dience of the Senate, and flies to King 
A9ttiochi4s in 5yrw; which when the Car- 
tbagimans knew, they immediately fent

tbaginiani being informM, they us'd 
hinv with the fame feverity they had in- 
flicted on bis Brother. Thus their A&irs 
being in an ill condition, they (et fail for 
Afia to King Antiochus. There are tW( 
different accounts given of the Death c 
Mago^ fome Anchors affirming that I 
periihed by Shipwrack ; others, that 
was murdered by his own Servants. F 
Antiochus hearkenM to tiannibals Cc 
feU as well in the management of 
War, as he had done in the undertakir 
the decifion of the Empire of the V 
might have been nearer the River 
than the Streights of TbermofyU 
tiotwithftandingi this Great Comn 
well underftood the Imprudence 
Condudt, yet he would never fori? 
in any Enterprize. He was mi 
miral of a fmall Fleet, with c 
convey tbeovftottv Sjria \tvtp A 
•"•lis he \nga^edt\\t RbodUn^? 
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Vwmfbylian Sea; who being very much 
Saperior<o him in number, his party was 
beaten , tho that Squadron which he 
himfelf fought in, had the advantage of 
Ae Enemy. After the Defeat of An- 
tinhus^ Hannibal fearing leaft he would 
deliver Him up to the Remans ( as cer- 
tsdnly he would have done, had not He 
ptevented him) went in to Crtte to 
the Gortynians, that he might have time 
there to confider y how to difpofe of 
Hfanfelf hereafter. And here out of 
his extraordinary fubtilty , he forefaw 
be (hould be in great danger, by reafbit 
of the Covetous humor of the Cretans.Fot 
hte brought a confiderable fum of mo- 
neys with Him, the rumour of Which 
be' knew was already fpread abroad. 
This therefore was his device ; Having 
ffllM a great number of Veffels with 
Ibead, and covering the top of them 
with Gold and Silver, He places them 
in the Temple of Diana^ in the preftncc 
of the Gmmyans ; pretending that He 
committed his whole Fortune to their 
Truft. After he had put this cheat upon 
them.

He went to Athens-^ But this did 
riot hinder, but that he beftow'd Money 
upon young AfonW, who was declar'^ 
an Enemy to his Country, arid fupplyed 
him when he was a Fugitive ; and that 
his withdrawing from Rcme might not 
prejudice his Dbmeftick Affairs, He cort- ' 
vey'd the greateft part of his Fortune 
along with him thither. Here he liv'd 
after that manner, that he was peculiar^ 
ly belov'd by all the Athenians \ For, be- 
fides the Credit He had acquired, which 
was very great for a Young-Man, He re- 
lieved them in their Publick Exigents ; 
for when they were to take up Money 
of the Bankers upon any great Pay- 
ments, and could not obtain equitable 
Conditions, He always (b feafonably in- 
terposed, that,as he demanded no intereft 
for thefums he disbursed, fb he would 
not let them owe longer than the time 
they promised to refund them^ and this 
procur'd then) a double advantage : for 
Q \i^ 
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he would neither fuffer the Debt to grow 
upon them by his forbearance ^ nor the 
Ufiiry of it to be rault^jjied. He made 
an acceilion to this Courteiie by another 
piece of Liberalit;y: for he diftributed 
Corn amongft them all ^ and gave xq 
each of them fix bufliels of wheat, 
which ibrt of Meafure is called 
Msdimus by the Athenians ; here 
his carriage wasfo adjufted, that as He 
was familiar to thofe below him, (b be 
was equal to thofe of the firft Q^ity. 
This had that grateful influence upon 
tfaem, that they would have confer'd 
all the honours upon him they poifibly 
could, and made him a 'Citizen : 
hut this offer he refufedf becaufe accord- 
ing to fome Mens opinion, he that is 
niade a Denizon of another City, ibr^ 
feits the Freedom of his own. Whilft 
he liv'd amongft them, he always oppo- 
fed their defign o\ Erefting a Statue to 
him, but he could not hinder it whenbe 
was gone; fo that in his abfence, they 
Celebrated the Memories of him and 
Tilia his Wife, by this lafting fort of it- 
membrance, even in the moft confecra- 
ted places of the City ; for in every con- 
cern of the Commonwealth, they al- 
ways followed his Condudl and Advice; 
th.^reforeit was a partiality of Fortune 
to him, to be a Native of Rome^ which

for Antiquity, Huitianity and Learnmg* 
tliey'fliou'ld make choice of 'him amon^ 
^ Mankind to be their Darling. Wheri 
SyUa came here out of AJtu^ as long aSf 
he tarried, he had always Young Jtti- 
cm in his Company, for*he was extrearh- 
f^ channed with his goad Parts, aird Afi? 
fttreetneifs'of 'his hnmour : for be 'Q)dke 
Grefi^fopeifeftly, tharhe feemed to):xi 
bpmhi A^hms -, ^nd 'had that delrcions 
fluency mthe Lartr/^'Tongue, thatit Kras 
very apparent •, that the ftnootlindsof 
It was ilatural tohhn, and not Acquired. 
He would repeat Poems in 'both ifhctfe' 
Languages, fothnt nothing cotftd exceed 
him J this (b endear'd him to "Sjflla , that 
he woold fcarce let *him 'be trtrt x)f iiisi 
fight, andhe had a great defire to bavd: 
brotight him away along withlrim: bnc 
when -he endeavoured to perfwade MxtA 
tb%Tvmponius remmtd thn this Anfwer, 
Do not^ SiVf carry the to Fight againfi 
tkofefjipon 7viofe atcoum'ri^t' ix^\y^ that 
I thi^h not hear Atms agamft thy Jelf: But 
3jfK praifing the Young Nfan Tor the 
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good Offices He had done hira, ordered 
when He went away^ that the Pre(ent$ 
which were given him whilfk be was at 
Athens^ihoxM be carried to his Houfe, 
as the tokens of his thankfulnels. Here 
he remained many years , and tho be 
beftowed much inlpedtion upon the Af- 
fairs of his Houfe , as became the dili- 
gence of one that was Matter of aFami- 
ly, and fpent the reft of his time either 
in Study » or managing the bufine(s of 
the Athenians^ yet he continued hiskind- 
nefe to his Fellow-Citizens ; For he 
canvafs'd ac all the'u* Publick Eledtions^ 
and when any thing of importance was 
tranfa(^ed, be was never wanting in his 
folicitations. To Cicero he (hewed him- 
self (ingularly faithful in his laft extremi- 
ties : for when be was forced to abandon 
bis Country, be gave him ( ^ ) two 
hundred and fifty thoufand Stfierces ; 
But when alltheie Turbulencies were 
quieted , and the Tybwr can calmy, be 
returned home, and as I think whenL. 
Cotta and L. Torejuatus were Confuls. 
The day of his departure , the whole 
City of Athens fo deplored, that by the^ 
tears of their (brrow they expreflfed the 
greatnefs of the love they had for him; 
he had an Unde whole name was «^ 
^\ecr!Hs^ a Roman Knight, an intimate 
friend of £.» LuchIIus\ and very Ricb> 

bat 
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but he was otherwife of a morofe Na* 
ture, and difficult to be pleafcd ; biu 
Atticus fb jfbftned his temper, which was 
intolerable xo every one elfe, that he 
gainVl hb. good will, and retain'd it 
even, to a decrepit Age *, and then he 
reap'd the fruits of that Piety, with . 
which he cultivated his. lower humor, 
for he adopted him and made him Heir 
to all. that he had ; which Inheritance 
amounted to ten M millions of Stances. 
The Sifter of Attkm was Marned to 
^ TuBius Cictro^ and Marcus his Brother 
was a gfegt promoter of the match \ Be* 
twecn whom and Atucus there was a 
familiarity, even from their being School- 
Fellows together, and a clofer fricnd- 
(hip maintained than with ^intius ; 
that from hence we may form a judge- 
menr, that in the Unions of that Socie- 
ty^ the refemblance of a like difpofition 
prevails: more than Affinity; Horten- 
fita too was his bofome- friend, who at 
that time had the chief vogne for Elo- 
quence: fo ttat it was a matter utterly 
undecided, which lovM him beft, either 
him or Cicera ; by this^ me^ns he fblv'd 
an inconfiftence in thefe two ^Orators, 
which - W^s. a thing not eafy to be at- 
tempt^.: fortho there was aftrong 
Conteft betwixt them for Applaufe, ' 
yet they never broke out into any re- 
Vilings of one another, but both agreed

he denied to go with ^ Ckero into 
^^^ thQ be might have been his Liev- 
tenant-General ; for be did nor think 
it decent to be in fiibordinaie Authority 
CO a PretoCf who had refused the firft 
JDignity it iblf ^ ^nd by this means, he 
npt only Cpnfulted bis^ Honor , but his 
eafe likewile^ and avoided theleaft um- 
Eirages of a Crimie, that he migbc live 
pd^ffcdted ; the vefult of this caution 
wa9, tbat (he affiftances h^ paid his 
iiciends weie the more aicceptiable, be- 
fwfe tboy were fincere, when tbey 
ivcre the efife^ OQly of a readif1e<^ to 
bUige» ^n^ comldoat b^ imputed tofocb 
<^inwj?mQtivcsa6Ho0eand.F€!aF. Wheft 
b0was>sibout fij^cy ye^i^ oid^tibe: civil 
il^M of Ckff^fr bucfb out imp a j^i^mei 
hm be enjp'y'd i;be priivilodgi^ bis Age 
iffd^Jig'd bim, wd n^Mf r ft.if 'd out of 
tb^ City i @iM tboTe of hi^ frieods: whx^ 
tnco^ cw« t9 fof^^'si fvk^ he furflifc'd 
thw, Iwipcdi^flnfi.qut.Qffbis^j^wn Stone;

ungratefully tarried at home, which ve- 
ry highly offended him. But the Neu* 
trality of Jtticus was ib grateful to Cm- 
far^ that when be was O)nqueror, and 
di(parch*d Imperious Mandates to private 
Perlbns to Command tbe'u: Mony from 
them, be not only not molefted hnn^ 
but pardoned bis Sifter's Son which ibc 
had by ^utntius^ tbo be was of Pomt^ 
fey^s party ; thus by keeping firm to 
thofe firft maximes of Gohduft He laid 
down for the regulation of his Life, he 
preierv'd himfelf lafe from all newaiid 
emergent dangers; iconfequent to tUs^ 
When defar was Ikupi and the Com- 
monwealth ftem'd to be devolved into 
the hands of Cajpus and Brutm^ the 
Fortune of Rome like a Machine turning 
about toward him $ yet he. fb Cai;efi'd 
Brutus J that the Youqg-Man neva 
delighted in any ones Company, thah^ 
^as of the f^me Age with himfelf, widi 
that plirafure as he did in that of the Vieriei> 
raUe Attkus ; for he not only admitted 
ilim inro his moft intimate Counceb^ 
(tit enjoy*d his Cohverfation at all his 
Rcfpafe; ' There was a projefl; let crfi 
'-:.:- "V foo5. 
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foot, that a fund of Treafure Ihould be 
Conftituted by the Ronton Knights for 
the Murderers ofdefar; they thought 
the defign very fcefible, if the Chief of 
that Order would Contribute their 
(hares towards it ; whereupon C. FJa- 
yius^ who was a great friend to Brutus^ 
apply'd himfelf to Atticus^ that he would 
be a principal mover in this Bufine^ ; 
but he, who did courtefies to thofe he 
refpefted, without engaging in th«r 
Fadions, and had always a Temper un- 
tainted from defigns of that Nature, 
made this anfwer. That if Brntus want- 
ed any fupplies, He would Accommo- 
date him out of his own Money to what 
value he pleas'd \ but that be would 
never diicourfe with any man about the 
Bufinefi, nor accord with him in it ; 
fo that the united fentimcntsofa whole 
party were ruin'd by hisfinglediffent. 
A little while after Anthony began to 
have the upper-hand, and Brutus and 
CaJljus ( the affairs of thofe Provinces 
which were given them by theConfuls, 
only for form-fake, becoming delperate) 
were forcM to fly for it. But Atticusy 
who never ^mploy'd his Money tofup- 
port the other party, when they were 
moft flourifliing, fent an [c] hundred 
thoufend Se fierce s to Brmts When he left 
Italy ^ and was broken in bis Fortunes , 

and 
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and when he was at Epire^ be oi:der'4 
tJ*} 300 thou&nd more to.be giveo Wm% 
himfelf being Abfent ; and as he. neyec 
th? more flattered the Powctof^^^ 
»jjf, fo he never forfbok tbofe. w&o were 
brought ro a Precipice. A^ftcr this fol- 
lo wed the War of Modena^M which if 
r (hould only call him Prudent I fliould 
detraa from his Charaftec, and (jpeafc 
lefsf than I ought to do. Ke wa3 rathei; 
Ejvine, if a Conftant. Natural GoQdnefi 
deferves that Appellation^ whfcb 13 nci? 
ther fliaftenncM: lelTen'd by Qiuwai:d ac- 
cidents ; Anthony being dcctar'U a Pub^ 
lie Enemy, was forced tQ leave Itafy ^ 
and there was no hope« Of being Re* 
ftord; for not only bis Adverlai^ 
which were very many, and ia a gpeac 
Power Combin'd againS bka> but; bis 
Friends jovn'd themfctve^ to that numr 
ber, and Revolted from him V ^bey pUr 
ced air their hopes of Adydncemcnt U]^ 
on his Deprcflloni they p.erfecuted bn 
mod intimate Friends, tbey endeavoured 
ro (poil his Wife Fulvia of alLbcr good^ 
and extirpate his Children^ As:ticus a$ 
he was f^ininar with Cicexof, &. I^e vm 
a great ft dpd to Brum > by tbkmcans 
he iiot only reftrain*d them liojj> com- 
O'^itciiig any outrage upon Jnthony him- 
felf, but he Proteiled as maw qf bi$ 
Confedewtes whioh fled out Qf die City, 

as 
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a& mncb as he poigbly cQuld, and (lip^ 
pLy'd diem with aU things they ffpoAi 
m need of. He wasi (i> ki<3d to P. r^^-^ 
lumniusj that gpeatcje teodernels C011I4 
net be; expeOied from a Fathej^j and 
he was fe^ diligent in his (ervices to Ful- 
njia when (he was haritafs'd with Law- 
Stti€s^ and vex'd with melancholy ap-> 
prthcttfions^ that fee never enter'd into 
any Obligation vAihont Atticus^ for he 
was her Stipulator in every thing ; par- 
ticularly when in her profperous Condi- 
tion (he had. bought a parcel of Landg 
wbidi was to be fatisfi^. for to a day, 
and now fince this Calamity befell her, 
could Qoc take up Cafe enough upon 
her oWQ credit to diftharge the pur- 
chale ;, Jttkm came in opportunely to 
iedlieft she grievance, for he lent her 
Mojaiey without intereft, or fo much as 
prefixing a day when it feould be re- 
pay^ed ; tos he rec£:Qn*d himfelf the 
greaisit gainef by the Reputation of 
a graceful and an obliging Man ; and 
therieby msbde k appear, that he did 
hot cpncraAaa a£X|uaintance with Nkns 
Forfiwjesjbut theu-Perfonsi And tho 
thefe were his Adion8> yet no one could 
imagine be did them out of any tern- 
porifing principle j for ii} could not ra- 
tionally enter mto any one's opinion^ 
x\i?ki 4pfi»ny. would eiec recover diat 
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S^Aie of Empire be feemM C) iKterly to 
have loft ; but every now and then herer 
ceiv'd fecret diecksfrom (bme of the No- 
bility ,obje<fling to him^that his hatred was 
nor intenie enough againftfoch profligate 
Citizens. But he confiding in his own 
Judgment, had a regard rather to what 
ought CO be done, than what other Men 
would commend, whether it was right 
or no. For the (bene of Fonune (wift- 
\y changed, and when Anthony returned 
into Italy ^ everyone was in pain for At- 
tiQHs ; for they thought He muft he in- 
volved in great rifques, by reafon of the 
firi(ft Communication that was between 
him, and Brutus'^ and Ckero ; therefore 
when the Triumvirate approach*d the 
Ci:y, he went out of it, for he fear*d 
Profcription>and abfconded in the honfe 
of /'. l^olumnius^ to whom he was (b Emi- 
nently Serviceable, as we have (hew*d 
before. So Capricious was the tumx)f 
affiiia inthofe times,that fometimes one 
p.^rty^ and (bmetimes another, would ci- 
ther '-c n the height of Profperity,orthe 
Abyft ot Misfortune He was not alone ' 
in rbs Retirement, but i^GetttasCamuSf 
VJAO was of the fame Age, and refem- » 
bled him in the Cuftomes of his Life, 
. was the Companion of his OWciiyity ; 
and this .is another inftance of th€ good 
nature of Atticus^ that he liv'd fa lo- . 
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vingly with him whom he knew from 
his Childhood, and was his Play-fellow^ 
for their friend (hip grew up with their 
years, and lafted even to an extreme 
old Age. Anthcny^ tho he was te in- 
veterately angry with Cicero^ that he 
not only declared open enmiiy againft 
him, but threatn'd all his Abettors, and 
was refolv'd to Profcribe them ; yet 
when many made Remonftrances to 
him in the behalf of Atticus , and he 
himfelfcairdto mind the Engagements 
he bad formerly laid upon him, he as 
fuddenly Relented, fothat he Writ to 
him with hfs own hand to know where 
be was \ bid him not be afraid, but thac 
helhould immediately come to him, for 
that he bad ftruck him and Gellius Ca- 
mus out of the number of the ProfcriVd \ 
Bcfides he ftnt him a Guard to affure 
him in the darknefs, and free him from 
the dangers of the Night ; by this means 
his fears were difpers'd, and he not only 
fecur*d himfelf, but was an inllrumenc 
of fafety to the Man who was next dear 
to him. For he never folicited to Le 
out of trouble alone, but in Conjimtftion 
with his friend, that by this it might ap- 
pear, that Men who love one another are 
not to be divided in their Foriuncs. If 
that Pilot therefore deferves applaufe 
who ftecf s his Ship in a Winter Seai ^ 

wbeo 
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when theSeafon is as rough as the Ocean, 
why fliould not his Pradence merit a 
particular Encomium , who arriv'd at 
(aifety dironghlb many Civil broils, and 
fudh -Storms m the Stare ? When he had 
work'd himfclf out of thefe difhtffies, 
he was intent upon nothing ^Ife than how 
he might aliiftas many as heix)uld, and 
in what things he Was aWe. When the 
Triumvirate fet a price upon the heads 
of the Profcrib^d, that the profpedl of a 
reward might encourage the rabbte to a 
fearch,tbere was not any one whofled in- 
to Epire who wanted for any thing ; 
and he gave them liberty to make it 
their perpetual Refidence ; befides, arfter 
the Battel at Philipp^e.znd the Slaughter 
trf C. Cajjius and M Brutusj tie was ft- 
fo!v*d to (belter L. Julius Mocilla^ the 
Pretor, and his Son Aulus Tore[uatus^9nA 
tihe reft who were beaten down wth 
the (ame ftroke of Fortune j 5nd he 
commanded likewifc fupp^lies to be fent 
them when they Retired om of Bpir^into 
Samothracia. It is very hard, and^indeed 
not neceflaTy, to Tiwi minutely throfugh 
all his Adlions : this only I contend for, 
and which oughtto beunderftood; that 
his Liberality was not coverM over with 
any Sinifter defign, nor was itto ftnmor 
the prefent current of Affairs ; this may 
be concluded from the things themftlves, 
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^rid «be G^naplewQn e)f 'thdfe titDess for 
be fieverfiidkd wiUi the Profpe^otts, b«: 
always fucco»r'dthofc who were in aiP- 
IKdion ; far h^s was as Acffiduous in fbift 
refpefts tbrSernyilia the -Mother of Brn- 
f^irfcer the death of ihefSen, as wheri 
he was living and -m<ift happy. Being 
fo Genero>Js» be could not well^provoJ^ 
any one to^be his Enemy;, for he never 
offerd =an -iti^ryitand if another ivas 
the Agreffor upon him, he ^ohofe rather 
to forget thein Revenge the Affront: Jf 
hereceivy a Civility ,the impFefiipn of it 
w€^ Immortal, riever to be effac'd ; but 
if be oonferd one, it eafily fell out of 
his mind, ViH he that was ob]ig*d re- 
new-d the memory of it by his acknow- 
ledgments % doing ^ter this manner, be 
oenfirm*d the^ruehof that laying, 3^^r 
e^ery am owes his lucky hits t4> ^e cm^ 
duS-^himfelfi bw the making his For- 
tune, was the laft thing in his Intention, 
he firftiformtl his Manners, as a previa 
cos <^lification, and with fuch an ex- 
qoififie nicenefMhat he might not juftly 
be charg'd with any thing that was cul- 
pable. By this means it came to pa^ 
that ^hen M. Viffanius Jgrifpa^^y who 
was the Favourite of young 'OUa^i/inu 
might have had his choice out of the 
Ijiadies of the beft Condition in Rome^ 
by ^reafon of his own Credit^ and tbe 

Power 
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Power ofCafar^ yet he was ambitious </ 
being related to him , and deHr'd rather 
to marry the Daughter of a Roman 
Knight , as the nobler Alliance ; The 
. chief Manager of this Match (for it is 
riot to be conceal 'd ) was Anthony , who 
was one of the Triumvirate for ^tling 
the Commonwealth. Being (hin'd upon 
by his favor, He might;have made large 
Additions to his Eftate, but he was (b 
little infefted with the love of Money, 
that he never usM it but in thofe occa- 
fions where his freind was to be freed 
from danger , and eas*d of any thing 
that incommoded him. An illuftrious 
inftanceof this was in the time of the Pro- 
fcription j for when the Triumvirate 
had fold the Goods of L. Saufeius a 
Roman Knight, according to the cuftom 
which then obtain'd, who was of the 
lame Age with himfelf, had refided 
many years at Athens to Study Phi- 
lolbphy, and had noble Lordfhips in 
Italy ; Atticus czvntA himfelf in this buii- 
ne(s with f^ much Induftry and addrefi, 
that the fame Meffenger who brought 
him word that He had loft his Patri- 
mony, contradided his own news, by 
telling him, that he had recovered it a- 
gain. He likewife clear'd off L. Julius 
Calidius^ who I am bold to affirm, ^fte^ 
the death oi Lucretius and Catullus^ was 

the 
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the moft Elegant Poet of his time i he 
was no le(s famous for the integrity of 
his Morals, and his being Educated in 
all the beft Arts; This Man after the 
Knights were profctib'd, tho he Was ab- 
lent,yet he was brought into the number 
by P. Volumnius^ who was Overfeer of the 
Workmen of Anthony ; and his great 
Pofieffions in AfHtk made him obnoxi-^ 
ons to this punifliment ; So that it 
made it a puzling queftion , whether 
there was more difficulty in the under- 
taking) of Glory in the performance. 
But it was a Charader of Atikus gene* 
rally known, that tt was his care as muctf 
to rekive his abfent fretnds as thofe 
that Were prefent \ and be was as good 
a Father of a Family as He was a 
Citizen .; for tbo he was a jreat Monied- 
Many yet no one war ib moderate a 
FttTcbaier, nov Built lef^ than He did; 
not but that he liv^d very Commodi- 
. bully, and what things helerv'd himfelf 
iDf, they were the beft of their kind. His 
Hdufe was Situate in the \^irhMl Hill, 
which was an Inheritance left him by 
bis Uncle, whole pleafantnefs did not 
confift in the Curiofity of theStrudture, 
but in the Wood that encompafs'd it ; 
for h6ng a Pile raisM after the ancient 
manner, it had more of conveniency in it 
than beauty; and he neVer made any 
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Altpratiansj, but wh^re tin? decays by 
the injury of time requir\l fO be re- 
pair'd ; his Famtijt, if w0 judgcoftbeA

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ayoided the two extremes of being ftingy 
and profufc. I will not omit one thing, 
tho to fome it may feem a matter of 
light importance, That tho He was 6ne 
.of the moft Splendid of the Roman 
Knights, and received Men of all con-. 
ditions at his Houfe with a Liberal 
Hofpitality, yet he fpent no more than 
juft [^ e] three thouland Afles a month, 
as appears by the regifter of his Dif^ 
burfements ; and this I do not fpeakby 
hegtrfay, but as a thing I am certain of; 
ftjr by reafon of the familiarity be- 
twixt us, I was Converfent in the 
I^^mily, and was ac the eafting up ot 
th^ Accounts i he had no other Con- 
fort at alt his Feafts but only a fingle 
Reader, i^ich in my opinion was the 
moft raviftiihg Mufick; nor did he 
ever Sup without one of thefe Led^iures 9 
that whilft their Appetites were Re-, 
galed, the minds of the Guefts might 
be fentertaitl'd with fomething more di- 
verting ; for te never invited any one 
to his Table biit in whom he difcerned 
a difpofition conformably to his own. 
Tho Ridhes flow'd in upon him, yet 
he never heightned his daily Provifions, 
nor deviated from the former meafures 
of his Life ; for he was fb moderate^ 
that when he was worth but [ /] twenty 
hundrfed thoufend Sf/?tfrcex, he d\d tvoc 
Lire inglormflyy which was t\ie1EA3kX^ 
R % \^^ 
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left him by his Father; (b when it zr 
mounted to [ ^ ] ten millions, he did not 
raife his Port to any greater Afiluence 
than what he firft dcfign'd •, for he kept 
inalterably to the faftie pitch in either 
fortune. As for his other Recreations , 
he had no Gardens with Partercs, nor no 
delightful place to take the air in the 
Suburbs j he had no Sumptuous VUla 
near the Sea-{hore,nor indeed in alllM^, 
except it were at Ard^a and Nomentum^ 
which were only two Country-farms i 
And all the Revenues he had, confifted in 
the Lands he had at Epire, and forrtePolP 
fellions in the City ; from whence it 
may be known, that he did not make 
his eftimateof Mony by theimmenfe 
quantity, but the rational ufe-of it. As 
he was always a Man of ftridt veracity 
himfelf, fo he abhor'd lying in another ; 
therefore his courrefy was mix*d with 
fomewhat that was Aulterej and he 
was Affable, but Grave; (b that it was 
hard to (ay, whether his Friends Lov*d 
or Reverenced him mod ; whatever was 
entreated of him> he would promile 
folemnly to do it, for it was his opinion 
that he was not a generous but an incon- 
ftantMan, who^would engage for that 
which he was not aHe to perform. He 
was (b induftrious in bringing an affair 
'to a refdt v)\x\(;\v\vtbad ouoe efpous'd, 
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that he fecm'd to Tranfad his own coiv 
(;ern and not anotbers, which was de- 
puted to his Management: and when 
he had once undertaken a bufinefs, he 
was unwearied in his purfuits, for he 
thought his Reputation was Interefs'd in 
it, of which be was jealous even to a 
delicacy. By this means he folicited the 
bufinefs of Marcus and Qjiintm Cicero^ 
of Marius^ Cato, Hortenfius^ Aulus Tor-* 
<juatusj and many other Roman Knights ; 
from whence we may infer, that it was ^ 
an effedl of his judgment, and did not _0- 
proceed from any unaftivetemper, that 
he declined tbepublick Fundlionspf the 
Commonwealth, A greater inftance of 
the Complaifance of his humor cannot 
be given than this, that when he was a 
Young-Man lie was very iiprceable to 
Syila who was in the decline oi ; is Agei 
and whenhimftlf was old M. i.nitusex" 
tremely delighted ii . htm^who was in rhe 
bloom of his years; he iiv'd f) amicably ^ 
with his Cotemporarie- Hcmnjius and 
QV^ro, that it IS hard to i^ y ' o . ; '^ ^e ^ 
his Genius was moftadaprc a ; ( - 
Lov'd him fhe moft fervenc'y of 
for it was to the laft degree o; i . 
(b that bis Brother ^^7/ ; - '^ 
dearer or more familiar xu : r 
real evidencesof it, befidc: i 
|n which be makes menciOii 
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' grees of (bme Families> with ib fine ^ 
texture, that by them we may know die 
beginnings of thofeMen who have made 
any conHderable Figure in Rome. He 
did the i&me thing feparately in other 
* Books ; as at the entreaty of M. Brutus^ 
Be derived the Jtmian Family from its 
firft Source, and (henv'd all the Channels 
in which it hath flowM down even to 
bur times \ diftinAly numbring each 
ione's Predeceffor in a true feries of 
Succellion , ind relating what Honors 
they attain*Q to, and in what times they 
cnjoyM them : he did the like courtely 
•for Marcellus Claudius concerning the 
'Marcelli ; and at the inftances of Scifio 
'Cornelius znd Fahius Maximus^ he gave 
an account of the Corvelidny the Fahian^ 
and the Emlian Families ; and nothing 
carries with it fo endearing a relifti as 
thefc Books to thofe who have the leaft 
tincftiire of curiofiry to be acquainted 
with the defccnts of llluftrious Men ; he 
had a fmarrering too in Poetry, which 
1 believe was *hac he might not be igno- 
rant tvliar fweernefs there was in it v for 
if any hd arrived to a higher pitch of 
Tig^i'v bey.^^d the ordinary Romans^

pafs. He Writ a Book allp in Greek 
concerning the Cpnfulihip of Qicerc 
Thefe things we have related of him 
were whilft jitticuswzs alive; but now 
fince the malignity of fate will hav^ us 
to outlive him, w^ will run through th^ 
reft of his Adions, and difpatch what 
remains of this Great Man \ that by 
real and bright examples, we may in- 
^ruft the Reader, and fo confirm that 
axiomewe have before laid down, 72^^ 
every one allures Fortune to his fide accord^ 
ing as be manageth himfelf-^ for Atticus 
contenting himftlf with the Paternal Dig- 
nity of a Knight which defcended to himy 
he at laft came to be related to the Soa 
oi Julius y and the friendfliip between 
them was heightned into Affinity ; for 
be had before gained the confidence of 
Auguftus by the elegancy of his Living; 
and this was the inducement by which 
he attrafted others of the chiefeft rank 
in the City to his Converfation,who were 
of as Noble an Extraction as the Empe- 
ror, but ther condirion was unequal, 
becaufe nor (o prolperons • tor fortune 
fcem'd Lo faWn upon Cajar^ and focon-

J^iffn niadtf Aftihui a Gfandfathei*, 
Who fnaf fidd W^Dftughfer when fhe was 
a tttider Virgin ; flri* Pttoale-Infaftt, tho 
flie was fcarce a year oM , difar ht- 
frothed t^Tihrius Claudius Nero^ which 
Irtfif Wtfc i>«j?//^ hid by a fonner Huf- 
band, and was his Son-hr-LaW: this Al- 
liance corifirrt'd then* former Amity^and 
tied k on with an inviblable Sanoiori. 
Tho before theft Efootifils, not only 
When he itas abfent frmiti Romej when 
_ fie writ to any of his Friends , he fent 
16 Afticust^Xi the minutes of his Life, 
as what he was then doing, c^dally 
fifhat Atifhor he was reading, irt whdt 
plisice he fefided, and how idrig he de- 
fign*d to tarry there: but KkewTfe whert 
|e Was in the City, and was diftr^fted 
Jby rtiUleiplicity of bufinefs, which gav6 
kitti fo great Avocations, that he could 
floft enjoy him (o often as he would, yet 
^e commerce of the Pen was not inter- 
rupted, for no day pafs'd in which he did 
not by Letter ask his opinion in (bme mat- 
ters relating' to Antiquity, or propofe 
&mt Foettcal qtiCftion ; fometimes he* 

_ would 
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wouM be facetioQs only $ and rally bim, 
that the anfwers in which he Rep^teed 
might be the more prolix ^ which had this 
good efeft, that whcii the Temple of 
Jufiter Feretrius^ which Romulm built In 
the Capitol, through Age and Peoples 
being incurious of its repairs, began to 
rfireaten a total ruin, defar by the pcr- 
fwafion of Atticus took care to fuppore 
it. M^ Ambon/ had him in no left pair 
fionate efteem, and maintained an inter* 
courle with him of this nature h for 
when he was banifli'd even to the ex* 
tream fin^ts of die Empire, yet hecer- 
oftfd his Anicus to a nice pundlilia 
of what he was then upon, and what de- 
fign he had in farther Projeftion : he on- 
ly vi qualified to judg of the greatnefs 
of thfS Correfpondence. who can make 
a true eftima^e what a piece of Confura- 
miote Wtfdotu it is oo retain the favor,and 
reconcile tiie^eialoMfies of two great Per- 
fbnages^ who were Competitors in the 
fime Ambitiion, betwixt whom there was 
not only a bare Emulation, but a pcr- 
kH Antipathy, which kindled into the 
muraal upbraiding one another : it was 
an Averfionas ftrong as could poffibly 
be between ^n.Anthajyai'xd^Cajar^who 
would not divide the Glober but each one 
contended notonJy to be iViaiter ofRofre^ 
but Emperor of the World, Through 
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afi thefe Traverles of Life, he at laft ar- 
riv'd to thefevcnty feventh year, and his 
Credit and Riches multiplied upon him 
even to an extream old Age : (for many 
]eft him all that they had, purely upon 
the account of his wonderful Goodnefa) 
But now after he had been of (b ftrong a 
Complexion, that he had no need of a 
Phyfitian for thirty years together, his 
health was fb entire, he at laft contracted 
aDi(eafe which himfelfand his Dodtors 
at firft defpis'd as a very flight indifpo- 
fition, for they thought it to be a [i& J 
Imefmus , therefore they adminiftred 
quick and ea(y applications, to d^rfe it 
in its firft acceftes. After he had latir 
guifli'd three months, without any more 
fenfible uneafinels than what he received 
from the methods of his cure, the whole 
weight of hisdiftemper funk at laft into 
one of his guts, which broke oucafterr 
wards into a very putrid Fiftula : But 
before this Crifis hapned to bim, when 
he found his pains to encreafe, and bis 
blood grow warm, he ordered his Son- 
in-Law Agrippa to be lent for, with L. 
Cornelias Balhusj and Sextus Teducaus: 
when he (aw that they were come, lean- 
ing upon his Couch he fpoke to them 
after this manner : What care have 1 taken 
for the frefervation of my healthy finceym 
all can abundantly attefi^ a difcourfe of that 

natur^ 
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nature will be altogether fuferfluous : ho* 
fing therefore that Iha^ue gi^uen you fatis* 
faSion^ and being confcious to my felf^that 
1 have omitted nothing which carried the 
leafi tendency in it towards a cure : it only 
remains now that I more nearly ccnfult my 
felfj and this is the thing I would acquaint 
you with, that I am refol'v^d no longer to 
nourijh my difeafe , but fiarve it : for the 
fu(lenance I have taken thefe lafi days hath 
frotraBed my Life indeed, hut it hath fro^ 
lon£d my affliilions with it, without any 
hofes of recovery. I therefore beg it of you^ 
that you would fir fiaff rove of my expedient f 
and then ufe no arguments to aijfwade me 
from itf for it will be all in vain^ He 
fpoke this with fuch a lirong voice, and 
fuch an affurcd Countenance,asifhe was 
not leaving the World, but palling from 
one Houfe into another. But Agriffa 
with tears in bis eyes killing him, did not 
only entreat but earneftly Conjured him 
not to Accelerate his fate himrelf , but 
let nature bring it leifurely upon him ; 
and fince there were remains of health 
which would in Life keep fome time lon- 
ger, that he would fuffer himfelf to fur- ' 
vive both for his own fake and that of 
his friend : but He rejedted his importu- 
nities with an obftinate filence. Thus 
after two days rigid abftinence,his Feaver 
went o^ without any paroxyfms, and 
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all the Symptonics were manifeftly a- 
bated : but be thinking it not worth the 
while to live, would not recede from 
his firft purpofe •, therefore the fifth day 
after he had taken up this fatal refblurion, 
he depaned this Life, which was the day 
before the Kalends of Afti!^ L. Domitim 
and C. Sojius being Confuls. His body 
was brought forth in a Litter, as he 
himfelf had ordered, without any Fune- 
ral Pomp : but all the beft Men of the 
City accompanied the Corps with a nu- 
merous Concourfeof the Common Peo- 
ple ; he was buried five miles from Rome 
by the Affim way, in the Monument of 
^Cacilius\{\s Uncle.
